Of. the Commissioners-of the Gulf and Ship Island Railroad, 


Delivered at an Adjourned Meeting held at the City of 
Jackson, Monday, June Tth, 1858.

The undersigned Commissioners appointed by act of the 
Legislature of the State of, Mississippi, on November 18th, 
1856, having met on Monday, May 3d, 1858, in pursuance 
to previous notice, in the city of Jackson, for the purpose of 
organizing with the view of "Gárrying into effect the several 
acts incorporating’ the Gulf and Ship Island Railroad— 
Present—J. F. Foute, Jas. Roach, W. P. Harris, Jona- 
than Weathersby, and C. McLaurin ; “all of whom accepted 
their appointment as such Commissionér$, but not being a 
quorum they could. not organize in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the act of the Legislature. They theréfóre agreed 
to adjourn to the Ist Mondáy,*the Tth day of June next, and 
urge upon their co-commissioners the necessity of punctual 
attendance at that time. oL to l 
They also thought proper that the Commissioners appoint- 
ed under the act of 1857, should in the. interval between 
this and the proposed day of meeting prepare and publish 
an address to the people of the State, setting forth the great 
advantage of the projected road as a means of conneéting 
the interior of the State with ber sea board—as a means of 
promoting ker commercial prosperity and independence, and 
—] ' : 
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as a measure necessary to the full development of her re- 
sourees and strength ; and further setting forth such statis- 
tical information as may be needed to present this important 
subject ya an intelligent light to the country. 

In view of the early adjournment of Congress, the Com- 
missioners will also address the Senators and Representa- 
tives in Congress from Mississippi, and request them to pro- 
eure the necessary change in the provisions of the late act of 
Congress, donating publie vacant lands in this State to and 
for the benefit of the Gulf and Ship Island Railroad ; they 
wil also address the Secretary of the Navy, and such other 
officials and persons as they may deem proper, on the sub- 
ject, and to urge the propriety and necessity of establishing 
a Naval Depot on Ship Island, or elsewhere on the Southern 
Gulf Coast of Mississippi. 

The Commissioners present sign these proceedings, and 
request the Mississippian and other papers in the State 
friendly to the project to publish the same.

An address to the public, in behalf of the road, was read 
and adopted, and it was resolved that a copy of said ad-

Resolved, That the Chairman appoint suitable persons, 
with full power to solicit and obtain subscriptions of stock 
to.and for the Gulf and Ship Island Railroad,and to appoint 
and procure the services of suitable persons to aid them and 
_to procure subscriptions for the same purpose. 

Resolved, That it is expedient: to opén books of subscrip- 
tion for stock for the Gulf and Ship Island Railroad, and 
that books be opened at suitable places, under the supervis- 
‘ion and care of proper persons to be hereafter named, and 
notice given by the Chairman and Secretary of the

It was resolved that the city of Jackson be fixed as the 
northern terminus of the road, and the southern terminus 
be fixed at a point on the Ge of Mexico as near Ship Is- 
land as may be. 

Resolved, That the price of each share of the stock of 
said company shall be $100, and that so soon as the sum of 
one hundred and fifty thousand dollars shall be secured in 
reliable subscriptions to the capital stock of the company, 
the chairman shall, after thirty days public notice in the Mis- 
sissippian newspaper published at Jackson, and the Sea Coast 
Democrat, published in the county of Harrison, and in anews- 
paper published i in the county of Madison, call in an instal- 
ment of five dollars per share on each share of stock so sub- 

scribed, and that upon the amount of said installment being 
paid in, the said chairman shall be authorized.to receive 
from the Treasurer of the State such sum as the road shall 
be then entitled to. 

Resolved, That upon the said sum of one hundred and fit 
ty thousand dollars, as aforesaid, being subscribed to the 
capital stoek of the cómpany, the chairman of the Board of 
Commissioners shall, by thirty days notice in three or more 
newspapers, call a meeting of the stockholders or subscrib- 
ers, for the purpose of electing a Board of Directors.

ADDRESS. 


The Commissisners appointed by the act of the Legisla- 
ture approved 18th November, 1857, to organize the Gulf 
and Ship Island Railroad Company, beg leave to address 
their fellow-citizens in behalf of this great enterprise. 

The public mind of Mississippi from a very early period 
seems to have recognized the want of a ready line of com- 
munication connecting the interior of the State and her 
political capital with the magnificent harbor on her south- 
ern coast, to build up within her own borders a great com- 
mercial town, and to establish a commercial system that 
should bring the producer and consumer in more direct 
connection. More than twenty vears ago the line for a 
Railroad from Brandon to:the Gulf Coast at Mississippi 
City was surveyed, a route was found free from any serious 
obstacles, and preparations were made to begin the grading 
of the track. The pecuniary crisis which occurred about 
that time caused the cessation of the work and for many 
years the project was overlooked or abandoned. The Leg- 
islature of Mississippi by an act passed 1850, incorporated 
certain persons under the name of the Gulf and Ship Island 
Railroad Company, and authorized them to build a Railroad 
from some suitable point on the Gulf of Mexico as near 
Ship island as may be, in a northerly direction to intersect 
the Southern Railroad at some point between Brandon and 
Quitman. This act expired by mon «user, but was subse- 
quently revived. At the session of the Legislature of 1854, 
an act was passed appropriating $5,000 to the survey and 
location of the line of the Gulf and Ship Island Railroad, 
so as to secure a connection with the New Orleans, J ackson 
and Great Northern Railroad or with the Southern Rail- 
road at a point that would best promote the interests of the 
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State of: Mississippi: and the interests of the stockholdérs of: 
the company: : The survey made under. authority of. SR act 


will be hereafter referred to. . “ 
The State also'appropriated to the Gulf and Ship ` 
island Railroad, that portion of the internal im- - 
provenient fund invested in the stock of the 
New Orleans, Jackson and Great Northern 
Railroad amounting to, ------------ - $426, 950 
The amount invested in the stock of the Mississip- 
pi Central Road, - - -------------- - $201,000 
And the amount invested in the stock of the Mo-

the line of the road was also made by the Congress of the 
. United States. A slight change in the phraseology of the 
act of Congress to make it available was deemed advisable, 
and an application to Congress has been made, and we doubt 
not will be in due time acceded to. 

At the last session of the Legislature (November, 1857) 
a new and liberal charter was granted, and Ebenezer Ford, 
of Marion county ; Wiley P. Harris and Jacob E. Foute, 
of Hinds ; Cor nelius McLaurin, of Rankin ; . Simeon R. 
` Adams, of Ji asper; James Roach and John W illis, of- War- 
ren; and Charles Bellmar and T. J. Humphries, of Harri- 
son; and Jonathan Weathersby and John H. Oats, of Law- 
rence county, were appointed “ Commissioners to organize 
the Gulf and Ship Island Railroad, to cause books of sub- 
scription to the capital stock to be opened—to appoint En- 
gineers and to do whatever else might be decmed necessary 
to the complete organization of the company." 

At the same time an act was passed loaning the three per 
cent. fund then in the State Treasury, amounting. to the sum 
of one hundred and four thousand seven hundred and fifty 
dollars, in equal portions to the New Orleans, Jackson and 
Great Northern Railroad, the Mississippi and Tennessee 


Railroad, the Mississippi Central Railroad, the Mobile and. 


Ohio Railr oad, and the Southern Railroad Companies, on 
bonds due six years after date without interest, the amount

of this loan when due and collected:is directed to‘be. inves- 
ted in the stock ofthe Gulf and: Ship Island Railroad, pro- 
vided, the same shall then be organizéd. . It will be seen: 
that the appropriation of the “internal improvement fund,” 
is conditional upon the stocks in which it. is now invested 
reaching their par value, and the subscription to the stock 
of the Gulf and Ship Island Railroad amounting. to five 
hundred thousand dollars. "The grant ofthe three per eerit. 
fund is contingent upon a subscription of one hundred and 
fifty thousand dollars to thecapital stock, which is necessary 
to the organization of the company. 

Further legislation will be requisite to render these grants 
more immediately available. 

The Legislative acts now in force in regard to the compa- 
ny are briefly set forth above, and a reference is now made 
to the report of the Engineer, Powhattan Robinson, Esq., 
appointed by the Governor to make the location and survey 
under the act approved 2nd March, 1854. In his report to 
ihe Governor, Mr. Robinson says: “The Gulf and Ship 
Island Railroad is projected on the ground that a seaport 
may be established on the Gulf Coast within the limits of 
the State of Mississippi, thus completing her commercial 
facilities within herself, and enabling her not only to reap 
the harvest of her own rich production, but to share like- 
wise those of her sister States. To this point, our road is 
to be the main trunk line, and principal feeder, and as such 
alone can we discuss it, in regard to the question of loca- 
tion. 'To produce its greatest, and most beneficial results, 
this main trunk must—in the first place—be located so as 
to attract the greatest amount of trade ; and secondly—it 
must be a road of the first class. Any deviation from these 
propositions, tend so far to cripple the work and retard the 
anticipated results. 

o * * x 

Tt did not fall within the scope of my duties to make any 
examination of the coast, to ascertain the practicability of 
establishing a safe harbor. To do this properly, would re- 
quire a careful and elaborate hydrographie survey which 
would exhibit accurately the advantages offered by nature— 
the extent of which they might be improved by art, and the 
cost of constructing the necessary works. Suppose then it 
should prove that a safe harbor could be afforded to vessels 
e equal tonnage with those which now trade to New Or- 

eans. 

The Gulf Port being exempt from the river navigation 
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it is evident that for facility and. access there would be mo. 
coinparisoh between “the two, and as Mississippi City for. 
example is twenty-four miles nearer to Jackson than tlie city ` 
of New Orleans, we might surely expect.to comé infor 4 ^ 
considerable share-of the trade east of the Mississippirivet. * 
Now the real estate in New Orleans is valued at about $80,- : 
000,000. Might we not then reasonably expect: that with 
the advantages offered by & porton the Gulf, the real estate 
of the city which would necessarily spring up--would 
amount, in the course of not many years to $30,000,000? 

This appears to me to be a low estimate, and in addition ` 
to the aid of which might be confidently expected of the. . 
General Government in such a case—$10,000,000 might be 
well invested by the State to produce this result alone, : 
without caleulating the immense appreciation in the value 
of real estate which must ensue throughout her entre. 
limits: We

A complete hydrographic survey, the necessity of which 
is pointed out by Mr. Robinson, is fortunately furnished to 
us by the accurate survey of Ship Island harbor made by 
the United States Coast Survey. We find from authentic 
maps of that survey a harbor on our southern coast of 
twenty miles in length by ten miles in breadth with an aver- 
age depth of water twenty to twenty-four feet, sufficient for | 
the largest class of ships, and greater by six to.ten feet than ` 
the depth of water on the bar at the mouth of the Mississtppi 
over which every ship arriving at, or departing from New | 
Orleans, must pass with the assistance of tow-boats. The fact. 
that such a harbor exists is not mere matter of speculation: 
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or conjecture. Ships drawing- over.twenty feet of water,, 
that could by no means reach New Orleans, are often to be 
found loading at Ship Island with lumber and other pro- 
ducts of our southern coast for the distant shores.of England 
and France, and of Australia. On the cargo of such a ship,. 
the saving of expense in favor of Ship. Island harbor as com- 
pared with that of New Orleans is known to be about two 
thousand dollars—a sum quite sufficient to divert a large 
amount of the foreign trade to our State. 

While every portion of our State would derive benefit 
from the construction of the proposed road the counties of 
Rankin, Simpson, Lawrence, Covington, Marion, Hancock, 
Perry and Harrison, would derive the largest benefit,in the 
increased value it would give to their lands, by opening a 
ready market for al! their productions. _ » se

We urge upon the people of the counties through which 
ihe road is expected to pass the necessity of granting 
prompt and liberal aid commensurate with their means, and 
the advantages that will immediately flow to them. Any 
backwardness on their part will produce serious. discourage- 
ment. it is absolutely necesgary to the permanent organi- 
zation of the company, that $150,000 should be speedily 
subseribed. " ` 

Publie works of this character, require large means to be 
provided before they are commenced, to ensure success. 
Too often valuable enterprises are seriously delayed, and 
loss of character and credit incurred from an unfortunate 
disposition to proceed prematurely. The Commissioners 
warned by the errors of others, and deeply solicitous that 
the great work proposed should succeed, do not recommend 
any outlay of money except for surveys, location, and, the 
dissemination of useful information, until such time as the 
means dévoted to the construction of the road shall justify a 
well grounded belief that they are adequate to its. comple- 
tion. The precise location of the road between the indi- 
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cated:points will be left to be determinéd.by.those consider-.: 
ations which must always control our policy in. that respect. . 
It is apparent that unless we can have a road offering supe- 
rior advantages as a freight road, it will.suffer. materially 
from competition. . Unless the road shall become the chief. 
means of transporting freights, it wili fail to aecomplish the 
desired end. In its construction and location, therefore, re- 
gird must be had to this primary consideration. 

We will not permit ourselves to doubt that the sum re 
quired to complete the road—a sum so small contrasted with 
our resources and the advantages to be realized, will be 
raised by the patriotic people of Mississippi. Shall it be 
said of us that we present the singular example of a State 
or nation wholly insensible of the advantages of a' good 
harbor on our sea-eoast ; of the importance of dealing with . 
the foreign purchaser of our products on our own.soil, and 
under our own jurisdiction, and of building up within our 
limits a great commercial interest? 

If we existed as a separate and independent State, it can- 
not be doubted that our first care would be to render our ' 
harbor available by means of an interior communication, 
which. would be at all times under our.control.. In such a 
situation we would freely tax ourselves heavily to obtain 
such. a footing on the seaboard as we now have, and neglect, . 
rather than remain in-a position of dependenee on other 
States for a commercial intercourse with the world. 

Theintimate relations whieh the Union has established 
between the States comprising it, exempt us from many of 
the evils and embarrassments to which nations are subjected, 
who are compelled to seck a market for their productions 
through the territories of foreign States. The consequence 
is that what might under different circumstances be viewed 
by us in the light of a paramount political and commercial 
necessity, and as a measure essential to our complete security 
and independence, has been, and we fear is still, regarded 
as a mere economical question, into which nothing enters 
but the considerations of convenience and cost. <The pres-- 
ent commercial position of Mississippi, we think, would be 
inexcusable under any condition of our affairs. But we will 
not pause here to prove that mere economical considera- 
tions, though they should, doubtless, influence, ought not to 
be allowed to control our policy in a matter of such magni- ` 
tude. Weare no longer permitted to view this measure 
with reference solely to such considerations. Passing events | 
admonish us that it must be discussed with.a proper regard . 
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to the contingencies involved in a change of our political 
relations, tundered probable by the condition of the slavery: 
question. If there were just grounds for alarm eight years 
ago, certaialy nothing has since occurred to remove them. 
Political power has in the meanwhile passed from our hands, 
by the admission of new States, and our efforts to tranquil- 
ize and compromise have, without settling the dispute, in- 
creased the exasperation of both sections. It is manifest 
that the connection between the free and the slave States, is. 
not preserved by the strength of their attachment to each 
other. ‘The antagonism between them not only exists in 
the most palpable form, but is openly avowed. The lan- 
guage of the debates in Congress indicate all the rancour of 
hate. There doubtless lingers in the breasts of many per- 
sons of -both sections, a feeling of veneration for the Union 
which our fathers formed, but the influence of this sentiment 
is hourly declining, and it would be altogether ineffectual 
to check the tendency to separation without the strong aid 
of those doubts and fears which spring from the contempla- 
tion of the uncertainty which hangs over that event and the 
combinations consequent upon it. Our history, however, 
does not encourage the expectation that the hazards involved 
in political revolution, will extort from us the sacrifice of 
great principles or triumph long over our sense of wrong, 
and besides the danger to the weaker section from continu- 
ing the connection, is certain and inevitable; and our expe- 
rience and observation teach us that this danger will be de- 
veloped in a form more frightful to freemen than those which 
our imaginations invent for the most stormy confusion con- 
sequent on separation. : 
But whether we remain in the Union or go out of the 
Union the course of events clearly indicates that the States. 
in which slavery exists, as the essential basis of their pros- 
perity and power, will be driven to maintain it on their own 
responsibility and resources. Mere political guarantees, 
however solemnly entered into, prove to be unavailing. It 
becomes us, therefore, to place our State in a position in 
which she will be able, at least, to exert some- influence on 
her own destiny. In her present situation she is without 
her just influence in the Union, and separated from it she 
must drift with the current of events, exerting but little, if 
any, control over them. Itis now apparent that the fate of 
slavery rests with those States and countries which border 
on the Gulf of Mexico and the Carribean sea. The ques- 
tion of supremacy on this continent will find its solution 
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thére, and the ability of the slave States to- maintain: their 
footing, will depend mainly upon the extent to which: they: 
may acquire influence on that theatre. ‘It is our duiy to 
ourselves and to the South, to build np and:strengthen-our 
influence on the Gulf. In the event of a rupture of tbe 
Union, or should events hasten the collision which must 
sooner or later take place on Southern waters, how: much 
would our position be improved and our influence increased, 
if by means of a greatthoroughfare of travel and transpor- 
tation, our harbor should be connected with our great cotton 
growing region, and a large commercial city should spring 
up there, as it will from the known laws of trade and navi- - 
gation. At all events the State of Mississippi would have | 
the security of an untrammelled and independent connection 
with the markets of the world. We have argued ourselves 
into the belief, that we have the right to assume the position 
of an independent State. We should then be able. to as- 
sume it with confidence and to maintain it with success. 

All that is needed to lay the foundation of a large city on 
our sea-board, and a large commercial influence in the Gulf, 
are, a safe and convenient harbor for vessels, and an abun- 
dance of that product which enters largely into the com- 
merce of the, world, with the means of transporting that 
product easily and cheaply to the point, where it can be 
shipped. This combination everywhere and in all ages of 
the world, has built up great cities. If the harbor on our 
coast had been connected with the interior and great cotton 
region by a large navigable stream, we would have borne & 
very different part in the affairs, and: a different relation to 
the history of the South. "That element in the combination 
is wanting, but that only. It can be supplied by the rail- 
road and by an expenditure so small when viewed with ref- 
erence to the vast resources of the State and of her people 
and the great advantages which must follow from it, that it 
does not deserve to be regarded as a serious obstacle. The 
practicability of establishing this important connection is 
not only perfectly manifest, but itzaccomplishmentis within 
the compass of less than ordinary exertion. 

So far we have endeavored to awaken attention to the 
projected enterprize by viewing it with respect to those con- 
tingencies which are obviously involved in the very alarm- 
ing aspect of our relations with our sister States on the sub- 
ject of slavery. Are there not, however, other considera. 
tions connected with the progress of our State, her dignity, 
the advancement of her interests, and the extension of her 
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influence, which should lead us to enter at once upon this 
great work ?- A 

We do not hesitate to condemn the man whom nature has 
endowed with great energies, but who failing to exert them 
for himself or for others, wastes them in idle pleasure, or- 
suffers them to rust in inactivity. A larger measure of 
blame attaches to a State which can do much and yet does . 
nothing ; neglecting all the advantages which she derives 
from abundant resources and a favorable geographical posi- 
tion. We have a front on the Gulf of Mexico more than 
Sixty miles in extent, with a fine harbor. The most magni- 
. ficent stream in the world washes our western border. We 
have a soil of great and varied capacity for production, but 
especially yielding an abundance of that product which ex- 
erts the widest and most decisive influence on the commerce 
of the world. We are fortunately placed near the seat of 
empire. Weare part owners of the great river and part 
owners of the Gulf into which it empties. Our position 
compels us to be parties to the important transactions of 
which the Gulf of Mexico is the destined theatre. Let us 
sustain the part which nature seems to have designed for us. 
No purely agricultural people ever attained a high position 
in the world. Letus make the effort in which we will be so 
much assisted by our position and resources, to combine 
commerce with agriculture, and these uniting will soon 
bring into existence manufactures and the arts, and we shall 
thus present the noble spectacle of a well-ordered State, 
complete in all her appointments. We are deficient in 
those things which railroads and commerce supply. They 
will diversify and multiply our pursuits and fill up that void 
which exists here between the planter and the learned pro- 
fessions, and give useful occupation to the race of loungers 
who complain, with some reason, of “nothing to do." It is 
a well known fact that, that class of men who have the tal- 
ent and inclination to engage in mercantile pursuits on a 
large scale, abandon our State and employ their capital and 
abilities elsewhere. That class of men who have given to 
England her vast empire, and elevated her to the splendid 
position she occupies among the nations of the earth; the 
class which has built up the great commonwealth of New 
York, is represented in Mississippi, in a great measure, by 
shopkeepers of that race of men who live under the curse 
of lost nationality. This evil results from the want of a 
great commercial emporium in the State.. We are in con- 
tact with the great highways of trade, and might become 
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“formidable competitors for that rich commerce Which great 
as it now is, is yet in its infancy.. 

But there is still another view.to be taken of this: énter- 
-prise. ; We have become somewhat conspicuous for an earn- 
est advocacy of. State rights, State sovereignty and inde- 
pendence. . We have eloquently deplored the cline of State 
pride and State influence—the growing. power of the nation- 
-al government, and the increasing tendency towards the 
centralization of power and influence. Perhaps no people 
in the Union have carried doctrine to a point.so high, and 
practice to-a point so low. ^ We can by one easy effort, and 
by one simple measure (the measure we are now advocat- 
ing.) do more for State pride, State honor and State influ- 
ence, and more effectually check the evil tendencies of 
which we complain, than has ever been or ever will be ac- 
complished: by. the most eloquent desquisitions and the most 
convincing logic about checks and' balances, centralization 
and State : rights. At present, with the most accurate theo- 
retical views of State sovereignty and independence, we are 
absolutely dependent on Memphis, New Orleans and Mobile, 
for a currency. We have no control over the price of what 
we buy or of what we sell, and are not permitted to see.the 
foreign merchant who comes to the country to buy our.cot- 
ton. We are known to the rest of mankind by those parts 
of our State which belong respectively to Memphis, Mobile 
and New Crleans, and it has been said with some truth, that 
our representation in the Legislature is divided with refer- 
ense to the three dependencies of foreign cities. 

State pride is gratified by the dubious honor of having 
judieiously applied certain trust funds for- which we are in- 
debted to the bounty of the national government, to enter- 
prises set on foot by these cities. who are competing in our 
borders for the lar gest share of our great resources. This 
is Mississippi, whose taxable property amounts to over four 
hundred million of dollars. This is Mississippi, lying in 
the very track of the richest commerce in the world! . This 
is Mississippi, with her fme harbor and great river. ‘This 
is Mississippi, in an age marked by a spirit. of enterprise 
- which spurns all obstacles, and at the crisis of the great 
game of empire and influence, in which her sister States are 
engaged with a noble rivalry. We are like those northern 
militia who stood debating a point of constitutional law, 
in full view of the battle on which their country’ s honor 

was staked. - ae 

Commercial and pines connexions leading to social 
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connexions out of the State, have destroyed all unity of 
feeling, and banished that ambition, which if properly.stim- 
ulated and directed, would elevate this wealthy and power- 
ful State into the first rank in the American Union. How 
different is the position of South Carolina, Pennsylvania, 
and New York. These States have each a chief city, in 
which the pride and affections of their people are centred. 
These cities exert a perceptible influence upon the whole 
world. They give completeness to the idea of State inde- 
pendence, and by furnishing as they do, worthy and con- 
spicuous objects of State pride, add unity and strength to 
that sentiment, without which no people, however well 
versed in political theories, ever achieved anything worthy 
to be remembered. In these States, no cne is heard to com- 
plain of the growth of these cities, or that the centre of 
power is not in the county in which he happens to reside. 
They are the centres of their business, of their wealth and 
civilization—they are the crowning glory of the State. 

We should be careful not to yield to that mischievous 
philosophy which teaches that there is nothing in a State 
save that machine of government, which is but an odious 

necessity ; and that a man’s position, happiness and pros- 
perity, in no wise depend on the position and character of 
his State. Such doctrines engender a loose political mor- 
ality, and are the sure indication of a decline in all the 
moral elements which give elevation and dignity to a peo- 
ple. The human character without religion and patriotism, 
is a deformity. The character of a State enters into the 
composition of the characters of its citizens. To feel 
proud of our country contributes much to our happiness, 
and upon the strength of the fecling of national pride, de- 
pends the greatness, glory and moral strength of a nation. 
The leading nations, in allages of the world, have been 
those who cultivated to their highest susceptibilities, every 
feeling and every measure which tended to exalt the majesty 
* of that ideal being which represents the wisdom, the virtue 
and the power of an organized people. The -statesmen 
who have lived longest in the memory of their fellow-citi- 
zens, have been those who connected themselves with meas- 
ures and achievements which gave individual prominence to 
their country. With how much exultation do we note the 
fact, that conspicuous in the roll of national representatives, 
stand the names of those of our fellow-citizens whose mili- 
tary genius and heroie bravery, caused the star of Mississip- 
pi to shine with greater brilliancy in the American constel- 
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Jation. Let us, therefore, encourage the, growth of a. public 
spirit which shall purge our minds of local jealousies, petty 
discontents, and of. all mischievous doctrines. Let us com- 
bine together, and give visible form and body to those aspi- 
rations which we all profess to feel for the elevation of our 
State to a position of honor and influence. ` 
We cannot shelter ourselves under the pretext that our 
present position—a mere cluster of cotton farms, within .cer- 
tain geographical lines, —is the result of an adopted policy 
founded on our peculiar views of political economy. This 
would neither reflect credit on our intelligence, nor vindi- - 
eate our inactivity. The truth is, the result has been 
brought about by the absence of all policy. We drift along 
without any defined object as a people. We are surely not 
. wiser than the people of our sister States, nor are we hap- 
pier or more prosperous. Their policy..leads them to 
engage in great works of public utility, and to expend vast 
sums in enlarging the sphere of their commercial operations. 
Our daily observation teaches us that their liberal policy is 
wise and fruitful. ‘Their unexampled progress in all the 
‘elements of a high civilization, the increased activity which 
pervades all branehes of their industry, .at once attest their 
sagacity, and amply reward thejr energy and patriotism. 
` It requires no argument to convince a reasonable mind 
ihat, with the great lines of railroad which connect us with 
almost every part of the Union, completed as they will be 
in a very short time, and followed by a first class road con- 
necting these lines at or near the centre of our State, with 
our harbor on the Gulf Coast, a large city will spring up 
there, in spite of the rivalry of Mobile and New Orleans. 
The laws of trade and navigation are inexorable. They 
defy all combinations, and baffle the skill of the financier. 
The foreign merchant is not attached tò any particular port 
in the United States, unless that port offers advantages in 
respect to the matter of pecuniary profit. If we place our 
cotton on our sea-board, at a point where vessels may come 
and receive it with less expense, and in a shorter time than . 
is required at other ports, there they will come to receive 
cargoes. This advantage we will have. The consequences 
which will follow the growth ot a large commercial town 
on the sea-board, may be readily foreseen. A large addi- 
tion to the capital and resources of the State, an important 
addition to our influence on the Gulf, the creation of a great 
controlling centre of business and trade, a secure outlet for 
-our great productions under our own immediate control, 
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would be the results. The contributions by which we annu- 
ally swell the stream of wealth which is flowing to the cities 
of our sister States, would enrich our own, and a great com- 
mercial interest would be added to a great planting and 
producing interest. 

Under the natural operation of these influences, the State 
of Mississippi must take a high rank in the Union or out of 
the Union. 

The object of this address, is mainly to attract attention 
to the collateral advantages likely to flow to the State at 
large, from the successful completion of the Gulf and Ship 
Island Railroad, and to those considerations which connect 
this great enterprise most intimately, with the future pro- 
gress and destiny of the State; and we have thought fit to 
appeal to that feeling in the breasts of our people, upon 
which its success greatly depends, and we trust that we do 
not appeal to itin vain. We have not undertaken to esti- 
mate the probable number of -persons who will travel over 
the road in one year, or the number of bales of cotton to be 
transported, and the probable amount of dividend to be 
annually declared on stock subscribed. We are admonished 
of the deceptive nature of these conjectures, by the fact 
that these roads which are admitted to have dispensed the 
greatest amount of benefits, have not borne out the expec. 
tations excited vy promised dividends and premiums on 
stock. j 

It is well understood by every intelligent: man, that this 
road must build up the interests which are to sustain it. 
Private enterprise will aid, but it cannot be relied on to 
complete the work. The local interests which exist along 
the line, and at the terminus, doubtless will contribute, but 
the extent of this contribution must be measured by the 
value of those interests whieh have languished long under 
neglect. We fecl that the success of the enterprise depends 
upon the amount of aid which the State will give to it out of 
her own abundant and yet uncrippled resources. - E. 

itis peculiarly a State enterprise, and as such, we present 
it If the road is to be built at all, it is to be built not by 
one section, but by all sections of the State, moved by a 
common impulse of patriotism and public spirit. We'ap- 
peal, therefore, to that patriokism and public spirit wherever 
it exists, to unite in an effort to prepare the public mind to 
enter upon the undertaking as one which belongs to the 
people at large. We feel at liberty, speaking in behalf of 


this great necessary work, to urge upon our public men, and 
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“especially upon those who have the greátest share of the 
confidence of the people, our Representatives in Congress, 
. to lend their aid to an undertaking which promises so much 
for the honor, the dignity, and the prosperity of the State. 

The necessity of preserving the integrity of our political 
relations with the Union is acknowledged, but we suggest 
that, if it be true as they tell us, that we are daily losing 
ground: at Washington —that the harmony of the States is 
preserved only by diplomatic dexterity—and that the most 
expected from this wretehed resource is that it may post- 
pone, but caunot prevent a general rupture it surely is the 
duty of the statesmen of Mississippi, to devote some portion 
of their time.and abilities to maturing those measures at 
home, which will fit us to encounter the hazards of an event 
which will leave us to depend not so much upon the aecura- 
ey of our political doctrines, as upon our material resources.. 
It is not sufficient for those wlio can at all times command: 
the publie attention, and who know and feel that they can: 
at all times exert a decisive influence upon the minds of the- 
people, to give such a measure as the one proposed, a mere ` 
passing notice. We ask them to take it up and consider it,. 
and if it be worth anything to the State, to actively urge- 
its adoption. It will certainly add to the fame of great. 
abilities, that in an age fruitful beyond all others in great 
enterprises, they were exerted to induce the State whiclr 
acknowledges and rewards them, to bear the part which her 
position and her resources màrk out for her. 

There is not one of these statesmen, who will not tell us, 
what passing events reveal, that the fate of slavery is in- 
volved in the question of supremacy in the Gulf of Mexico, 
that the whole South would be strengthened by the concen- 
tration of the power and resources of this wealthy State om 
her sea-board,—that the State would be far more likely to 
maintain her independence with this favorable position, 
than without it,—that in the condition of a separate State, 
a communication with her sea-board is indispensáble to her 
complete independence. If all this be true, the measure we 
propose is one in magnitude, far above all others, especially 
to men whose maxim is “our duty and allegiance are first 
due to the State.” We therefore point this appeal ,to oux 
Senators and Representatives in Congress, not because they- 
are Senators and Representatives but because they have the- 
confidence of the people, and have evinced an carnest patri- 
otism in the field and in council, which entitles them to that 
confidence. We hope that in the redess of Congress they 
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wil give to the people their views on the propriety and 
necessity of this great work, and urgeit as a matter for the 
State of Mississippi, to be taken up and carried out by the 
resources of the State, for her own advantage and for her 
own safety. Itisa cause in which success will be richly 
rewarded, and in which failure can bring no disgrace. 

It would seem to follow, that after it had become the set- 
tled conviction of our minds that no more slave States will 
be added to the Union, the true line of policy to be pursued, 
is to strengthen those already in the Union. In this aspect 
of the measure, surely we ought not to suffer its fate to de- 
pend on the determination of private capitalists.

REPORT 
Of the Survey of the Gulf and Ship Island Railroad. 


- EXECUTIVE OFFICE, 
i April 3d, 1884. 

Sir :—In pursuance of the 5th section of an act of the 
Mississippi Legislature, entitled an “act to aid in the con- 
struction of the New Orleans, Jackson and Great Northern 
Railroad in the State of Mississippi; and for other purpo- 
ses, approved March 2, 1854," and confiding in your skill 
and ability, I hereby appoint you special Engineer “to sur- 
vey and locate the line of the Gulf and Ship Island Rail- 
road, so as to secure a connection with the New Orleans, 
Jackson and Great Northern Railroad, or with the South- 
ern Railroad at à point that would best promote the inter- 
ests of the State of Mississippi and the interests of the 
stockholders in said Railroad company." The Southern

terminus of said road being "at a point to be selected by" 
said company on the shore of the Gulf of Mexico, betwéen 
the Pass Christian.and the Bay of Biloxi, in the county of 
Harrison; from thence extending in a Northerly direction 
to the city of Jackson or the town of Brandon or Canton 
as shall be deemed most advantágeous to said company." 
Your duty is pointed out by the 5th section of the act 
above referred to, with a copy of which you are furnished. 
The object being to establish the line which nature has de- 
signed for this road, having regard as far as possible to the 
shortest distance between the points of terminus in connec- 
tion with economy of construction and the important places 
to be embraced along the line, also to Brandon, Jackson and 
Canton, as points of connection with the Southern or New 
Orleans, Jackson and Great Northern Railroad. No pro- 
vision is made by the law for your Salary, but the sum of 
five thousand dollars is appropriated out of which the ex- 
penses of the work are to be paid. Of these you will keep 
an accurate account, and on your return to this office, when 
the work is completed, of the survey, locations and estima- 
ted of the costs of building said road, with the maps and . 
profile of the same, a requisition will be issued by mein 
your favor on the Auditor of Public Accounts, for a war- 
rant on the Treasurer payable out, of the internal improve- 
ment fund, for such amount of money as said survey and 
locations may cost, not exceeding said sum of five thousand, 
dollars. |

DEAR SIR :—L herewith submit to you my report on the 
location of the “ Gulf and Ship Island Railroad, together 
with the plans and sections" exhibiting the topographical 
features of the country. In doing this I must beg leave to 
make some explanations which I did not deem necessary or 
proper to embody in my report. 

The act under which my commission was granted—re- 
quired me to locate the line as would best promote the in- 
terests of the State and the stockholders. The interests of 
ihe State and.of the stockholders as such are of course 
Adentical, and with this restriction, I felt myself bound as 
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an Engineer to select simply the best Railroad line- within: 
the scope of the location. I was thus precluded from tak- 
ing into consideration those interests which should: the: 
scheme be carried into effect, would have a ruling: weight: 
in determining the location. I only contend that the line 
Y have located is the best line the country affords—but 
whether or not it should be adopted is another question 
entirely. i 
. In short—were I appointed as Engineer to carry out the: 
work to completion, I should by no means consider myself 
estopped by my report from adopting an entirely different 
route, if the interest of those most concerned should require 
it. The “interests of the stockholders" might then present 
themselves as those of the land holders on this or other 
lines, and as such they would of course be entitled to the 
greatest weight. 

This by no means conflicts with my report—for while I 
would not “direct a main trunk line merely for local trade” 
{ might nevertheless do so for the interests of those who 
built the road. 

These additional remarks I consider necessary to explain 
to you fully my views of the question, and I hope they may 
prove not unsatisfactory.

Zo His Excellency, John J. McRae, 
Governor of the State of Mississippi : 

SIR :—I have the honor to submit to you the followin 
brief report on the location of the “ Gulf and Ship Island 
Railroad,” made in pursuance of your commission bearing 
date the 3d day of April, 1854. 

As soon as possible after the receipt of your letter of in- 
structions, I commenced operations, with a view of carrying 
them into effect, and I am happy to state that the work has 
been now completed to entire satisfaction, and I hope that 
this report with the accompanying plans, sections, &c., will 
show to all true friends of tlie enterprise, that the work has 
eeen executed in a style beyond cavil. I make this remark, 
because I regret to see that their judgment has been to gome 
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extent forestalled, and my. work condemned in advance, by. 
some who wished “ not. wisely but too well,” that a different 
line should have been adopted from that which theory and 
experience alike point out as most suitable for. the location 
of a Railroad. 

The selection of the southern terminus of our work is ` 
entrusted with certain restrictions to the commissioners ap- 
pointed for that and other purposes. 

The northern terminus is to be decided by ascertaining 
that point for connection with the “New Orleans, Jackson 
and Great Northern Railroad," or with the Southern Rail- 
road, which will “ best promote the interests of the State of 
Mississippi, and the interests of the stockholders in said 
Railroad company," and with this view your instructions 
suggest Jackson, Canton and Brandon for special consider- 
ation. The selection of this point is left to the discretion 
of the Engineer, in the exercise of which, I have determined 
upon Jackson as the terminus best suited to promote the 
objects of the enterprise, for reasons which I will proceed to 
exhibit. 

The * Gulf and Ship Island Railroad" is projected on the 
ground that a seaport may. be established on the Gulf Coast ` 
within the limits of the State of Mississippi, thus complet- 
ing her commercial facilities within herself, and enabling 
her not only to reap the entire harvest of her own rich pro- 
ductions, but to share likewise those of her sister States. 
To this point, our road is to be the main trunk line, and 
principal feeder, and as such alone can we discuss it, in re- 
gard to the question of location. To produce its greatest 
and most beneficial results, this main trunk must—in the 
first place—be located so as to attract the greatest amount 
of trade; and seeondly —it must be a road of the first class. 
Any deviation from these propositions, tends so far to crip- 
ple the work and retard the anticipated results. 

In regard then to the first proposition, it can scarcely he 
supposed that the local trade of the road would besufficient 
for the maintenance of a seaport, but even though it were 
. 50, the trade to be derived from its connections, is not the 
less to be considered on that account. If. then the alterna- 
tive were offered of a connection with the Great Northern 
road, or with the Southern road, 1 should not hesitate to 
select the former, because itis a general principle that a 
road running north and south and exchanging the varied 
productions of different latitudes, must necessarily command 
a:greater amount of Graffe, than one which runs on or near 
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a parallel of latitude; moreover—after proceeding a cer- 
lain distance to the east on the Southern road, the current 
of trade begins to tend eastward towards the Atlantic 
Coast, whereas on the other hand the limit of our trade is ' 
only to be found at the limit of production in the ice bound 
regions of the North. 

But no sych alternative is presented, for the city of Jack- 
son is already established as the point of intersection of 
these great trunk lines, which must necessarily become the 
base of the State system of internal improvement, and here 
therefore we obtain an immediate connection with both. 
By adopting Jackson then as the northern terminus of our 
road, it thus connects directly with the main east and west 
line, and at the same time becomes a primary branch of the 
great North and South trunk. These considerations alone 
would indicate Jackson as the proper point for connection, 
and additional reasons may be drawn from the development 
of our second proposition—to-wit: that the road should be 
of the first-class. 

The great requisites to a road of this character are, that 
it should combine the shortest distance with the best align- 
ment and gradients of the least acclivity compatible with a 
reasonable expenditure on first cost. To direct a survey 
which would unite as far as possible these requisites—the 
first step was to make a reconnoisance of the country, in 
order to obtain a correct idea of its topography. This I 
found so simple though striking in its features, as to relieve 
an Engineer from any serious embarrassments in the selec- 
tion of his route. 

The stratification being undisturbed, the main lines of the 
country, that is to say the crests of the ridges, and the val- 
lies are remarkably regular, the former presenting but little 
of the variety of high and low summits, observed in older 
formations where the strata have been much displaced. 

The basin of Pearl river, on which Jackson is situated, 
must necessarily embrace the whole scope of location for 
some distance southward. The valley of this river, and the 
ridge which bounds its basin on the east, are the primary 
valley and ridge, with respect to out location. This ridge 
is high and tortuous, and broken on its western slope by 
secondary ridges—nearly or quite as high as the main 
ridge, and presenting steep slopes—especially on their 
northern faces, as they descend to the deep vallies of the 
tributaries of the Pearl. 

The selection of a point at which to ascend to or cross 
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the main ridge, may be rightly considered as the sole pro- 
blem of the location, for the necessity of leaving the.yalley 
of the Pearl and crossing this ridge, is the only obstacle to 
the construction of a first-class road. 

This problem resolves itself generally into a choice be- 
tween three lines, one which shall ascend the ridge at the 
nearest possible point, another which shall pursue the valley 
of the Pearl as far as its direction will permit, and a third, 
intermediate between these two. To adopt the first will be 
to increase the obstacle by ascending to an elevation greater 
than necessary—with gradients of, greater acclivity and at 
a greater cost than would be required on the valley line. 
The alignment also would be unfavorable, as requiring a 
great amount of curvature. To adopt the intermediate 
line would be to multiply the obstacles, by ascending and 
descending again the high secondary ridge before men- 
tioned. 1 have therefore adopted the valley line, as combin- 
ing to the greatest degree, the requisites of a first-class 
road. 

The valley of the Pearl, from Jackson to a point some 
distance south of the town of Columbia where it bends to 
the south-west, is very favorable to the general direction of- 
the road, affording large scopes of level country, which 
tends greatly to reduce the average cost, and relieving us 
from the necessity of adopting gradients of a greater accliv- 
ity, than 21 feet per mile. accordingly commenced my 
survey by connecting with the New Orleans and Jackson 
road about seven miles south of Jackson, by which we may 
make so much of their road available for qur purpose ac- 
cording to the 8th section of the charter granted to that 
company by the Legislature of Mississippi. Thence, our 
line runs south ward, crossing the river one and a half miles 
below at a limestone formation, the most favorable point I 
have observed for the location of a bridge. After this it 
will be observed that the line of survey at many points va- 
ries some Zistance to the east from the located line. The 
reason of this is that knowing the river line to be a sure 
one, it was expedient to find out how far we might depart 
from it, and.to ascertain by the chain and level, those nner- 
ring guides of the Engineer, the exact nature of the obsta- 
cles to be encountered in leaving the valley. These inform 
me that my judgment formed on the reconnoisance was cor- 
rect—indeed that the difficulties were even greater than I 
had anticipated. Accordingly the location follows the gen- 
eral course of the valley, until we approach “ Pope's Mill 
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ereek" nearly ninety miles below our initial point. Thence 
passiag up the basin of this creek, and falling upon the 
head waters of “Bolo Chitto," we cross the main ridge, and 
descend to the valley of * Wolf river," which is so admira- 
Die adapted to our purpose, that it almost seems to have 
been designed by nature as the route for a Railroad to the 
Gulf Coast. The commissioners not having yet determined 
on the southern terminus, made my connection with the Gulf - 
at Mississippi City simply as a point of reference. This 
hewever is immaterial, for as the general surface of the 
country becomes now level, it is easily commanded by our 
maximum grades of 21 feet per mile, and a point of deflec- 
tion may be selected at such a distance from the coast, as to. 
sRord an easy approach to any point of it within the limits 
of the charter. By adopting "Pope's Mill creek,” as the 
Toute for egress from the basin of the Pearl, we have availed 
ourselves for the greatest possible distance of the advanta- 
ges afforded by this valley, moreover—the main ridge here 
makes.its nearest approach to the Pearl, thus shortening the 
heavy work incident to an ascent from valley to ridge, while 
at the same time it affords us a sufficient distance to aecom- 
wisk it by easy gradients ; and lastly, the creek heading op- . 
posite to the head waters of Wolf river, we are thrown at 
once upon the best possible route for the continuation of our 
ne. Had we descended further down the valley of the 
Pearl—we should have been thrown considerably out of 
ear general course by very high ridges extending out bluff 
io the river, and when at last compelled to leave the valley, 
we should have met with considerable difficultiesin crossing 
ihe waters of “ Bolo Chitto" and “Catahoula,” the vallies 
of which are deep, and the ridges dividing them from each 
other, and from Pearl river, too high to be encountered un- 
necessarily. | 

T have stated that the adopted line combined in the great- 
est degree the requisites of a first-class road. 

À glance at the map will show that it is remarkably di- 
rect in its course, for a line of such length. I shall not en- 
ter, here, into a disquisition on the subject of gradients, but 
‘will merely state that the effect of a gradient of 20 feet per 
mile is practically to double its distance, when compared 
with that of a level line; of forty feet per mile to triple its 
distance, dec. ; that isto say, the cost of working one mile 
of road with a regular ascent of 20 feet is equivalent to that 
of working two miles on a level, and therefore the first cost 
3sbeing the same, there is no choice between them. This 
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5 ; 
approximately true. Ihave no tables..at hand. exhibiting 
‘the comparative disadvantage.of gradients ; but,the-error: 
of my proposition if any, is in favor of the gradients.. 


. Thus it would appear that the most. direct line. Dag not. 1 
be practically the shortest—for in comparing distances:they ` 


must be equated as it is termed according to the principle 
laid down, by comparison with a level, in order to arrive at 
their true practical difference. In this view I have no hesi- 
tation in asserting that the adopted line is practically the 
shortest possible distance between the terminus, and unques- 
"tionably the cheapest. If we leave the valley of the Pearl, 
we must adopt gradients of not less than 40 feet per mile to 
cross its tributary vallies, and their dividing ridges. These 
gradients too—must be distributed here and there to meet 
the recurring obstacles. Now the maximum gradient-de- 
termines the character of a road——that is, a train passing 
over its entire length must be loaded for this gradient. 
This may be obviated to a great extent when the maximum 
gradients can be concentrated at one point—at which assist- 
antengines may be employed to aid the freight trains in 
passing over them. In the valley line, our maximums gradi- 
ent as before stated is 21 feet per mile, but if for the sake 
of economy it should be deemed expedient to increase* it in 
crossing the summit—we can avail ourselves of the aid of 
assistant engines—the heavy grades being all concentrated 


at one point. This route also affords the best alignment— . 


that is—the longest, straightest lines, connected by tangent 
curves of the greatest radices. As our curves are not re- 
quired to fit the line immediately on the ground, they may 
` be regarded simply as deflections to reach distant guide 
points, and therefore their radi are only limited by the fancy 
of the Engineer. It thus appears that this route affords the 
greatest facilities for the construction of a first class road, 
and I would respectfully submit that for this reason in addi- 
tion to others before stated, Jackson should be adopted as 
the Northern terminus of the road. -To adopt Canton as 
the terminus would involve a considerable addition to the 
length of the road without corresponding advantage. Bran- 
don is equally out of the question, for we should thereby 
subject the whole northern trade to the tax of passing over 
the Brandon road, with its heavy grades, and out of the 
course of its destination. Should the scheme possess inhe- 
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*The ascending and descending gradients at the summit is laid down on the 
ponsi at 21 feet per mile, but-is marked 25 feet in orderto allow for the change 
allu to. 
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rent energies sufficient to struggle successfully against thia 
disadvantage—the result would be that in a short time, 
another line would be constructed to obviate it. Of this, we 
have numerous examples in the older States, where the’ sys- 
tem of internal improvement is in an advanced stage, and 
we should not neglect to profit by their example. 

If my reasoning be correct in regard to the route, I can 
only add that it would be a solecism in railway location to 
divert a main trunk line from its true course, for sake of 
accommodating a comparatively small local business. In 
conclusion I will state that my judgment has been entirely 
approved and confirmed by Mr. W. G. Hazlehurst, now 
chief Engineer of the New Orleans and Jackson road. of 
whose services I availed myself as consulting engineer, and 
whom I regard in questions of location, as the best authority 
in the Southwestern States. 

There is another point to which I intended to advert. 16 
has been suggested that as the New Orleans road is already 
in the course of construction on the western side of the 
Pearl, it would be advantageous to locate our line more to 
the east, to accommodate other sections of the State. But 
bearing in mind that the success of the enterprise depends 
on the establishment and maintenance of a seaport on the 
. Gulf it must be observed that the further offr line is thrown . 
to the east, so much more of the country on the west, is ren- 
dered tributary to New Orleans. Once established your 
seaport, and the road will be a barrier against all trade pro- 
ceeding from the east to any market west of it. 

The total distance from Jackson to Mississippi City is 158 
miles by located line, being 111-10 miles longer than the 
air line which I shall estimate without reference to the con- 
nection 7 miles south of Jackson. It may be divided as fol- 
lows:

Say $3,000,000, and this will give a first class road in run- 
ning order—furnished and equipped to do a large business. 

In calculating the masonry I have only provided for these 
points when it may be considered unavoidable. The line of 
the road being at present very inaccessible and transporta- 
tion consequently very expensive, it would be cheaper to the 
company to erect temporary structures at first which may 
last 5 or 6 years, and substitute permanent ones afterwards, 
s the road is in opération to convey the necessary mate- 
rials. 

It did.not fall within the scope of my duties to make any 
examination of the coast, to ascertain the practicability of 
establishing a safe harbor. To do this properly, would re- 
quire a careful and elaborate hydrographie survey which 
would exhibit accurately the advantages offered by nature— 
the extent of which they might be improved by art, and the 
cost of constructing the necessary works. Suppose then it 
should prove that a safe harbor could be afforded to vessels 
o equal tonnage with those which now trade to New Or- 
eans. 

The Gulf Port being exempt from the river navigation, 

itis evident that for facility of access there would be no 
comparison between the two, and as Mississippi City for 
example is twenty-four miles nearer to Jackson than the city 
of New Orleans, we might surely expect to come in for a 
considerable share of the trade east of the Mississippi river. 
Now the real estate in New Orleans is valued at about $80,- 
000,000. Might we not then reasonably expect that with 
the advantages offered by a port on the Gulf, the real estate 
of the city which would necessarily spring up—would 
amount, in the course of not many years to $30,000,000 ? 

This appears to me to be a low estimate, and in addition 
to the aid of which might be confidently expected of the 
General Government in such a case—$10,000,000 might be 
wellinvested by the State to produce this result alone, 
without calculating the immense appreciation in the value 
of real estate which must ensue throughout her entire 
limits. 

Allow me in conclusion to express my hopes that the result 
of my labors as exhibited in the plans, sections, &c., may 
meet with your entire approbation, and to subscribe myself,

In order to make a fair exhibit of these accounts, and to: shew

To make this 
examination bas involved more labor than he anticipated, and 
much more than your Excellency can suppose from the summing up 
of the accounts. To understand the whole matter fully, and to 
shew that the State has faithfully applied the amounts spent to the 


*acts'ef thé? Legislature, and reports and journals of both houses 
from the year 1325 to the year 1857, some of which were difficult 
to find, aud when found, contained no index, and had to be exa- 
mined page by page for the evidence; besides finding every 
voucher for the expenditures during that long period—all of which 
he has endeavored to refer to by dates, pages; names, number of 
Vouchers and amounts so clearly, that he trusts State officers, the 
Court, members of the Legislature, and all other parties having 
an interest therein, will have no difficulty in finding any matter in 
relation to either of these complicated accounts, or be at a loss to 
understand thenr 

'These trust funds originated in the act of Congress, 1st March. 
1817, admitting this State into the Union. The State agreed not 
to tax the lands of the United States, until five years alter their 
entry at the land offices, and the United States agreed to reserve 
five per cent. of the amount of all sales within the State, for the 
use and benefit of the State—ztwo-fifths of said fund to be appro. 
priated by Congress, in making roads to the State, and three-fifths 
for making public roads and canals within the State, under the con- 
trol of the Legislature. 'Th: same proviso was engrafted upon the 
acts admitting Alabama, Louisiana, Arkansas, Missouri, Indiana, 
Illinois, Michigan and Ohio into the Union--the two per cent. 
funds of Ohio, Illinois and Indiana, having been appropriated to 
the national Cumberland road, whilstthose of Mississippi and Ala. 
bama, were apprepriated to making a railroad from Dranaon, in 
the State of Mississippi, to West Point, Ala., on the Chattahootchie 
river, by way of Montgomery. The two latter States having Leen 


` ceded to the United States, were not to receive any of their por- 


tion until the debtdue the State of Georgia, from the United States 
had been paid out of the proceeds of sales of public lands within 
their borders, and consequently it was not until the year 1825 that 


-any portion was set aside to these States. 


In 1825 Mississippi received a portion of the three per cent 
fund, and has continued to receive and distribute it to the present 


. date. 


As the Congress of the United States had not agreed upon any 
particular plan or road, it was not until the year 1841 that any por- 
tion of the two per cent. fund had been specifically appropriated. 
I shall, therefore, state each of these funds separately, and shew 


how they were appropriated. 
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"This fund, as: beforé ‘remarked, had been accumifating In the 
U. S. Treasury, from the year 1825 to the year 1841; when the 
Legislature projectéd the rai'road from Brandon to thé Alabama 
line, in the direction of Montzimery—(a portion of the same fuud 
being appropriated for a railr ad from West Point, on the Chata- 
‘hoochie river; on the Georgia State line, to Montgomery, and a 
railroad having been built ‘rom Vicksburg to Jackson, and another

mery—“as well that portion which has accrued, as that whi h is 
accruing; o” hereafter shall accrue ;" amd half the portion due 
Alabama for & similar road from West Point, in Alabuma, in the 
direction of Jackson, Miss. E 
The Lezislature of Mississippi, by act of 28th February, 1842, 
(see page 119) accepts tlie fund thus granted, on the conditions and 
for the purposes prescribed in the act of Congress. On the same 
day the Legislature passed an act authorizing the Governor to ap- 
point a Topographical Engineer to survey the railroad specified in 
the act of Congress—and also to survey and lay out a levee along the 
Mississippi river from Memphis to the mouth of the Yazoo, and 
from Ellis’ Clijs to the mouth of Homochitto rivér ; and the Go- 


vernor was to draw a sufficient portion'of the two per cent. fund to 
> pay the expenses of thése surveys. The expense for the levee 
survey to be reimbursed from the sale of the lands granted by Con- 
ress. : . 
s This act also loaned to the Jackson and Brandon railroad com- 
pany, to complete the same, $25,000 of the 2 per cent. fund, if 
approved by Congress, which was approved by act of It March, 
1843, though the money was not actually loaned or drawn for some 
time afterwards, in consequence of some informality. — __ 

Un the 5th day of January, 1846,'the State of Alabama, and on 
the 23d February, 1846, the State of Mississippi, granted a joint 
charter to the Southern -Railroad Company, from Brandon, in Mis. 
sissippi, to Montgomery, in Alabama, with full power to contract 
for all connecting roads in ‘either State, so as to make it one con. . 
tinuous line from Vicksburg on the Mississippi river to West Point, 
on the Georgia line; Alabama agreeing to invest the two per cent,

stock of the West Point and Montgomery, Railroad, and any lands 
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the Jackson and Drandon railroad commissioners, appointed by the'

I have deemed it proper to make out the áccount full and ^ 
complete as it should be, with the date and amounts of all réceipts— E 
as well as the date and amount of every dicbursement on account’ 
of this fund, and to whom paid, to show how the State had 
complied with the Trust; for I am satisfied, as far as it can be 
showh that the funds have gone intotke hands of the company, dp 
to the use and benefit of the road, even in ài irregular manne A 
that the Trust has been fulfilled, and the State 'absolved from 
any further responsibility on account thereof. 

I append to the account a statément of the various amounts as 
paid by the United States, and you will observe in the account 
itself what portion was paid into the Treasury, and what portion 
directly to the company and the dates of payment. You vil 
observe also, that the United States claims to have paid over 
more than has gone into the Treasury, or to the Company, Lut I 
have taken the acknowledgment of our own State orficers as the 
basis of receipts, and only credited the fund ‘what they acknowl:” 
elge to have received. The United States Register aem 
shews that $379,456 71 Was paid to the agents òf the S'ate, ` j 
whilst of this amount only $371,864 30, was paid into the Treas- 
ury and to the Company. A portion of this is accounted for ia 
this way : Gov. Brown, in his message to the Legislature in 1848, 
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e 
(see House Journal page 280) reported that he had reserved a `. . 
portion of this fund received by him, (say $2991,) to pay expenses. .. ., 
of the Mississippi Battalion, and for expenses of an agent to. `. 
recover a portion of Graves’ defalcation. He afterwards received 
from the United States a portion of the expenses of the Battalion, 
which he paid into the Treasury to credit of this fund (see items 
of $1200, and 198 50 credited to the fund,) leaving $1592 50 
which appears to be still due the fund on account of this reserva- 
tion. This would still leave about $6000 to be accounted for to 
make up the amount claimed to have been paid by the United 
States, and which was no doubt, commissions charged by the 
agent appointed by Gov. McRae; and I therefore, did not charge 
the State with it, as it did not come into the Treasury, and the 
agents of the Southern Rail Road acquiesced in it by receiving 
the nett proceeds. 

The whole amount, therefore, which I have charged to the 
State is that which is actually acknowledged to have been received 
by its agents from the United States. and paid into the State 
Treasury, or to the Company, viz: $371,864 30 together with 
$6926 48 credited the fund by the Treasurer, (being interest on 
the United States Treasury Notes paid to the Commissioners, and 
charged to them as part of their payments) and the sum of 
$14,326 95 paid into the Treasury by the Commissioners for the 
sale of Slaves, Iron, &c., making in all the sum of $393,117 73. 

The State has paid out on account of this fund, as will be seen 
by the detai'ed statement, and per vouchers on file and referred to 
in said account. for Topograpical Engineer, for survey of Road 
and Levee, $7000 ; For loan to Commissioners of Jackson and 
Brandon Road (and assumed by Southern Rail Road in the act 
of transfer) $24.857; To the State Commissioners of Southern 
Rail Road, $227,525 82, and to the Southern Rail Road Com- 
pany since its organization $76,043 13 making in all the sum of. 
$335 425 95—]leaving the true balance due this fund. on the 
81st October, 1257, $57,691 78. instead of $81,570 53 as it 
appears on the Auditors Books—and for which amount the manda- 
mus was granted; making a difference of $23,878 75 in favor of 
the State. 

The balance of $1592 50 reserved hy Gov. Brown, is still 
due this fund frem the State, or from the Uni ed States if paid for 
expenses of Battalion. There is also something due this fund 
advanced to ‘Topographical Engineers for survey of the Levee, 
to be reimbursed out of the. sale of the internal improvement 
lands, but the Engineers made no distinction in their vouchers, 
between the survey of the Rail Road and the Levee, and 1 could 
not ascertain the amount expended for the Levee survey,

This fund, as stated in the early part of this report iba E 
the ‘act of Congress admitting this State into the Union, and. ` 
differs in the two per cent. fund in this—that. the Legislature of . 
the State had the disposition of it for the improvement of: Roads -.: > 
and Canals within the State. 

The Legislative acts appropriating -this- fund, for the purposes. — 
specified in the act of Congress, commenced as ear ag 1824... 
when a large portion of the State was.a wilderness, and have been ` . 
running. from that date to the present; all of which bhaye been- - 
examined, -with much labor, to shew that the money has been  - 
expended in good faith for the benefit of the Trust. At that early 
date there were settlements in Covington. Simpson, Wayne, - 
Jones, and other Eastern counties, and in Monroe in the “North 
East, which were cut off from the settlements on the Sea .coast,. 
and at Woodville, Natchez, Vichsburg and other places in the. 
Western parts of the State ; and the money was wisely appropri». . 
ated ¡o opening new roads, building bridges, &c. to open commu. ...: 
nications from one po:tion of the State to the other, to afford 
outlets from the interior, through sparsely settled regions where 
the population was not able to open roads, and by this means some 
of the most important thoroughfares In the State were opened, and 
served the wants of the people until the population became suffi. 
cient to construct the necessary roads for the full development, of 
the country. 

On the 30:h January 1826, the Legislature memorialized Con. 
gress to allow a portion of, this fund ta be used in the opening and 
improving navigable streams and bays of the State, inasmuch as 
the situation of many of the streams, and the face of the country- 
did not admit of canaling; and on the 14th March, 1820, Congress 
passed an act authorizing it to be expended, not only in. making 
public roads and canals, but * in the improvement of the navigation 
of rivers and bays" of the State. Under this act of Congress ` 
the Legislature appropriated a portion of it to opening. and deep 
ening the Pass at the mouth of Pascagoula, and for the improve. ... 
ment of the navigation of. Pearl River and of Dayou Pierre—and., 
for canaling Yazoo Pass and i improving Cold Water River. . j 

On the 25th January 1826, the Governor was authorised to i: 
collect this fund and deposit it in State Treasury.. On the 10th: : 
February, 1830, the Legislature passed an act, that the fund thea! ` `

On the: 27th February, 1836,- the Legislature passed another 


act directing the ‘Auditor to sell, within 90 days, 'all of said stock, 3 
and.to:eollect all of said ‘fund due the State and place it in the. 
State Treasury—and on the lst day of July 1836, to divide the ~ 


same equally among the several counties, to be appropriated by 
them tó opéning and repairing roads and canals. Under this act 
the stock of the Planters Bank was sold at a premium of 20 per 
cent. -ahove par, and produced the sum of $52.379 94. ‘This 
amount, tegether with what was due from the United States— 
including the amount accruing under the sale of the Chickasaw 
Cession, largely increased the fund—the receipts into the 'l'reas- 
ury from 8th July, 1836 to 11th May, 1837, amounting to $382,- 
078.34, besides $13,770 received during that time by J. H.

According to a distribution. under the last act by the Auditor, 
each county was entitled to $5256.

Under this distribution all the counties received their full share of 
$5256—the amount awarded to them by the Auditor—except the 
following counties, which have not received their shares by the 


following sums, to-wit: Wilkinson, $865 32; Warren, $865 32; 


Clarke, $339; Jasper, $339; Leake, $339; Newton, $339; - 


Pontotoc, $339; Rankin, $339, and Scott, $339. 
On the 16th day of March, 1852, the Legislature passed another 
distribution act, providing : 


^ That the three per cent. fund now in the State Treasury, or 


that may be received into the Treasury, on or before the 1st day of 
April next. (1852,) shall be distributed amongst the different counties 
of this State, in equal sums or shares” —tor the construction and 
repairs of Roads and Canals within the State. &c.; and accord. 
ing to tbe distribution of the fund, then seemingly on hand, the 
Auditor made the share of each county amount to $332 88, and 
all the counties received this amount, except the following, to wit: 
Tunica, Hinds, Warren, Adams, Desoto, Franklin and Pike. 


When this distribution was made, the amount saved from Graves': 


defalcation, and the amount received from the United States in 


1849, were supposed to be all of said fund ¿hen in the Treasury, . 


and it was so distributed, —but, strange as it may appear, owing > 


to the bungling manner in which the books of the Treasu-er’s : 
Office were kept, there: was:thea near $86,600 more to the credit ^ 


of that fund, (besides the amount of $8 65397, which was gp. 
posed to be lost by Graves’ defalcation,) which had never been 
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brought forward onthe books for the-yeáts 1837,:788;39. "407 andeo? 
and “had been^lostssiglit- of-until this examination? Perhaps: ` 
this ‘oversight may “be 'considered' fortunate for” the State; for T ` 
believe there “never were more unwisé: acts passéd than: these * ^ 
distributions of public'funds to the counties-—«carcely five' counties: ` 
in the State: being now able to' give satisfactory -or intelligible : 
accounts of the manner in which their share of $5,956, received ` 
in 1836, were appropriated,—being mostly swallowed up by the _ 
Boards of Police and: County Treasúrers and their friends, in’ `. 
that great period of speculation—and squandered in the-same `: 
manner that the Common School funds of that date were wasted. 

On the 18th day of November, 1857, the Legislature passed 
another act, to loan for six years, without interest, the three per 
cent. fund then in the Treasury, in equal portions, to the New 
Orleans, Jackson and Great Northern Railroad—the Mississippi ` 
and Tennessee Rai'road—the' Mississippi Central Railroad—the- 
Mobile and Ohio, and the Southern Railroads. The act further ^ 
provided: ‘That the portion accruing to the New Orleans. Jackson ` 
and Great Northern Railroad, should be expended in the construc- 
tion North of Cantón-—and the whole fund to be expended in the 
purchase of iron for said roads, or in the payment of debts con- 
tracted for iron. ` Any of the roads failing to apply for their shares 
within ninety days. from the passage of the act, the fund to be - 
loaned to those applying ; and at the end of six years the Governor 
to collect the whole loan and invest it in stock of the Gulf and Ship 
Island Railroad, if the said Company be then orgauized according * 
to the act of the Legislature. 

When this act passed, the supposition was that only $104,745 35 
was in the Treasury to the credit of this fund, and on this basis 
the Auditor decided that each of the five roads was entitled to 
$20,919 07, but an examination proves that there was, at the 
date of the act, the sum of $209,176 58, tothe credit of this fund, 
making a difference of $104,431 23 yetto be distributed; and a 
question is here presented—which is entitled to this amount 1, 
The various counties of the State under the act of 16th March, 
1852, or the Railroads under the act of 18th November, 1857 ? 

Although it was not ascertained with certainty, until this ep 
amination, yet the account will shew that on the 16th day of 
March, 1552, the date of the passage of the act of distribution to 
the couties, there had been paid into the Treasury, (including u hat 
Graves received,) the sum of $486,337 82, and disbuised $868,.  - 
856 73, leaving to the credit of the fund $117,481 09, from which ^ . 
the Auditor only distributed to the counties, as will also be seen ^ ` 
by the account, $22,233 05, leaving thé snm of $95.248 04 - 
not distributed —entirely overlooked for years, and remaining to 
the credit of the fund until the act of 18th November, 1857. 

The last act is no doubt the best appropriation of the funds, for 
if the counties were to make no better use of it than the portions 
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already received by them, the whole sum wonld be uselessly, wasted 
to no public advantage, but if. the railroads appropriate it to 
building their roads and never pay it back, the State and its citizens 
reap the benefits of the enhanced value of property throughout the 
State, and in the facilities afforded in transporting the products of the 
country to market-—as these railroads tiaverse nearly every portion 
of the State. 

There has been paid into the "Treasury since the act of 16th. 
March, 1852, the sum of $113,923-85, about the distribution of 
which no question can he raised as it is plainly di:tribted or loaned, 
under the act of 18th November, 1857, to the railroads. This 
amount, together with the $95,218 04 left in the ‘Treasury and 
overlooked in the distribution of 1852, makes the sum of $209,- 
176 89, which should have been, and really was to, the credit of 
the fund on the 31st October, 1857, instead of $211.983 33, as 
shewn by the books in ihe Auditor's office, making a difference in 
favor of the State of $2,806 44. 

The books in the Auditor's office, fortunately for the State, have 
been much better kept than those of the Treasury. and but for 
drawing money out, and crediting money in the Treasury years ago, 
without the proper vouchers having passed through the Auditor’s of 
fice, as they should have been according to law, the books in the 
Auditor's office would have been very nearly correct; but this 
examination shews that the Auditor's books are wrong $23,851 75 
in the two per cent. fund account—and $2,806 44 in the three 
per cent. fund—making a difference of 26,058 19 in both accounts, 
and in favor of the State. The Treasurer’s boo*s are wrong 
$57,691 78 in the two per cent fund, and $92,583 02 in the 
three per cent. fund account. 

À casual glance at the books satisfies me also that there are 
large discrepancies in the other trust fund accounts—Internal Im. 
provement fund— Chicksaw School fund—Seminary land— Town 
Lot fund, and Sinking fund—all of which ought to be examined and 
corrected. so as to make the bocks in the Auditor's and ‘Treasurer’s 
offices agree. 

Before closing the report in relation to this account, I ask your 
attention to the fact, that the Un'ted States claims to have paid to 
the State the. sum of $369,185 12, and the stock of. the Planters’ 
Bank sold for $52,379 91— making the sum of $621,565 06, 
which appears to have gone into the hands of agents of the State, 
whilst only $597,266 67 of this money was paid into the ‘Treasury 
—making a difference of $24,298 39 not accounted for; and Í 
have appended memorandums at the bottom of the account made 
out by the United States Register to account for this deficit. 
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After haying carefully examined and stated the two and thres

ascertain precisely the amount of these trust funds he had received, . 


and failed to account for. At the time of.this defalcation--some . 


fifteen years since—there were several examinations of the, matter 
by the Auditor, Treastirer, Clerks, and by a Committee of the 
Legislature, none of whom seemed to.agree, and for that reason [ 
deemed it necessary to be very careful. As he received and paid 
out other money, besides trust funds, [ made a full and complete 
examination of all transactions in the T'reasure's office during his 
administration, which, together with the books of the Auditor's 
office, enabled me to ascertain all monies coming into his hands 
from, sources of revenue to the State; and I have embodied, in a 
table accompanying this report, all money received monthly, from 
the ordinary ‘sources of revenue, and also all monies- paid out 
monthly for State warrants—by which statements it. will be seen 
that he received, during the time he was State Treasurer, $309," 
130 73 from ordinary sources of revenue—(not including any 
trust fund,) and paid out, during same time, $321,780 66 for 
warrants drawn for general revenue purposes, (not including 
warrants on trust funds,) shewing that he had paid out more ‘for 
revenue purposes by $21,649 93 than he had received. Nearly 
allof this excess of payment over receipts occurred, as will be 


seen by the statement, in Fehruary, 1843 at the time he charges , 


himself with the trust funds—two and three per cent. —received 
from the United States, and shews that he either purchased this 
excess of warrants, which were then selling at heavy discounts, or 


paid the warrants with the trust funds in his hands, as he had no > 


money of the State on hand in the Treasury. 

. An examination of the warrants, taken up daring that month, 
and the endorsements on them, is well calculated to leave doubt 
whether he purchased them, or paid good money in his hands, 
dollar for dollar to his friends who were holders. The temptation 
to a man who, for the first time” in his life perhaps, had $165,000 
in gold and United States ‘Treasury notes in his hands, with which 
he could buy State warrants at about fif y or sixty cents in a dollar, 
was too great for him to resist, and he no doubt thought he could 
speculate upon the trust funds—following the example of others— 
and still make his accounts good with State warrants purchased ; , 
and perhaps, with State warrants at such an enormous discount, he 
might have succeeded, iftime had been permitted him to carry out liis 
purposes. He failed however, and had to flee the country, andhas for 
“tecn years been a fugitive, reaping no advantage from the ill- 
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gotten gains entrusted tó him by a confiding peoplé who placed him in 
Sich a responsible position. ‘These trust funds have, unfortunately, " 
been a source of temptation to others as well as Graves; for thé ^ 
dites of payment by the United States and the dates of payment: 
into the State Treasury would indicate that others had reaped ad- 
vantages by speculating upon them, but were more fortunafe than 
Graves. J. H. Mallory, formerly Auditor, was a defaulter for 
about $54.000 of the various trust funds, which he never did pay 
into the Treasury. In addition to this, he drew money out of the 
Treasury, on his warrant as Auditor, without the least voucher or 
specification for what parpose it was used-and yet State Treasurer’a, 
who regarded themselves as mere clerks to pay whatever the 
Auditor choose to draw for, have permitted these things, until there 
is no checks in these two offices for the public safety. 

There is a slight difference in the amount claimed to have been 
paid Graves and the amount he acknowledged to have received 
from the United States, but I have taken the latter, as he got & 
receipt warrant himself from the Auditor, on the 24th February, 
1843, and placed the amount on the Treasurer’s Journal, as $144,- 
900 of the two per cent. fund, and $20,500 as three per cent. 
fund received by him from the United States. 

After Graves had fled, and escaped from the officérs, and no 
one knew where the money was--Mrs. Graves, true to the honest 
instincts ol woman-—sent for the Governor of the State, and vol- 
untarily delivered to him $92.600 iu United States Treasury notes 
—32747 68 in gold, and $69,232 68 in State warrants—-making 
$164,573 36—a sum quite sufficient to have purchased her hus- 
bands liberty, or made hersel! and family independent ; and whilst 
her husband has been justly regarded as a public defaulter, and 
pursued by the officers of the law as a fugitive from justice, this. 
devoted wife has had to sbare all the evils arising out of their 
unfortunate condition and live in a distant land, far from her friends 
and kindred, without even having had credit for her straightfor- 
ward womanly honesty. 

The State warrants delivered by Mrs. Graves to the Governor, 
were charged by the State officers to the various departments on 
which they were drawn, as so much money paid by the State, 
and by which it will be seen he had $21,649 93 more State 
warrants on hand than he had received from the ordinary sources 
of revenue ; and yet although the trust funds were only credited 
with good money returned by Mrs. Graves, this $21,649 93 was 
neither nlaced to the credit of the trust funds, norto Graves?’ 
credit, ` D either belonged to these trust funds which Graves had 
in his hands, or to Graves himself, and all that Mrs. Graves 
returned over and above what he had received for ordinary revenue, 
should have been credited to the trust funds, or returned to Mrs, 
Graves. In making out the account between Graves and the State 
you will observe that 1 have first ascertained the whole money 
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received by Graves, as Treasurer, for,Sfate purposes or from general 


revenue, and, bave made that account good, out of, the warrants 
returned by Mrs.- Graves, so that no part of the. defalcation 


,&bould, come. out of the revenue, but all come out of the trust funds. 


Aber the, revenue wag entirely paid, the $21,649 93 either be. 
longed to the trust funds, or to Graves himself, but although the 


d warrants have been canceled for fifteen years as so much money 
. paid out by the State, no credit has ever been entered for this 


¿Amount on the books to any person or any account. Amongst the 


warrants given up by Mrs, Graves were several, amounting to 
$3,186 56 drawn on the two, per cent. fund, to pay the Topograpi- 
cal Engineers, which 1 have charged to that fund, and not among 
the warrants drawn on the 'Treasury for revenue purposes; and 
after all these entries are made his exact defalcation was $44,. 
813 29 at the time he fled. Since that time a compromise has 
been made by an agent of the State, (under the authority of the 
Governor and Attorney General, who were authorized by an act 
of the Legislature,) with some of the securities for $5000— half c£ 
which was paid to the agent and the otheg half into the State 
Treasury, but not to the credit of the trust funds—which reduces 


. the actual defalcation of R. S. Graves to the sum of $39,813 29. 
` This is the principal, and I have made no caleulation of interest on 


ES 


this amount, because J have charged the State none. 
This actual defalcation of $39,813 29 1 have apportioned to 


_the trust funds, in proportion to the amounts of each received, -as 


wil! be seen in the table annexed to this rcp^7*—^nd find the pro- 
portion “ting to the two ver cent. fund would $34,769 38 and 
tothe tL..2 per cent. fund 8043 91, waning o 2813 29. 

If the covrts determine that this loss falls npon the trust funds, 
of course these amounts would reduce still farther the balances ap- 
pearing on the Auditors books to the credit of these funds—a 
statement of which I also append to this report. l 

The Legislature by an acť passed 4th March, 1846—see Hutch- 
j^. Codo, page 150—declared, that the sum of $92,600 in 
United States Treasury notes and gold, reported by the Treasurer 
to be then in the Treasury to the credit of the two and three per 
cent. funds “ should, constitute the amount of said.funds now in the 
Treasury ;" aud that any loss accruing to said funds by reason of 


the defalcations of R. S. Graves, or the insolvency of his secu- 


rities, “such loss shall by said Treasurer be apportioned between 


said funds, according to the several amounts of each, as received 


by R. S. Graves from the Treasurer of the United States.” An 


“act of 25th February, 1848—see acts page 126—authorized the 


Governor and Attorney General to compromise and settle collective- 
ly or individually, with any of Graves' securities ; and also on 3d 


_ March, 1848--see page 155—pagsed an act forthe relief of James 
, Bond, of Choctaw county, one of the sureties. 7 
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The amount assumed by this act was not correct, for’ Mrs. 
Graves, besides the $92,600 in United States Treasury tiofes, paid 
$2,747 68 in gold--which made $95,347 68, and so reported by 
the Governor, who sealed it up, and by the Committee of the 
Legislature who opened the package and counted it in 1848, and 
it was so placed on the "l'reasurer's books; besides $69,232 68 
State warrants which were handed by her to the Governor, all of 
which were charged up, as having been paid by the State, but no 
credit allowed for the surplus, $21,649 93 over and above what 
had been received as State revenue. e 

A long correspondence exists in the Executive office, hetweer 
Governor Tucker and Walter Forward, then Secretary of the 
United States ‘Treasury, in relation to this matter. Gov. Tucker 
contending that the loss by Graves’ defalcation fell upon the United 
States, because the two per cent. fund was wrongfully paid to 
Graves, (except $10,000 of the two per cent. fund, for which the 
Governor gave him an order,) ** without the authority of the State, 
and in direct violation of the will of the State, and at the risk of 
the United States.” 

The Secretary refers to the letter of the Governor to justify him 
in the payment. Graves having applied for the three per cent.. 
fund due the State, the Secretary declines to pay it to him, and 
writes to the Governor, on the 2d April, 1842, requesting to be 
informed’ who was the proper person authorized by the Legislature 
of Mississippi “to receive ihe amount that may be paid on account 
of thethree per ceni. fund.” Gov. Tucker replies “that Richard 
N. Graves, Esq., Treasurer of the State of Mississippi, is duly 
authorized to receive all money due the State of Mississippi, as 
well from the three per cent. fund as from all other sources.” The 
Secretary contends that this broad lznguage in the Governor's 
letter, together with the act of the Legislature defining the duties 
ot "Treasurer. (see Hutchinson's Code, page 396,) which declares : 
“ It shall be the duty" of the State Treasurer to receive and keep the 
monies of the State, justified him in the payment of the trust funds 
_to R. S. Graves, on his producing authority to shew that he was the 

State Treasurer. The Governor, in his message to the Legislature 
(see House Journal of special session, 1843,) presents a strong con 
stitutional argument to shew that the Secretary was wrong and that 
the loss fell upon the United States; but the committee, appointed 
by the Legislature, (see House Journal. page 271,) reported to the 
Legislature—their opinion that * the Treasurer was not authorized 
by law to draw this fund, being specially restrained in his * general 
powers! by the act of 1842, in relation to this fund ; and they are 
therefore, impelled to the cor.clusion, that the Governor was not 
correct in the information which he communicated to the Secretary 
of the Treasury ; and that the State Treasurer was not authorized 
by law, to draw all monies due the State from *all sources." But 
as your Committee are of opinion that the Secretary of the Treas- 
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wry acted with’reasonable caution,"and used due «diligencé' in this 
matter, and that the money was paid in good faith to the 'Fredsurer, 
‘the Committee believe that it would be unjust and improper, ‘alter 
the money had been received into our Treasury, to:call upon the 
United States to make good the loss which our State was tikëly to 
sustain by the embezzlement of the funds by our own officers. 
But there is a further reason why it is now too late'to set up this 
claim. The books of the Auditor of Public Accounts, as well as 
those of the ‘Treasury, shew. that this money has been received 
into the Treasury. By the advice of the Governor and Attorney 
General, the Auditor, on the 21st of February, 1843, issued his 
receipt warrantto the Treasurer, which authorized him tó reéeive 
this money into the Treasury, and pass the same to the credit of ' 
the State ; which was accordingly done upon the books of the 
Treasury department.” 

I have thus endeavored to give you a synopsis of the views taken 
by Gov. Tucker, Secreta: y Forward, (United States-Treasury,) and 
the Committee appointed bv the Legislature to examine into this 
matter—(see House Journal, special session, 1843, pages 12 and 
271)--leaving the courts to determine the question of the 
liability of the State. 

I have also appended to this report the following detailed state. 
ments, so as to present the whole of these complicated accounts, 
and every thing connected therewith, in proper form, and fora full 
and proper understanding thereof: 

Ist. The amount of two per cent. fund received by the State. 

2d. 'The amount of same disbursed. i 

3d. Recapitulation—shewing balance due the fund. 

4th. Statement of said fund paid by United States Treasury to 
agents of the State. 

5th. Tke amount of three per cent. paid by United States to 
agents of the State. 

6th. Tho amount of three per cent. fund paid into State 
"Treasury. l 

7th. The amount of three per cent. fund disbursed. 

8th. Recapitulation—showing amount due the fund—and amount 
not paid in 'Treasury. 

9th. The account of receipts and disbursements by R. S. Graves, 
whilst Treasurer, for general revenue purposes. 

10th. The account between R. S. Graves and the State— 
shewing the amount of his defalcation—with a statement of the 
trust funda seperately. 

11th. Statement showing the proportion of the defalcation to 
each fund—-and a statement showing how each trust fund would 
stand when defalcation deducted. 

Eh. The dates, pages, &c., of the acts of Congress, and 
Legislature--and Journals of Legislature, in reference to these 
trust funds. .

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_ These various statements will exbibit the whole matter in re- 


„dation to these trust funds; and the extraordinary disagreements 


between the books of the Auditor and the ‘Treasurer, will prove 
io the l.egislature the necessity of your action in having. these 
accounts examined ; whilst I am" gratified to find that my labors 
will result in saving to the State the sum of twenty six, thousand 
siz hundred and fifty eight dollars and nineteen cents. And if the 
court should determine that the State is not bound for Graves! de- 
falcation, a farther saving of $39,813 29 to the State. 

In view of the fact that the reception of these trust funds present 
strong temptations, and have already proved a source of corruption 
to two important public officers of tbe State, the undersigned would 
respectfuliy suggest to you—and through you to the Legislature— 
the importance of providing, that hereufter these funds shall be 
drawn from the United States by an order from the Governor—to 
be endorsed, anda receipt warrant issued by the Auditor to the 
State 'Treasurer—then endorscd by the Treasurer, and a receipt 
taken by him for the amount as so. much money ; and the order of 
the Governor, thus endorsed and registered, to be handed to the 
parties who are entitled to receive the fund, so that they can col. 
lect it fiom the United States attheir own risk and expense; &ud 
thus the transaction will have passed through all the forms of law— 


-having been registered and charged to the parties entitled to re- 


ceive it, without temptation to a single State officer, or any farther 
responsibility on tbe part of the State.

ON THE CONDITION OF THE GEOLOGICAL AND 
AGRICULTURAL SURVEY OF MISSISSIPPI, 


To his Excellency, William Mc Willie, Governor of Mississippi: 

SIR: The law makes it the daty of the Geologist of this 
State to lay before the Governor, annually, a report con- 
cerning the progress of the Geological Survey during the 
preceding year. 

The meaning and intent of this law, has been variously 
construed, it having teen thought by some that the annual 
report is intended to embrace not merely the general statement 
of the work done and results obtained, but also a descrip- 
tion, more or less detailed, of the phenomena observed. The 
latter plan has been carried out in the report made by the 
late State Geologist, and is not without precedent in other 
States. Itis obvious, however, that reports of this charac- 
ter can be practically useful only where, as in mineral dis- 
tricts, the detail constitutes in itself, a useful and even neces- 
sary guide in rendering productive, resources immediately 
available. Thus, the partial but detailed reports of the 
Geological Surveysof Missouri, Kentucky and ‘Tennessee, 
have been eminently useful in developing the mineral re- 
sources of those States. 

In view of these facts, it is frequently asked why itis that 
the reports heretofore published in connection with the Geo- 
ological Survey of this State, have done so little towards de- 
veloping new resources; and that, while enumerating a large 
number of facts, they are of so little use as practical guides 
in the utilization of those resources, few 4n number, which 
have been discovered. In consequence of this failure to ful. 
fill the expectations raised by the brilliant results of the 
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Geological" Sing of other States it tsi Bonten d urged,

It is my object, in submitting to you this brief n to 
deal with these objections, and to explain to the people'at 
large, what I have had the honor of discussing with you 
personally, viz: the true causes of the défects atid short- 
- comings complained of; and moreover, to suggest the reme- 
dies which are plainly indicated, not only by the consideta- 
tion of the nature of the case, but also by experiencein this, and 
precedents of other States. Having but recently entered 
upon the discharge of the duties of my! office, and. havibg 
been greatly impeded in my progress in the field, by 
the want of proper equipments,. I should have but few facts 
entirely new Lo communicate; and since even: these would 
not be readily appreciated without entering into a lengthy 
" discussion of previous observations, I shall not for the pres- 
ent dwell upon them. Having, however, been’ previously 
connected with the same work for sixteen months, and no 
progress having been made during the interval, I may per- 
haps speak with some confidence of its condition and-its 
wants; to which it is the chief object of this communica- 
tion to call attention. 
The Geological features of Mississippi are such as to ex- 
clude; according to the accumulative evidence . .ọf all other 
countries, all chances “of. finding within the. limits of the 
State any natural: deposits of metalic minerals, with the ex- 
ception of iron ore. The latter, although widely diffused 
over the State; has, nowhere ‘been. found in quantities guffi- 
'cient to justify the erection of furnaces; not, at least, so long 
¡as they shall haye. to, enter into. competition with those of - 
-adjoining States, where in some cases inexhaustible beds of 
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| one:of first.quality occur. immediately contingous to the coal 
which is-required.to smelt them; Lead ore has. been fre 
--quently found, it is true, but always i in isolated lumps, obvi- 
, ously transported to ihe spot by human agency,: and no more 
.indieative of a mine underground, than an Indian’ arrow 
. head plowed up in a cornfield, is of a deposit of flint be- 
neath,the soil. As for the gold and silver mínes discovered 
broadcast in especially the northeastern counties of the 
.: State, they. all resolve themselves either into mines of the ore 
Of copperas, or into intentional frauds. Any one at allfa- 
. miliar with geology and mineralogy, will no,more look for 
‘metalic mines in the formations of. Mississippi, than a whaler 
would:hunt.for whales, į in the river whose name it sharés. 
. Experience has in both cases, equally demonstrated, the 
yanity of such expectations. 


That * Mississippi is entirely an agricultural State " has 
been so often said, as to be álniost à truism. It would, never- 
theless, seem to require further demonstration, with not 

afew—the same who imagine that all the meaning and ob- 
' ject of a Geological Survey is the discovery of mines. Iis 
‘most important bearing, that an agriculture and the arts im 
mediately connected with it, is not very generally appreciated; 

and still less is the fact, that the benefits-which may :be ex- 
pected to accrue to those all-important branches ofindustry, 
through the agency of a work of this kind, cannot, for the 
greater part, be realized until it shall have been carried on, 
if not'to completion; atleast to a very advanced stage.of 
progress. 

It is not à difficult matter to recognize a metattie’c oré; to 
determine its value, and'the most successful móde of work- 
ing a mine, is sometimes the work of a few minutes. ` Butit 

` is not so with soils, the ores from which the'agrieulturalist 

extracts his precious materials; or with natural’ Mánures,

the useful minerals aré-tomparatively few and Simipló;sSoils

Sciénee, he 
doés, and has a right.to expect. Tnvestigations of this kind 
are not a matter of an hour or a day; ;. they require, time, èx- 
‘treme care, aiid the best means of research—-not only i in the 
laboratory, but quite as much i in“the field. Me 

To the minds of those not.specially. acquainted , with; ‘the 
subject, the absolute necessity of extreme accuracy, care anc 
cónstieñtiousnéss 1 in the execa ation—especially. of the aert 
cultural part of thé work—may perhaps be best illustrated by 
reference to the, wéll’ known fact, that s sore of the most int 
portánt ingredients of soils, the withdrawal of. which renders 
theni absolútely sterile, are ‘generally present. in them i in: such 
minute quantities, that a careless analyst might overlook 
them altogétlier. And no less may he utterly faili in detect- 
ing the characteristic differences between various “kinds of 
soil, by cominitting an error which in many. other, cases 
where chemistry.is applied to practice, would be totally in- 
significant. An analysis of soil, carelessly made, is tiséless, 
and worse than useless. And evena correct analysis may be 
useless, unless all the natural conditions influencing the soil 
analyzed, in its place of occurence, have been. correctly. ob 
served in the field. Aud what is true of. soils, is equally 
so in its application to marls, which. are intended to improve 
the soil; if incorrectly chosen, they may do ‘the very con- 
trary. 

Again: in a level country, where’ the undergrouiad sirata 
rarely appears on the surface, while their character” ds ‘ex: 
tremély variable, iti is not an easy ‘matter to ascertain . cór-

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Here also, great, care, „and minuteness of observation is: ne- 
 cessary. 


Tt is therefore obvious, that i in the case ‘of Mississippi at 
least à hasty and superficial geological and agricultural sur- 
vey can do no good. And it is equally obvious, that if it is: 
worth while to make such asurvey af all, it must be worth 
- while to have it done well. l 

That it is worth while, even the results heretofore obtain- 
ed may be claimed to have satisfactorily shown. The green 
sand and marl beds of the northeast and middle portions of 
the State, the extensive deposits of lignite and of valuable 
clays, and the numerous mineral springs which have been 
shown to exist, will in themselves compare favorably with 
results of geological surveys of other States. Under the 
natural conditions obtaining in Mississippi, the especial im- 
portance of the natural manures just mentioned can scarce- 
ly be overrated, when we consider what the discovery of 
similar deposits has done towards the promotion of agricul-. 
tural interests in some of the Atlantic States. Our beds of 
lignite or brown coal, cover a larger area perhaps, than any 
Similar deposit heretofore discovered ; and although not 
equal in value to good bituminous coal, the time is not far 
distant when these deposits will prove highly important to 
many portions of the State. In numerous localities the coal 
deposit is so near the surface as to require scarcely any oth- 
er than quarrying operations, in order to obtain a fuel which 
in some districts of Hurope is almost exclusively. used for 
domestic and industrial purposes. And even where the bed 
is less accessible, its enormous thickness will render the ex- 
traction of the material profitable. "There is not, perhaps, a 
State in the Union that can vie with Mississippi in the num- 
ber and quality of its mineral springs; and the importance 
40 the people atlarge, of having these sources of health made 
generally available by a thorough examination, is manifest. 
On the other hand, there are regions where the water of or- 
dinary wells is positively injurious to health. "The examina- 
tion of these waters, and determination of possible remedies 
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the survey. ::, It will likeyise n make generally. Jg “t he e: 
istence and localities of occurrence of useful, materials, suck 
a8 stones for useful. or ornamental purposes; of clays, adapt- 
ed to almost all the various uses of that important material; 
of limestones not inferior to those of which the imported 
lime is made: and. it will give reliable information as to:the 
quality and best mode of -working these and other useful 
materials. And among the lesser advantages, it will save 
thousands of industrious individuals the- trouble of looking 
for things which they cannot expect to find, while informing 
Hem asto what they may reasonably look for. M ua 

But it has been suggested more than once, that, granting 
the intrinsic value and importance of a geological and agri- 
cultural survey, it has been satisfactorily shown that the 
chief resources it is likely to develop in this State, will- be 
of little use to the present generation; —that lands are. not 
yet exhausted and any one-may move to a “fresh place" if 
he chooses. That as for the lignite, there is plenty of wood 
to last a lifetime, and more-too; and such being the casee 
that they had rather not go to the ben of having: a sur- 
vey made yet awhile. 

It is not likely that a policy so. shortsighted, E 
ed and suicidal, should gain ground in am: enlightened com: 
munity, and in the nineteenth century. As for those who 
hold and profess such views; their. departure for a fresh 
place” will scarcely be felt as a loss to the community: they 
desert, and to which they refuse to make themselves pernia- 
nently useful. Having too common ground whereon. to 
meet such objectors, I shall confine myself to meeting. the 
objections of those who, while willing to do something for 
the benefit even of posterity, still imagine that there is. no 
need of accellerating the survey; and would prefer its in- 
definite prolongation to the exertion of supplying at once 
means adequate to insure it its Speedy, completion. e: 


hh the first plage, itis nota matter of indifference whether 
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„Wwe have to reclaim an exhausted soil, or simply to maintain 
“fertility by a judicious management of tá powers.” Ag he 
tween the maintainance and’ reclamation: of soils; thetatter 
‘frequently requires more than three times thédabor and èx- 
pense, and always involve much loss of time. ‘Some soils, 
‘once exhausted, become irreclaimable by: any OS 
amount of labor.. | 

Let any one travel through the less fertile districts ‘ofour 
‘State, and mark the tale ` ‘told by the numerous ‘deserted 
homesteads and waste fields, overgrown ‘with blackberries 
and “broom sedge.” He will scarcely escape the conviction 
that even with us it is not too soon to take measures’ pre- 
ventative of an evil which almost laid waste whole districts 
‘of Virginia, once the centre of tobacco culture ;—which 
have been and are now being reclaimed by. the aid of marls 
‘precisely similar to those so abundantly found in dur: own 
State. Had-those marls been known earlier, Virginia would 
never have experienced the decline of population and pros- 
perity which at one time created such apprehensions, and 
resulted in the loss, by emigration, of thousands of energetic 

sand enterprising citizens. 

I might also call attention.to the fact that the results of 
the survey will serve as a guide to purchasers of land, since 
it will inform them, not only of its momentary condition and 
character, bot also of the prospect of permanency of fertili- 
ty, and the means of improvement. Had the survey ‘been 
called into existence earlier, it might haye saved some money 
to those unfortunate speculators who, allured by the prairie- 
like levelness of the Tippah, Pontotoc and Chickasaw. “flat- 
woods," invested their capital in a kind of stock which ‘to 
their amazement, has-remained utterly unproductive. - 

It would be easy to adduce: many more cases where the 
results of the survey are immediately ‘avatlable; while the 
Ultimate ‘importance is too'mahifest to be questionéd:* ‘But, 
te king it for granted that a sound poliey i in national ecótio- 
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- veyris essential to,bhe development of.:fhose. resources; and 
- that:when made, it is necessary, that it should be. well» ‘done 
to be of use; then it remaing to be considered whether, 
taking. -into account the area, of the State, . the, proyi&ion,. at 
present existing for the execution:of this, work, as: adequate, 
and, proportioned to.the amount of labor-io: be performed; 
«and whether its failure -hitlertd to, realize:the expectations

The original Act, worded. so as-to'embrace in the geologi- 
<al and agricultural.survey, bótany and zoology. (or. in other 
. words, providing for a complete-naturál history of the; State, 
‘almost in the terms-of.the Act providing: for the survey’ of 
` the State of New York,) made the ‘Principal State .Geolo- 
-.gist, a Professor of Geology at the University of Mississippi. 
` He-was-to spend four‘months of the year-in the. feld; himself, 
while his assistant was to be engaged in the field -survey ` 


‘continually, «as faras the-seasons. permitted. — And'to-earry 
into effect the. provisions of this Act, an appropriation. .of 
$3,000 per annum, was made. 


This arrangement was faulty in principle, inasnitich | as 
during the first years especially, it is indispensible that the 
Principal should chiefly be in the field himself; and it failed 
in practice, the Principal being unable to m E himself 
from his accumulative University duties. Besides, the sub- 
: Jects, to-be embraced in the Survey according.to the original 
plan, were too numerous by far, to be successfully ¡prosequ- 
- tedsimultaneously, with means so limited. : : Hence we find, in 
the. interesting and ably written volume forming the first Re- 
; port, by Prof. B; L, C.. Waileg,, geology; occupying a a subozdi- 
„pate position, ‘comparatively among ihe subjects, tre eated. ot 
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Up to thé accession to office of the Tate State Geologist, 
.in'1854, no analysis had been made in connection with the 
survey, (Simply because there was nó óne to ake thém,) 


‘and the data concerning the general geology of tlie State, 
were büt very fragmentary. 


During the years 1824—55, the end just mm 
of, continued in force. In January, 1856, however, the 
‘Board of Trustees passed a resolution. relieving the State 
Geologist of any duties as a teacher in the Universisy in or- 
der that he might devote his whole time to the prosecution of 
the survey. Up to October, 1855, Mr. Harper was without 
a field assistant, except for a very short period ; after that 
date, and until removed by the Board, in October, 1856, I 
myself held the office of Assistant ; and from that time for- 
wárd; until March, 1857, (when the act dissolving the con- 
nection thus far existing between the survey and the Univer- 
sity went into operation,) the duties of the office of State 
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Geologist, devolved on me'by order of the Board of Trustees. ` 


From the expiration of my term of office until I was ap- 
pointed by yourself in March last, the operations of the 
survey were suspended ; since the timeduring which Mr. Har- 
per held the office after his reappointment by Gov. McRae

New York. By the law detaching the survey from the 
University, the office of Assistant Geologist was abolished ; 
all the duties thenceforth devolved on the principal alone. 

In reviewing the results heretofore elicited by the survey

cannot but be a matter of regret, that with the exception of 
my own field notes, all the original records heretofore made» 
and used by the late State Geologist in the compilation of 
his Report, (both his own and those of his iia 
have disappeared.

In móst eases, certain sums were, provisionally. appropri, 
ated for the purpose of those sur veys; while the specialities: 
of their. execution, and among these the determination of tlie 
force to be employed, were left, more or less, in the discre-" 
tion of the Governors and principal géologists. The work 
could thus be placed under the conditions most favorable in' 
the judgment of competent persons, to its advancement, -under- 
existing circumstances ;' they were-thus proseeutéd: as fat ‘ag?

—it has been currently, reported | to exceed a quarter of a 
million, . at the present moment. Well may New York be 
proud of, that page.of her history. which bears the’ record 
of: her.survey ;. the results of. which—as laid down in tlia£ 
magnificent, work, the Natural. History of.New York = —psidg 
from*their great practical importance, have proved to the 
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world more. convincingly than, thousands of annual Com- 
mencement., and Independence day orátions, that republican 
institutions are not necessarily unfavorable to thé progress of 
science ;—that science which though still affected to be held 
in contempt by not a few who call themselves “practical men," 


has but so recently achieved one of the proudest triumphs of 
the age—the Atlantic Telegraph! 


As yet, the example of New York stands unrivaled on 
either side of the Atlantic, Six years ago, Mississippi gave 
promise of following in the footsteps of her senior sister ; 
but she failed to redeem that promise in practice. Taking 
as a basis the above estimate of $200,000, and considering 
that like effects invariably require like. forces to produce 
them, the annual appropriation of $3,000 made-by Missis- 
sippi, would require to run for 66, say sixty-six years, in or- 
der to complete the survey in accordance with the act crea- 
ting it ! 

But although the letter of the law of 1852 still remains 
unchanged, it has been practically assumed for some time 
passed, (as before observed,) that the more immediate objects 
of a geological and agricultural survey are the first to be 
attained. Let us compare notes, then, with some of the 
States in which surveys of this kind have been ordered, 
Alabama, Kentucky and Missouri have adopted the New 
York plan of appropriating from time to time such sums as 
may be found requisite for the successful presecution of the 
work. Missouri began, a few years since, by making an ap- 
propriation of $20,000; since then has had no less than 
three parties in the field at any time, besides a chemist con- 
stantly employed in the laboratory work. Being in skillful 
and efficient hands, the results of the work have, under this 
system, been such as to insure the requisite appropriations. 
whenever needed. The same has been the case in Kentucky; 
her survey began in 1854, ànd now almost completed, ‘was 
carried on by three corps simultaneously, appropriations suf- 


ficient to sustain them being made as required. The Ala- 
bama survey, at first advancing slowly, with limited means 
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supplied by the State University, was so far advanced by an 
appropriation of $15,000, placed in the hands of a Tuomey, 
that at the period of the untimely demise of that eminent 
man, it might be considered as half completed, although in 
his labors he had been aided by but one Assistant. Unfortu- 
nately, however, in this case, the appropriation failed to be 
renewed in properjtime, and during the consequent sus- 
pension of operations (not even the printing of a report hav- 
ing been provided for,, a large part of the results so far ob- 
tained, were buried with the observer. It must be recollect- 
ed, that when a work of this kind is suddenly stopped at a: 
point, when, if prosecuted, half of the labor might be con- 
sidered as having been performed, that first half will not by 
any means contain a proportional amount of useful informa- 
tion ; no more than if we arrest the manufacture of cloth at 
the point when the yarn is ready for the loom, we can use 
that material as an inferior kind of cloth! 7 

It may be that the evils attendant upon the uncertainty of 
the renewal of an appropriation necessarily subject every few 
years, to discussion in the politieal arena, are among the 
reasons which induced other States to adopt a different form 
of appropriation ; which, by rendering a repeated special dis- 
cussion unnecessary, shguld make the continuance of a work 
of acknowledged agence to all, less liable to obstruc- 
tion by every variation of the political wind-vane. But in 
most cases, while avoiding Seylla, they have fallen into 
Charybdis. They intended to shield the young tree from 
being prematurely cut off ; but while successfully preventing 
this, they forgot to supply to it such nourishment as should 
enable it to grow a£ all. Both in Tennesseeand Mississippi, 
where this poliey has been pursued, the annual appropria- 
ations are insufficient to secure the completion of their geo- 
logical surveys within a deceunium or two. Tennessee has 
done even less than Mississippi. Yet we see (and this fact 
has added to the dissatisfaction of the Mississippians,) that 
the geological survey of the former State stands high in the 
good graces of the public. With a due appreciation of the 
high qualifications of the learned gentlemen now in charge 
of that survey, I must observe, that the natural conditions 
existing in Tennessee are as decidedly favorable to the ap- 
preciation of the geological survey by the public generally, 
as in Mississippi they are unfavorable, for reasons before stat- 
ed. Had we been able to proclaim the discovery in a Duck- 
town mine, of quarries of exquisite marble, or inexhaustible 
beds of stone coal, our short-comings. might have been eov- 
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ered with the broad mantle of charity. But the dingy ex- 
terior of our marls, lignites and limestones, is little calculat- 
ed to dazzle the public eye. 

Our neighbor State of Arkansas, has done somewhat bet- 
ter, by entering the field with an annual appropriation of 
$4,008. "This sum, having been appropriated from the outset, 
and under circumstances peculiarly favorable, appears to be 
adequate to insure to that survey a fair rate of progress, in 
the hands of its distinguished Principal, aided by one As 
sistant. 

Tt may be observed that with the single exception of Ten- 
nessee, no other State has made as small a provision for its 
geological survey as Mississippi; notwithstanding that, at 
before set forth, her survey requires more especially, great 
and time-costing accuracy throughout, and will not be satis- 
factory to any one unless speedily completed. 

It would perhaps be desirable, and a saving both of time 
and money, were Mssissippi to adopt provisions similar to 
those made by Missouri and other States. Had the sum 
heretofore expended on the geological survoy of this State, 
been placed at once in the hands of a competent man, with 
powers (under strict accountability) to make such disposi- 
tion of the funds as, in the Governor's and his discretio, 
should seem best adapted to further the survey, the latter 
might, without further appropriation, have bcen more than 
half completed. long ago. 


But I do not mean to propose, at the present time, inno- 
vations which might prove distasteful to a good many,—es- 
pecially those who prefer spending in small sums twice the 
amount which, if at once appropriated, would finish the 
work. The public does not appear to be prepared to re- 
ceive favorably such a proposition, and under existing cir- 
cumstances, it is perhaps best to adhere to the old plan, with 
such modifieations only as the interest of the State impe- 
riously demands, and without which, no real and satisfactory 
progress is attainable. The minimum is the provision for an 
Assistant, and for the establishment of a suitable laboratory. 


In regard to the latter, it may perhaps be surprising to 
those acquainted with the Legislative Acts concerning the 
survey, that the $1,200 appropriated by the Legislature, in 
1857, for laboratory purposes, should not have been sufficient 
to accomplish that end—as they undoubtedly would have 
been, had they been judiciously managed. Butthe vouchers 
filed in the Auditor's office, by the late State Geologist, as 
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well as thé stock on hand: (now deposited in one of the frau 
rooms of the Penitentiary,) show that scarcely more tham 
one-half of the suum appropriated has been applied fo fe 
purchase of articles really useful or necessary for an analyt- 
cal laboratory. The rest, (except $54 11 still remaining ge 
the Treasury,) has been expended in the purchase of promis- 
cuous articles adapted to exhibition, amusement, and other 
purposes foreign to the survey ; (among the larger items, E 
may mention $212 50 for two microscopes, and $73 75 far 
meteorological instruments.) And from among the articles 
mentioned in the vouchers, and certified as having been re- 
ceived by the late Geologist, a number, to the value of $118, 
are nowhere to be found. Many articles of first necessity, 
have on the other hand, been altogether omitted ; and tie 
appropriation has been exhausted to within a fraction; with- 
out there being the least provision for the fitting up of a 
room with bare walls, to make it answer the purposes of s 
laboratory. 

$500 more will, at the lowest estimate, be required to puz 
the survey laboratory in working order. A part of this 
sum might, it is true, be derived from the sale of such of the 
superfluous articles as may be saleable. But these can a£ 
best be sold only at a sacrifice, and not very readily at that. 
The proceeds might, if necessary, at any time be charged te 
the current survey appropriation. 

The salary of the Assistant, heretofore, had been fixed a& 
$1,000 per annum. Experience proves that this sum is fe- 
sufficient to form a permanent inducement to any competes 
man; and a continual change of persons has been the ees- 
sequence of thisinadequaey. Now, all changes of this kiad 
are not only vexatious and involve a serious loss of time, 
but each one is in itself a positive pecuniary loss te the 
State; for the simple reason that full efficiency on the part a£ 
the incumbent, whether Principal or Assistant, requires a cer- 
tain amount of personal and local experience, which eaa 
only be obtained by connexion with the work itself, for seme 
length of time. I suggest, therefore, that the salary ef tke 
Assistant be fixed at $1,500—the same as in other States, 


In the present stage of the survey, the duties of the As- 
sistant would not, as a general thing, be in the field, bak 
in the laboratory ; hence, no additional field outfit 
would, for the present, be required. The appropria- 
tion now existing, of $1,000 per annum, for current expem- 
ses, is not however, sufficient to defray the expenses of both 
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— laboratory and ‘field work, when carried on simultaneously : 
- =m additional appropriation of $300 per annum, will be ne- 


messary for this purpose. 
The permanent annual appropriation required for the sur- 
* vey, under this arrangement, exclusive of any contingencies, 
~would therefore amount to $4,800 ; besides which, $500 are 
at present required to complete the chemical laboratory. 

“The actof the Legislature, disconnecting the survey from 
tae University, provides that “the State Geologist shall keep 
sis office in the city of Jackson ;" and furthermore “that the 
State Geologist may occupy as a laboratory the two front 
roomsin the second story of the Penitentiary, and shall be 
silowed the assistance of one convict, to be named by the 
inspectors, to aid him in keeping his apparatus in good 
order.” 

There scarcely appears to exist, in the nature of the work, 
gay reason why the locality where the in-door work of the 
survey is to be carried on, should be fixed by law. The 
&eadquarters of the geological survey of Arkansas and Ken- 
Zmeky, for instance, are at the residence of the Geologist to 
these States, Dr. D. D. Owen, in Indiana. It is true that, 
a1 other things being equal, it would be natural that a de- 
partment under control of the Executive, should be located 
a£ the seat of Government. The fact that in most cases the 
sollections resulting from geological surveys have been or- 

" dered to be ultimately deposited at the State capital, would 
lone furnish a sufficient reason, since the removal of collec- 
ons of this kind can rarcly be effected withoutsomeinjury to 
Zelicate specimens, and always gives a good deal of trouble. 

Zn the present instance, however, it is ordered that the 
zpeeimens collected be divided between the State University 
and a State collection to be formed at Jackson. It becomes, 
fherefore, from the outset, a matter of indifference in which 
direction one-half of the collection may finally require to be 
moved. Almost all the specimens heretofore collected have 
been deposited at the University ; and were the removal of 
Beadquarters necessary at the present stage of the survey, it 
would be quite impracticable to effect the subdivision of the 
€olleetions, save to a very small extent. For the work of 
examination and determination remains to be done yet, and 
stis of the utmost importance in this study, to have the ma- 
terials as full and complete as possible. Practically, it 
woald become necessary to remove almost the whole of the 
eollections, involving a great expenditure of time and labor, 
wad the destruction of many specimens—the majority of 
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these being of a character unusually delicate. But worse 
than this, it would. deprive the University fór several years 
to come, of the use of a collection illustrating ` the geolegy- 
of the State ; or in other words the opportunity of oculariy- 
demonstrating to its sons the very phenomena which they 
will have to deal with in practice. AE 

For the clucidation and elaboration of the results whiek> 
still lie dormant, as it were, in these specimens, (comprising 
nearly one-half of the whole work,) it is indispensable that 
there should be at command, if not a library, at least a eon- 
siderable number of books not usually found in general E- 
braries. The greater part of the books so required, the ex- 


_ pense of which is not inconsiderable, were purchased by the 


University during its connexion with the survey, with a spe- 
cial view to the necessities of the latter ; whilst they cannot 
be found in the State library at Jackson, nor so far as know, 
in any other library in the State. Were the head-quarters 
of the survey to be removed. from Oxford, it would become 
necessary to purchase these books once more, and a speeiat 
appropriation would be required for the purpose. 

In view of these objections, nothing short of very eon- 
siderable advantages to be realized by the removal, could 
justify the same. But there is not actually a single one to 
be gained, unless indeed, that the State of Mississippi could 
not afford to provide for its geological survey, other accom- 
modations than two rooms in the Penitentiary, or other as- - 
sistance than that of a convict. 

The rent of rooms suitable forthe purposes of the survey 
would, in any case, be but a trifling expense ; but even this 
extra expenditure may perhaps be avoided in the present in- 
stance, the board of Trustees having, at their last meeting 
expressed their willingness that such rooms in the University 
buildings as, in the discretion of the President, were net re-- 
quired for University purposes, might be appropriated to the. 
use of the survey. There appears to be little doubt that the- 
collections can and will be thus accomodated, it being in the 
interest of the University to have them near at hand. Am 
apartment for a laboratory may not be as readily found, there 
being special requirements to render a room suitable for that 
purpose; but the difficulties to be overcome in this respect, 
at Oxford, will scarcely be greater than those existing om 
the second floor of the Penitentiary. 

Should you think fit to recommend, and the Legislature te 
authorize the changes here proposed, I might hope to be able 
to lay before you, next year, a summary of results, whick: 
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euid satisfy the sceptical as to the importance of the sur- 
wey, and the advantages offered by an energetic prosecution 
ever the dilatory system thus far prevailing. Should no 
gach change, however, be effected, I shall still continue to 
do my duty, although with a consciousness that the severest 
il will be unavailing in furthering the work either to my 
esa satisfaction, or that of the public; and that the people 
es Mississippi will be late in reaping the benefits which the 
prompt and thorough execution of their geological surveys, 
ss conferred, and is conferring upon other States.

STATE LUNATIC ASYLUM. 


REPORT OF TRUSTEES. 


To the Governor of the State of Mississippi : 

The undersigned have the honor to herewith transmit to your 
Excellency the Annual Report of the Superintendent of the Luna- 
tic Asylum, from which it will be seen that this Institution is now 
in the full tide of successful Experiment, Like all new establish. 
ments of the kind, it has had many difficulties to contend with, but 
they are now prineipally overcome. = 

During the past year, there have been as many as one hundred 
and fourteen patients under treatment at one time—at present one 
hundred and six. Out of thirty-six patients discharged, twenty- 
one were entirely restored to soundness of mind and others much 
improved. Future experience and improvement in the treatment of 
insanity will, no doubt, greatly increase the number of restorations. 

As our State is rapidly increasing in population and wealth and 
the means of indulgence is now widely diffused, we must antici- 
pate a corresponding increase in the number of the insane, and 
make provision accordingly. | 

By reference to the Report of the Superintendent, it will be 
seen that the Institution commenced the last fiscal year with an 
outstanding debt of nearly 12,000, and that about $25,000 were 
necessary to meet the current expenses of the year. The outs 
standing indebtedness proved to be much larger than known at 
the date of the last Annual Report, but vouchers in the hands 
of the Superintendent will show that the claims are all just, 
e that we were bound to pay the same, which was accordingly 

one. 

As only 12,000 were specially appropriated for the support of 
the Asylum, we were compelled to ask your Excellency to give us 
a draft of $12,000 upon the appropritaion for the coming year, 
Which will decrease the support fund of the next year tothatextent. 

We therefore feel it to be our duty to ask the Legislature to ap- 
propriate for the use of the Asylum, a sufficient sum to pay off all 
existing demands against it, and give ita special support fünd of 
$15,000, per annum. Past experience has shown that less than 
this will not suffice. We have every reason to believe that the 
Institution has been conducted with all possible economy and that

the. Superintendent and his. subordinates: have.acted. in-good faith 
to the State. _ PE E HC $i Wd. dee 

` We fully concur in all the suggestions of. the:Superiritendent, 
and earnestly ask the Legislature to adopt the same. 

The remarks of the Superintendent, relative to quarters tor Lu- 
natic slaves, is one of special importance, and would add much 
to the practical value-of the Asylum to the citizens of. our State. 
The slave population is large, and constantly: increasing—it is 
known that there are many insane among them, and they will all 
be pay patients and subject the State.to no expense after the quar- 
ters are prepared. 

In consequence of the absence and illness of Dr. Langley, the 
former Superintendent, to whom was entrusted the erection of the 
new buildings, he was unable to furnish his report on the expendi- 
tures for the new building at present, but he has promised the same 
in time for the action of the Legislature.

Three cases are given as having been discharged much improv- 
ed, I havelearned that one of these has since recovered entirely, 
and I have received a letter from.a second one, since he returned 
home, saying that he was doing well.

A resort to his former habits of dissipation, re-consign- 
ed him to the hospital in a short time after having left it. - 


Of those removed unimproved, tlie attack of one occurred in 
1852; she waslaboring under melancholy, and was treated two years 
and three months. Another case of melancholy was taken away 
after having been in the Asylum eleven months and thirteen days. 
A third case was an attack of acute mania, was treated two months 
and eight days; his physical health declined rapidly, and his 
friends being made acquainted with this fact, took him away. 1 


have understood he died in a week or ten days thereafter. 

A fourth one was sent home on account of her friends failing to 
comply with the regulations in regard to the payment of her bills 
- The fifth case was a recent one, andI think perhaps, might have 
ultimately recovered, but her husband concluded to take her home, 
because he did not hear from her while here, as often as he wish. 
ed, though we wrote him two or three letters during the two and 
a half months she was with us. 

The Asylum is now in the fourth year of its existence, having 
been opened for the reception of patients on the 8th of Janu- 
ary, 1855. 

I believe the rule almost universally obtains, that these institu- 
tions, within the first few years of their existence, are apt to re- 
ceive many cases, which the lapse of time alone, has rendered in- 
eurable, and ours has been no exception to this rule. 

To say nothing of the large proportion of chronic cases which 
we had at the ‘commencement of the year, we have in the last 
twelve months, received patients whose aberration is said to have 
occurred as far back as 1843. 

Out of the fifty-nine cases received this year, thirty-nine of them 
are of five year's and upwards standing; six unknown, (probably 
from the great length of their duration.) The insanity of nearly 
all of those who were remaining at the time of our last report, 
(where the date is known,) is of more than five years standing. 
In thirty-one of those cases, the date is not known, and probably 
for the reason above stated. m 

Among our inmates, are twelve Epileptics, and four Idiots. ` It 
will be seen by comparing what is said above, with the views set 
forth in the extract which presently*follows, (showing the import- 
ance of early treatment for the insane;) that-we cannot under any 
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circumstances hope for-a large per centage. of curenfrom tbevlass 
of cases now if the institution: ~~ 

I mention (ie ét for the benefit. of those: sini are lado: or 
may become thus afflicted, hoping that their friends may be induc- 
ed to bring them forward early; while the disease is remediable, 
instead of allowing them (through neglect):to lapse into a hopeless 
condition, and spend the remainder of their days in wretchedness. 


The extraet to which I have alluded, is frorn the pen of Dr. Ed. 
ward Jarvis, of Massachusetts, one of the ablest medical statisti- 
tions, perhaps of this or any other country, : and who has spent the 
greater portion of a long life in the ' investigation of mental dis- 
eases. 

“Report on Insanity and Idiocy, in Massachusetts, by the com- 
mission on lunacy, under the resolve of the Legislature of 1854.” 

Page sixty-nine of this report reads as follows : ` ` 


= “Prospect of the Insane incurability and curability.  _-:- 

= The evidence that comes from our own, and many other hospi. 
tals, shows that there are manifold diseases, of the brain, produc. 
ing perversion of mental and moral action in numberless forms 
classed under the general term of Insanity. - 

These are usually grave diseases, and yet they are among the 
most curable of maladies of thetr severity, provided they.are tak-. 
en in.season and the proper remedies applied and continued. 


In recent cases, the recoveries amount to the propotion of &eventy 
five to ninety percent. ofall thatare submitted to the restorátive pro. 
cess. Yet it isan equally well established fact that these diseases 
of the brain tend to fix themselves permanently in the organiza- 
tion, and that they became more and more deficult to be removed 
with the lapse of time. Although three-fourths to nine-tenths may 
be healed if taken within a year after the first manifestation of the 
disorder, yet if this measure be delayed another year and the dis. 
eüses are from one to two years standing, the cures would proba- 
bly be less than half that proportion even with the same restora- 
tive measures. Another, and a third year added to the disease, 
diminishes the prospect of cure and in a still greater ratio than 
the second. 

And a fourth, still more. The f fifth renders it so low as to seem 
lo be nothing.” Doe 

Now, notwithstanding. our State has incurred a large expense 
(and I hope is still willing to incur more,) in erecting and fitting 

out an Institution for the benefit -of this unfortunate class of her 
citizens, many who might have been restored to health, and become 
-useful members of society, have through the neglect of friends, 
been denied its privileges, and allo wed to languish.at.-home until 
past: recovery, and. who, if ultimately placed: here; must be a.tax 
on their friends, or the State during the remainder of their natural 
. lives, and will be the means of causing others to get in a like in- 
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.curable- condition, by filling up the . Asylum to the exclusion of re- 

cent and curable cases. And I would remark here, that in the 
event of the Institution becoming crowded with old cases and ap- 
plication be made for recent ones, the Superintendant should be 
authorized to send the old ones to the counties from which they 
came, to be there taken care of, and thus make room for the re. 
cent cases in the hospital. Since the prime object in the treat- 
ment of menta] as well as physical diseses is their cure, and no 
one in his senses would think of throwing away his efforts on an. 
incurable physical disease, while one that was curable (but likely 
to become otherwise) demanded his attention. 

There is another class that he should to authorized to refuse ad. 
mission, or have the power to send home upon making certain dis - 
c .veries. 

I allude to pregnant women, we have, had two. cases of this 
kind this year, both however, fortunately recovered in time to leave 
before their confinement, otherwise we should have been put to 
great inconvenience, while the comfort and welfare of other pa. 
tients would have been materially interfered with. 

In my report of last year, I called your attention to our water- 
closets; these necessary appendages were in a bad condition then, 
and have not yet been improved; we should, however, have had them 
re-arranged before this, but for pecuniary disability, (about which 
I will say more presently.) I hope it will not be long before we 
will have it inour powertoabatethis nuisance, as I ordered a month 
ago, from Messrs Morris. & Tasker, machinists, of Philadelphia, 
a!l the requisite fixtures. ; 

Some alterations are required in the wards'to render them more 
secure against suicidal cases ; we have had these made as far as 
the materials at our command would go, and have ordered enough 
to comiplete the job at an early day. 

The sitting rooms in some of the wards, would be very much 
improved by carpets, and a few pictures. Our library can scarcely 
be called even a nucleus; I alluded slightly to this subject in my 
report of last year. The legislature made an appropriation of 
one hundred dollars, to be expended in the purchase of books, 
which amount was invested (doubtless) in the most judicious man- 
ner, by one of your honorable body. 

Another improvement, the want of which we are now experienc- 
ing the sad effects, is in the way of cisterns. I had hoped to have 
been able to remedy this defect by excavating a large pond in the 

zar of the building, which would furnish water for washing and 
other like purposes, and set about preparing this last winter, but 
we progressed slowly with it, depending upon the patients to per- 
form the most of the labor in digging it out, consequently did not 
get it ready in time to catch any water before the drought set in. 

The four cisterns which we have, are now entirely dry, and 
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‘have been for two weeks, with the exception of ona which con- 
-tams a litle water used’ only for drinking, we have to-haul that 
‘Which we use for all other purposes. © = 77 o2 5 

I fee] confiderit that there is in Mississippi, State pride enough and 
abundant libérality to make her institution rank ámongthe best of 
‘its class; andthat when she shall have been made acquainted with 

-its wants, she will atonce adopt the necessary measuresto place it 
on an equal footing with those of her sister States, and the neighbor- 
ing provinces. : 

- Through the kindness of your Board, I was permitted to attend 
the Convention of Superintendents, which assembled in the city of 
Quebec, in the month of June last. During my absence, I visited 
the institution at Toronto; the one at-Quebec; the McLean, at 
Boston; the New York State hospital, at Utica; Blooming Dale, 
near the city of New -York; the city hospital, on Blackwell’s, 
Island; the New Jersey State Institution, at Trenton; the Pennsyl- 
vania hospital for the Insane, near Philadelphia ; and the Govern- 
ment hospital, at Washington City. l 


To the highly accomplished gentlemen at the heads of these 
establishments, I would respectfully tender many thanks for their 
polite attentions and kindness, in showing me through their Insti- 
tutions, where I had an opportunity of gathering much valuable 
information. l l 

Here I found that no pains or expense had been spared to add 
to the comfort and pleasure of the inmates. The floors were ele- 
gantly carpeted, the walls decorated with rich paintings, four fine 
pianos, as many billiard tables, ten pin alleys, extensive museums, 
the library in one, I was told contained six thousand volumes, 
others from three to four thousand, newspapers any number. . 


Besides these internal arrangements, the grounds were general- 
ly beautified and adorned in the highest degree, even to suit the 
most fastidious taste ; extensive walks and drives within a safe 
enclosure, so that patients could take all the exercise in the open 
air necessary for their health, and whether in or out of the house, 
could always find something to interest and amuse them. 


Now are not Mississippians ready and more than willing tocon- 
tribute liberally from the fullness of their treasury for the allevia- 
tion of the sufferings of this afflicted class of persons who have 
been guilty of no crime, but who are the unfortuzate ‘subjects of 

: the greatest calamity that ever befel the human race, viz: that of 
being bereft of reason. p 

Since much has already been done, and we are urging still fur- 
ther improvements for the comfort and welfare of the insane portion 
of our white population, I cannot in this connexion fail to call your 
attention to the wants of the blacks. It has been: the pride and 
the boast of Mississippi, and I might say of the entire slave-hold. 
ing region, that-the negro receives all proper care for the alleyia- 
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tion of his physical diseases, but it is a lamentable fact that- but 
few if any of the States, have. gs yet. made privision for taking 
care of those among them who might become insane, The Gen- 
eral Government has erected. suitable buildings on the hospital 
grounds near Washington City, for the accommodation of negro 
patients. These I had an opportunity of examining during the 
. past summer, under the direction of Dr. Nichols, the able and ef- 
ficient Superintendent of the Instiution. T ng 

: Now if Congress has been prompted by benevolence to provide 
for the wants of the few negroes in the District of Columbia, it 
seems to me that the Legislature of Mississippi ought to be equal- 
ly prompted both by benevolence and self-interest, to provide for 
the welfare of the negroés within her borders. 


Nearly all the cases originating among them would be sent up 
early, consequently we might expect a large per centage of cures, 
and they would all be pay patients, which would very much lessen 
the expense to the State. ` S 

We have had during the year several applications for the admis- 
sion of negroes, all of which we have been compelled to decline 
for want of room, since we could not put them in the same apart- 
ments with white patients, and no building had been specially pro- 
vided fór their use. 
^ We have, however had one colored woman rather smuggled in 
on us. She was sent up from one of the sea.shore counties, with 
papers which purported to be signed by the Probate Judge, Clerk, 
and Sheriff, showing that a jury had sat on her case as prescribed 
inthe Code, in the case of white people. 

I expressed my doubts asto her status, and was informed by the 
Deputy Sheriff that he had known her twelve or fifteen years, that 
she 1n all that time had passed for a white woman, but that he 
thought she had some Portugee and some Shawnee blood in her ; 
her papers had not the official seal, but only the private seal of the 
respective officers. 

I wrote tothe Judge in regard to the case, and received from 
the Probate Clerk a copy of the record bearing the seal of office, 
the Judge appeared to know very little of her history, he said he 
had been informed that she had once been married to a white man, 
and that she had owned property in his county, but that-neither 
of these facts were on record. 

I am satisfied that she is a mulatto, she tells me herself that she 
was raised a slave in the State of North Carolina, and'that she has 
beén sold three several times. ! 

As regards the physical health of our inmates, I will state that 
many of them are brought to us in a very debilitated condition, 
and require medical treatment from the hour of their admission, 
and that we have had a good deal of disease of different. sorts 
among them, but nothing like an epidemic of any kind, 
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- , Joke ment of February, eg bad a. case. of. .varioloid; to antke- 
its appearance on a lady. who had: been inthe hospital two: weeks ; 
we immedietely had her removed to'a room iri the: attic, and. Yaos 
cinated al] the other. patiente, as also, the, household generally, and: 
had the satisfaction of seeing the disease;stop.here. “The. erup- 
tion‘on this lady, was very extensive, and leit.a few pits, the fever, 
rüh pretty high for a few days, and after this subsided, she was no- 
longer insane.. She remained with us three months after her. fe 
covéry from the varioloid; and ‘appeared to have been fully restor. 
ed. We have had &omé-cases of pneumonia, as you may have 
observed from a preceding patt'of' this ‘report. Bowel affections, 
such as diarrheeaand dysetitery, have been moré ëmge tian 
‘anyother form ot ‘disédse, and Wé have'been more troubled with: 
these‘recently, since, we have -beén cómpelled-to diminish the pE 
ply of water somewhat to the wards. We have had recently ie 
a very severe case of Typhoid fever, which, I am pleased Gaar: 
is entirely convalesceüt. — - a 
. There is one other ease which I will mention, of injury of thé! 
hip. Two female patients were waltzing in the hall of their ward, 
the one very stout, the other remarkably feeble from the effects of 
long standing diarrhoa: OA one 
"he weaker one received a fall from which she sustained an {hs 
jury of the left hip. It was one of those cases where it'is extremé- 
ly difficult sometimes, to make a correctdiagnosis. Tavailed myself 
of the opinion of some half dozen physicians, and I believe nene of 
us was fully satisfied in regard to the exact nature ofit, we, howevér; 
coticluded it must be fracture of the neck of the femur, and treat: 
ed it accordingly. Notwithstanding the unfaverable condition. Of 
this patient for beating up under the shock of so great an injury, 
she has continued to live, and for two or three months past hg 

been àbleto move about the ward, (the injured limb considerabl 
shortened.) 1 fear, however, that dropsy, the disease under wik 

shes now laboring, ‘will ere long take her off. ed

I will inform you gentlemen, if you are not already aware of the 
fact, that a portion of the line which divides the Asylum land from 
that of Col. William Hardeman runs through eur garden and takes 
off aout one third of it. Col. Hardeman is willing to sell to the 
State the twenty acres which lie in the northwest corner of the 
quarter section, in which the hundred and forty acres of the Asy- 
lum land is located. ‘This will secure the garden, and by making 
an exchange of a few acres with Col. H., by letting. him keep that 
portion of the twenty acres which lies west of the public road for 
a portion of his open land which lies west of our present front en- 
trance, we can by turning the road a little, add very much to the 
appearance of our grounds, besides giving us a larger space for the 
exercise of patients. He is willing to take. $30 per acre for the 
land, and i would suggest the propriety of closing the bargain with 
him as soon as practicable, so that we can set about preparing the: 
road in time for winter travel. l y 

The account of our Steward is hereto annexed to which I refer 
you for the varicus items of expenditure during, the past twelve 
months. .

GeNTLEMEN: At the Session of the Legislature of 1856, an ap: . 
propriation “Was made of six thousand dollars, for rebuilding the 
front part of the Pénitentiary. Since my last report the: building 
has heen completed at a cost of $5,892 25. l 

On the 31st of November, 1357, we had incarcerated, in tkis CH 
atitution one hundred and five inmates ; since which time they have 
gradually increased and now number one hundred. and orty- ae 
an increase of thirty-nine in one year.  . 

Tho cell building contains one hundred and forty. eight « cells and 
but four remain withuut an inmate. . I would, through you, gentle. 
men, invite the Committee on the’ Penitentiary, especially, - ta the 
want of the Institution in this particular, Unless provision ig 
mare for extending the prison building, we will be compelled te 
lodge two prisoners iri one cell, which is pernicious to (ber health, 
and tends greatly to increase their facilities to escape. 


a 
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The upper tier of cells are not sufficiently strong for the purpose 
for which they were intended. On the night of the- 21st. of An. 
gust, a prisoner made his escape, by cutting.out a portion bf the 
areh.of hiscell. -Upon examination, we found that thé arch äs 
but a single brick thick—without being secured above with any 
ether material. The mortar is of an inferior description. Hehad 
no difficulty in removing it with a small piece of iron, which he 
had secreted about his person. The condition of these cells bas 
given us much uneasiness. The bale or hoop from’ their water 
buckets would be a sufficient ingtrument to remove the arch in a 
few hours; when the arch is removed, they have access to the roof 
of the building, from which they can descend without difficulty. 
When we ascertained the condition of these cells, we removed the 
most of the inmates to the lower cells, and placed in their stead, 
prisoners whose time of imprisonment was of short duration. We 
also changed the old plan of the guard watching by watches alter- 
nately, during the night, and placed the responsibility on two young 
men, who performs the duty for the entire night, without being re- 
lieved. By this arrangement we know who to hold responsible ; 
and as was anticipated, we find the change, in every respect, pre- 
ferable. 

Soon after the buring of our Cotton Factory I held a consulta- 
tion with you, as to the propriety of retaining our Engineer and 
Operator. 1 gave it as my opinion that it would be to the interest 
of the State to retain Mr. Barnhart, the Operator, who had much 
experience in Cotton Mills, for the advantage his councel would be 
in erécting the new Cotton Mill. We found, as the work progress- 
ed, that his councels were of great service to us ; and the result 
has been that we have not had to reconstruct any portion of our 
building. He also had charge of the Engine until we were pre- 
pared to remove it to the new building, at which time he com- 
menced putting up our machinery. He is still with us, busily en- 
gaged in putting up the new machinery. 

Mr. Roger, (he Engineer, strenuously contended that he 
was employed by the year, and that he was entitled to his 
pay until the expiration of the year, which wulod have. ex- 
pired on the 15th of October, 1857. After consulting with 
your Honorable Board, I thought it prudent to lay the mat- 
ler before the Attorney General. who advised me not to pay 
him for any longer time than the necessities of the Institution re- 
quired. I paid him up to the expiration of the quaiter and then 
dismissed him. 

Bo soon as the weather would admit, we commenced preparing for 
brick making, on the West side of the prison wall—outside of the 
grounds enclosed by the Penitentiary proper—but adjacent thereto, 
on a lot belonging to the prison property. -The question was soon 
raised as to our right to work the prisoners outside the prison walls. 
1,submitted this question, also, to the Attorney General. He re- 
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‘plied that he could find no. Jaw authorizing me to employ the .con. 
Vitta outside the walls, and believed that it was not contem lated | 
‘by the Legislature that they should be so employed. | Yet, as; the 
‘@astoin had prevailed from the foundation of the Institution, by the 
acit recognition of the Legislature, and as it was greatly to the: in. 
“terest of the State that they should be so empluyed at this partigue 
lar juncture ; when, owing to the destruction, by fire of the. Cot- 
‘ton Factory, department, there weuld be nothing within the walls 
'&t which to employ them; and further advised me to so continue 
te employ them, &c. Acting in obedience to a resolution of your 
Board, fortified by the opinion of the Attorney General, I continu- 
ed to make brick, so long as the weather would permit me so to do. 
Y found it difficult to manage them outside of the wall. 

. Mr. Murray, the Superintendent of the Artesian Well, has, at- 
tained the depth of 512 feet. 'The bore is nine inches on the in- 
side of the tube. The length of tube is 470 feet. "The tube is 
eontinuous in sections of 12 feet, screwed together with wrought 
iron bande, 4 inches wide. 

"We are now engaged in reaming out the lower part of the bore 
to a eufficient size to admit the tube. We have had great difficul- 
ty in attaining this depth, with a tube so unusually large. We,be- 
lieve that the tube we use is the largest which has ever been used 
in the United States, exceptthe one used in an effort to obtain wa- 
ter in Canal Street, New Orleans, which was the same size, 
When we commenced our Well, we expected to reduce the size of 
the. bore after reaching 180 feet. At this depth we knew that we 
would pass through a strattum of quick sand, and reach a harder 
formation, through which we did not expect we could pass the tube, 
Since which time, however, by the diligence and skill of Mr. 
Murray, we have passed through three stratums of rock—to. its 
present depth—and he'informs me that he has every confidence of 
passing it to any desirable depth. 

We have had more difficulty in managing the inmates of the In- 
stitution during the past summur than heretofore, owing, doubtleas, 
do the fact that it was impossible to observe that decipline which is 
mecessary in their management, situated as we were. Having 
them employed in all parts of the yard, prosecuting our building 
eperations. We had also at one time as many as thirty hands at 
work, outside the wall. We have not been enabled to keep em- 
ployed a considerable number of our hands, and, at the present 
lime, we have unemployed about 30 men. We will get a portion 
of the machinery in operation ina few days; but will still have 
zemaining a considerable number of hands unemployed. Many of 
them are wholly inefficient for any kind of mechanical work, at 
present, and asit is the policy of the Institution to employ them in 
manufacturing cotton fabrics, it would not pay to make an effort to 
beach them the mechanical arts; and, moreover, I doubt the poliey 
of teaching them the mechanical trades,to come in competition 
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with those who kave volunteerly chosen such occupations for life. 

During the past year we have raised the front wall 3 feet higher. 
‘We have torn down and rebuilt the watch-towers on the from 
wall, enlarging them and making them much more comfortable for ` 
the guard and greatly beautifying them. '- pm 

We have white-washed the front wall, on the outside, and alge 
white-washed a considerable portion of the wall, on the inside. © 

We have washed the entire building with a solution of lime, 
cement and sulphate of iron, a cheap and durable wash, which wil 
retain its freshness for an age. — | 

Y e have rconstructed nearly all of the aqueducts, which coa- 
vey the water underground from the buildings to the cisterns. ., 

We have taken up and relaid nearly all of the pavements in the 
prison yard, and the f ront of the Penitentiary property. l 

We have constructed briek pavements, six feet wido, around the 
entire buildings, except the blacksmith shop. JPN 

. We have built a new blacksmith shop, covering it with slate. 

We have built a new Wash House, 25 feet in diameter. We 
built it circular, which makes it more convenient than if square. ` 

We have dug, and walled up with brick, a new cistern, 20 ‘foot 
deep by 20 feetin diameter. 

The above enumerated improvements have been made by con- 
vict labor alone. l 

On the first day of November last I employed by your direction, 
Capt. Daley, to superintend the building of the new Cotton Fac- 
tory, and have paid him, according to agreement, $4 per day for 
his services. Much praise is due him for the skill he has exhib. 
ited in its erection. It gives me pleasure to have this opportunity 
of expressing my approbation for the care he has bestowed im 
its erection. 

The Cotton Mill is 200 feet long, 66 feet wide. The engine 
room is in the main building. The boiler room is located at the 
north end of the building. The entire length, embracing the 
boiler room, is 238 feet. It is two stories high. The material is 
of the best quality which could be procured in this vicinity. It ia 
covered with the best Welch slate. We have spared no pains ia 
its erection, using iron and cement wherever it would add to its 
durability or strength. The painting, carpenter’s work and black. 
amithing was performed entirely by convict labor. 

On the 6th day of October, Capt. Daley finished the work whiok 
he had undertaken to perform, so far as desirable at present. — It i 
finished except the painting of the inside of the lower floor.

Our new Cotton Factory is an excellent building. It is strong, 


durable and substantial. When the entire building is filled with 


machinery, I think the care which we have taken in its construc. 


tien will be fully realized and appreciated.

machinery as its capacity would allow. It contained the following 
machinery.

An additional appropriation will be necessary to purchase ma- 
ebinery. I, however, would not purchase all the looms at one 
time. We cannot know with certainty the capacity of the cards 
until ascertained by actual experiment. The spinning frames and 
lóoms should be purchased so as to correspond with the amount of 
material furnished by cards. I would, however, purchase at once 
80 looms. 

The utmost capacity of tbe old-Cotton Mill was an average of 
10 bales per week.

If the above amount of machinery was purchased, and in 
good running order, it would produce a proportionate of incomo 
amounting to $80,000 00 per annum. 

Owing to the suspension of the State Treasury I found it diffi. 
eelt to presecute the erection of the building, consequently I did 
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Bot pay balances in my hands into the Treasury as the law di. 
recta; during the months of: November;: December, January, Feb. 
ruary and March. Since which time I have paid the balance in 
in my hvals at thaxo iration of each month into the Treasury. 

Col. Madison McAfee, & McAfee & Block, accepted for a suffi. 
eient amount to purchase the Slate necessary for covering the 
building. 

The. Trustees of the Blind Asylum, also, cashed a draft on the 
Treasury for one thousand dollars, which was of great service 
to us. 

Notwithstanding the exhausted state of the Treasury, I have wot 
paid either interest or commissions for advauces. 

For the health of the prison for the past year, I would refer you 
to the report of the Physician and Surgeon. He also makes other 
suggestions, which I would direct your attention to. 

For detailed state.nents of the transactions of the prison I would 
refer you to the tables made out by the Clerk of the Institution ` 

Mr. Ozanne, our worthy Chaplain, hasconstantly attented to his 
duties as chaplain to this Institution for the past year, notwithstas- 
ding the new Code made no provision for such an officer. I do 
thiuk that the laborer is worthy of his hire. l 

I have in my possession a note which was given to my prede- 
cessor for money loaned to Geo. Fearn & Co., of this city for 
$1,00 50, which was deposited by convict Beck, who made his eg. 
cape from the Penitentiary during Mr. Swann's administration. 

«1 have buen guarnisheed by parties living in Marshall county 
aud judgment obtained for 334,67 dollars, which has been paid.— 
I have also been guarnished by other parties in Monroe and Mar- 
shall counties, and if judgment is obtained in these suits, it will 
consume the entire amount. It is bearing interst from date, at 
8 per cent. per annum. 

In conclusion, gentlemen, I can not refrain from expressing my 
obligations to you, in assisting me with your councils, in disbursing 
the unusually large amount of money which has passed through tay 
hands, during the past fiscal year, of this Institution —which I 
hope will be satisfactory to you and those who reposed the trust im 
ins; n 

I would also return my thinks to the various employees aad 
officers of this Institution for their fidelity in the discharge of thoit 
varions duties.

To His Excellency 
WILLIAM McWILLIE 
Governor of the State of Mississippi : 

Sir.—At the close of the last fiscal year there were 144 eon. 
victs confined in the Mississippi Penitentiary—showing an in- 
crease of 39 since our last annual Report. The cells of the pri- 
‘son are now well nigh filled ; and provision will necessarily have 
to be soon made for the future. 

The new Factory building, ordered by the last Legislature, is 
now finished, with but some slight exceptions. The manner in 
which this work bas been prosecuted to its completion by Col. 
Hardin, assisted throughout by Capt. Deley, an experienced archi- 
tect and builder, will no douht be fully appreciated by the Legisla- 
ture. For a minute description of the building, we respectfully 
refer you to the report of the Superintendent. 

It will be seen, also, from said report that the 40,000 dollars 
appropriated by the Legislature for building the cotton factory and 
purchase of Machinery. has been expended. The building costing 
$21,143 i9,a sum larger than was originally supposed. Leavy- 
ing only $15,857 81, for the purchase ef machinery, an amount 
wholly inaduquate for the supply of the Factory building, which 
will not contain more than sufficient Machinery for the present 
labor in the prison, when filled to its utmost capacity. 

By reference to the Superintendent’s Report, you will see the 
amount of machinery, in addition to that already purchased, for 
which the building is capacitated ; which, if added, will preduce 
not less than eighty thousand dollars worth of fabrics, per annum, 
and although in planning the Factory building, we believed the time 
to be not very distant when the convict labor in the Penitentiary 
would be sufficient for the above result,still, we did uot expect its 
arrival quite so soon. But having. as we now have, the room, the 
Jaber. and sufficient steam power, we express the hope that the 
Legislature will make a sufficient appropriation to supply the ad. 
ditional machinery, as enunciated in the report of the Superin- 
tendant. 

The Rev. Mr. Ozanne has been diligently laboring as Chaplain 
in the Penitentiary, without compensation, since the new Code 
went into operation—their being no salary provided by law, as 
heretofore, for that office. This is thought to have resulted from 
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over-sight, as itis believed that neither those who revived the Code, 
nor the Legislature; intendéd to cut off the unfortunate inmates fo 
the Pententiary from the benefits of a preached Gospel ; nor to rely 
solely upon those 'whose obligations of duty might require them 
to perform the duty without remuneration. Mr. Ozanne will no 
doubt bring his claim before the proper committee. We can but 
eherish the hope that the office of Chaplin will be re-established, as 
wel for the moral influence exerted upon convicts as the holesome 
influence upon the «police of the prison. 

..We respectfully refer you to the report of. the Physician, Doct. 
Boyd, for the health of the prison. His services to the Peniten- 
tiary, as well as that of Clerk, are by no means compensated.— 
When the business ofthe Penitentiary did not exceed half whatit 
is now, aud the convicts but little more than one third the present 
number, the salary of Clark was much larger than at presen, and 
that of Physician more than twice as large. 

To the report of the Superintendent, and various Gables 28 
made out bythe Clerk, Col. m herewith annexed, we respect- - 
fully refer you for a general and statistical account of the affairs 
and operations of the Penitentiar y for the last fiscal year. Itwiill 
be seen that the labor performed by the convicts has been con- . 
siderable, and although there has been some escapes and some 
attempts that have failed, still their conduct, in the main, hap been 
such as not to be passed over without notice. It has been with 
pleasure that we have observed the cheerful, earnest and business- 
like manner in which the prisoners labor at the various occupa- 
tiens assigned them, and whilst for this, the convicts are entitled 
to due praise, still it must be remembered that it does not result 
from accident or the resort to undue force, but, results mainly 
frem the quiet, firm and energetic course ef Col. Hardin, whe 
possesses in a high degree, the qualities so essential to the sue- 
eessful management of a State prison. 

The same may be said of Capt, Harrall, the Seargent of the 
Guard ; who has so long and ably filled that position. .'l'he con. 
duct of the Guard of the prison for the last year hae no! cnly been 
good, but with a few exceptions, has been such as to warrant our 
Warmest approval.

Messrs. Narigg, Mansure & Graves, 
Inspectors of Mississppi Penitentiary. 


GENTLEMEN :—It becomes again my pleasant duty to make ny 
annual report to you, as Physician and Surgeon tothis Institution— 
this being the least duty I have to perform in connection with this’ 
office. ‘There is nothing important to note, except that as the. 
number of convicts increase, the number of incurable and consti- 
tutional maladies also increse. ‘The number of aged convicts is 
also increased in the same ratio with the number incarcerated in 
the prison. And it also seems to me to be true, that the length of 
the terms of service, with the vast majority of the prisoners is also 
increased. 

There his been several persons convicted of high crime, of such 
an advanced age, and for such long terms, that of necessity, they 
must die in the prison, of old age, before their terms of service 
expire. Two such cases have died during the present summer; 
and one of them, apparently, without any disease whatever. Each 
season of the year brings with it, its usual character of disease : 
Winter with its pneumonias, coughs, colds, &c.; Spring its bilioud 
remittants and dysentery, and Summer its ciarrhceas, diseased’ 
livers, &c.; and Falls its intermittants and congestive cases, with 
occasional dysenterys and diarrhceas. "This has been the usual 
course of disease, but we have had also, almost every variety im 
the catalogue of disease. There has been scurvey, scvofula, syph- 
ilis, in its secondary and terteary stages, fis:ula. and (a number of 
cases.) haemorrhoids, and diseased spleen, besides several cases 
of temporary mania. This latter disease has been caused, in every 
instance, by self-pollution or masterbation. It is impossible, in 
many instances, to prevent this practice in a Penitentiary. "The 
fear of permanent mania is the only reason which will in.’ 
fluence, any one addicted to the habit, to quit it. There are many 
of the above diseases produced by some other cause than mere 
prison life, and amongst the number, I wil] cite disentery, diarrhosa 
and hæmorrhoids. Now, I think. that if there was a smaller 
proportion of animal food given, and & corresponding increase im 
the vegitable food, to these importunate persons, that there would 
be a decrease in the above stated diseases. I have not had the 
advantage of a hospital where to treat a single case, consequently 
I could not expect to make as rapid cures in the confined air of 
the cells as in a larger and well vestilated room. I would suggest 
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to you, an indispensable necessity for a hospital, it being, at pre sent, 
the most important want of the Institution. You will pardon the 
bringing before you, matters more of a personal, than of general 
interest ; but really I feel like that it would be doing myself great 
“injustice, to omit reporting what will now follow. In 1856, i was 
elected to the office of Physician and Surgeon to this Institution, 
and found 82 prisoners, and the number has rapidly increased until 
now. At this time there are 144 convicts in the prison. During 
this short time (24 years, nearly,) there has been admitted 140,. 
and discharged and pardoned 121. But three deaths have occurred. 
These facts and figures cannot be mistaken. The facts have 
been ascertained by a consultation of the books of the Penitentiary. 
In the table presented, you will have the number of prisoners at. 
the end of each year, and the amounts paid the Physician during 
each year from 1845 to the present time. 
I have presented these facts and figures, that you, and the present 
Legislature, may perceive a necessity for a modification of the 
present.law of the Penitentiary, of allowing only $400 to its. 
Physician and Surgeon. Allow me to say to you that this is no 

salary.at all —that it does not half pay for the services rendered.

The above is a faithful record for the last 14 years, as to num- 
ber remaining in the prison at the end of each year; and the 
amount paid to each Physician and Surgeon during this period. 
For the first seven years Dr. Langley had an average number 
remaining in the prison for the entire time of 85 and one seventh 
per year. Dr. Cabaniss had an average of 85 and one fourth;

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and I have had an average of just 114 and $ during my term. 
During the seven years, commencing with 1845, and ending in 
1851, ineluding both years, there was admitted into the prison 209, 
and at the end of the seven years, there was a reduction in the 
number of persons in the Instituiion, of eight, showing that they 
went out, as fast or faster than they were coming in. During the 
years 1852, '53, '54 and '55, 149 prisoners were admitted, and at 
the end of these four years, there were precisely the same number 
in the prison, as at the commencement. 

During the last 3 years there has been admitted into the prison 
140, and pardoned, and discharged 124, and yet, in less than 3 
years the number has ¿increased from 82 to 144. The most of 
those pardoned and discharged required medical treatment. Even 
should they have not required medical treatment, and leaving them 
entirely out of the count, I have had an average of 30 more per- 
sons subject to disease, than any of my predecessors in this office, 
and yet I have scarcely received halfas much pay as they have. 
Now, I believe I should be paid as much as my predecessors, or 
that I should be paid nothing at all. If my services are valuable, 
they should be paid for, if not I sheuld be discharged at once. 'The 
present salary does not compensate me for mylabor. "There is net 
a person in this town or the surrounding country, who desires my 
services at all, who is not perfectly willing to pay me double the 
amount, Í get from the State for the same amount of services. 

And what justice is there in that law ofa State, which will 
attempt to coerce one of its citizens to de more for it, than for an 
individual friend, in a pecuniary point of view. Patriotism does net 
require it of me, nor does morality ; therefore, I will ask you, as 
the agents of the State, to ask its Legislature, to repeal the present 
law ; and to pay me for past and present services.

In this connection, I would call your attention to the ‘following 
extract from said report of Hon. A. H. Arthur: A 
“But this examination shows that the Auditor's books are wrong 
23,801 73.”—See page.12. On page 7 Mr. Arthur says; “that 
near $25,000 00 of this fund was drawn by the Jackson’ and 
Brandon Commissioners on the simple order of the Governor, 
without having passed through the Auditor’s office, and without the 
warrant of the Auditor."

the amount so drawn, could be made on the Auditor's books. | Now, 
add this amonnt so drawn, which Mr. Arthur says is.near $25,-

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wrong, although the Treasurer’s and Auditors books would noi 
agree. If the Auditor’s books are wrong, it must be from some 
improper entry, and nothing of thiskind has been detected. 

The amount to the credit of the Three per cent. fund was ap- 
propriated to the several Railroads, as per act of the Legislature, 
passed November, 1857, except the sum of $949 07 which is yet 
due New Orleans, Jackson and Great Northern Railroad Company; 
There has been nothing received on account of said fund since my 
last report. 

In the report of the “ Joint Select Committee of the Legislature 
to examine the State Offices," dated December 19, 1857, on page 
3 it is stated that several Sheriff accounts were allowedíor too 
mueh—this is true—and are as follows—to the Sheriffs of Panola, 
Yazoo, Claiborne, Bulivar and Monroe, in their accounts for holding 
Presidential elections were included pay of managers in addition 
te the clerks and returning officers, amounting in the aggregate 
to $255 50. In auditing these claims, this fact was overlooked ; 
and had our books been posted the error would have been detected 


and corrected. 1 think, however, in two years trassactions, la 


which time I had disbursed over two millions of dollars, that these 
errors will not be considered as very great. On the same page in 
said report occurs the following passage: ‘‘ We also found that 
road taxes paid on Internal Improvement land in Sunflower county 
$544 61 in 1856—$480 73 in 1857, had been charged to appro- 
priations, because a special act of the Legislature autherized the 
tax to be levied and paid, when they should have been charged to 
the Internal Improvement fund, and we have directed the Auditor 
to charge that fund,” &c. Warrants for these .amounts were 
issued to the tax collector under sec. 3 oi an act approved March 
2d, 1854, which provides that “a tax upon all deeded and Siaie 
lands of one cent. or less per acre may be levied, and the Auditor 
of Public Accounts is hereby authorized to draw his warrant upon 
the Trasurer of this State in favor of the Tax Collector of said 
county,” &c. This act does not direct to what find the warrants 
are to be charged—it is simply a legislative provision directing 
the Auditor to issue his warrant, and it may be that the Legislature 
intended to pay this tax for the purpose of making roads in order 
that the lands might be more accessible, and inducing their entry 
and settlement, that they might become taxable and a source of 
revenue to the State, and this result has been attained as the State 
tax has been more than doubled from Sunflower county since the 
passage of thisact. It was nothing more tlianalegislative appro- 
priation, and could not have properly been charged to any other 
department than “* appropriations"—this was my conclusion, but 
as the Committee differed, I submitted the question to the Attorney 
General, who decided that I had charged the warrants to the 
proper department—consequently, I have not obéyedthe directions 
of the Committee, and the warrants are now charged as they found 
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them. I submit to your Honorable Body that when the Legis. 
lature directs the Auditor to issue a warrant on the Treasury 
without specifying to what department it shall be charged, it must 
necessarily be charged to “*appropriations”—and no injury can 
result from this practice as the voucher in this office always shows 
the particular items for which the warrant was issued. From the 
supposed fact that these warrants were charged improperly, the 
Committee say, * We have no doubt but that a patient and intelli. 
gent accountant to give a thorough examination of the books and 
vouehers for years past could reimburse the Treasury thousands of 
dollars paid out in the same way and charged to appropriations, 
&c. From this conclusion of the Committee, Idissent in toto, and 
it would be remarkably strange if such were the fact. 

It has been the custom of every Legislature, through their Com- 
mittees, to examine the offices, and particularly the Auditor’s office, 
and no such error was ever before reported. The first two years 
of my term of office were examined be a very competent Com- 
mitte, presided over by Hon. Simeon Oliver, Senater from DeSoto, 
&nd the next two years, to November 1857, were very critically 
examined by a Committee, of which Hon A. H. Arthur, Senator 
rom Warren, was Chairman, and the only errors of this kind 
ever reported were those above alluded to—and I think your Hon- 
orable Body will conclude that the Committee and not the Auditor 
was mistaken. 

To that portion of the report of the Committee on the subject 
of the present system of selling lands delinqueuent for taxes in 
the counties, I beg leave to call your éspecial attention, and urge 
the adoption of the views therein presented. Under the present 
law no system can be relied upon, and no power can prevent lands 
from being twice sold. More fraud can be practised under the 
present law than any other that can be devised. It is expensive 
to the State, annoying to the tax payer, troublesome to the honest 
tax collectors, and should be repealed, and the ‘ Forfeited Land 
Law" re.adopted, with such provisions as would relieve it from 
the objections of the old law. The comparison drawn in said re- 
port showing the operation of the two systems cannot fail to im- 
press you with the advantages of the system ef Forfeiture over 
the present one of selling in the counties. 

While on this subject [ would mention that there are a great 
many lands now held by the State for taxes. and liable to purchase 
in this office—some have been here for the last fifteen years, and 
probably will not be purchased. It is more than probable that 
the owners of these lands are ignorant of the fact that they are 
so held by the State. They are an annual expense to the State, 
as by law the State pays the county taxes upon them so long as 
they are unredeemed from the State. And I would suggest that 
your Honorable Body have them disposed of in some way. MK 
would be better for the State that she relinquished herfclaim te 
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them, than that they should continue the property of the State aj 
annual expense of the county taxes. 

By reference to Document A. it will be seen the amount re- 
ceived on account of the Internal Improvement fund. 

The New Orleans, Jackson and Great Northern Railroad Com- 
pany has paid to the State the amount over-issued to them on ac- 
count of this fund, as per my last report. The Mississippi Cen- 
tral Railroad Company has not yet refunded the amount over- 
issued, but I am assured by President Goodman that it will be paid 
ina short time, and would have been refunded before this but for 
his absence in Earope. — . 

In conclusion I would refer your Honorable Body to the report of 
the Legislative Committee at last session, in regard to appropri-

The disbursements at the Auditor's office, as reported to this 


office, from the 1st day of Nov., 1857, to the 29th day of October, _ 


1858, inclusive, amount to $614,659 52. 

Of this amount there were outstanding and unpaid, Nov. Ist, 
1858, $5,457 42; nearly all of which has been since paid. 

Of the issues of the former years, outstanding and unpaid, I can 
only find the sum of $9 60 of the issues of 1856; and the sum of 
$5 00 of the issues of 1857, prior to November. 

In the State Commissioners department, I have made some col- 
lections on account of the Sinking fund. With the concurrence 
of the Governor and Attorney General, 1 have compromised two 
judgments against Jordan Elder et al., for $700 00 in cash. 

I have also received the amount of $6,258 16 in the bonds and 
coupons ofthe Planters Bank; it being paid by Mr. Keiger, on 
notes against him, payable to the Sinking fund. 

'hese sums were paid by warrant into the "Treasury, to the 
credit of the Sinking fund. 

I think it not improper to state to your honorable body, that a 
demand was made on' me, a few days ago, for the payment, out of 
the Sinking fund, ofthe coupons ofthe Plantars Dank, to the 
amount of $112,230 00.

“Fhis office: has very: little of the public monies passing through 
it, hotwithstanding the large amount of business transacted ;. the 
swamp lands being entered by scrip issued to the counties, and 
the money for entries. of Chickasaw schoal and Internal improve- 
ment lands paid directly into the, Treasury—the one office acting 
as a check npon the other. . 

The distribution of the Code and Geological. Report, and the 
sale ofthe Code, have imposed, much extra business.upen Mr. ` 
Dilwortb, the Secretary, without extra pay; and alpoygh the act 
for.the sale of the Code does not require him, to-pay the money 
over, but only report the amonnt received, he has promptly paid 
the whole amount, as fast as he received it,to the State Treasurer. 
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The entry of internal: ‘improvement, Chickasaw; and ‘swamp lands 
are"all made in this office, and it is astonishing to find so few 
errors in an office which transacts so much business—the few 
trivial ones found being corrected-4s ‘the examination progressed.

The Secretary of State is also charged with the duty of calcu- 
lating the interest due to-the Chickasaw school fund, and its dis- 
tribution among the counties of the Chickasaw Cession ; and as 
the fund js accumulating, and the interest payable out of the State 
Treasury—amounting to upwards .of $55,000, per annum—we 
deemed it our duty to examine all the calculations of interest, and 
found the amounts already paid ¿Were correct. The Committee 
would also remark, that, in the distrsbution of the. Code he. exhibi- 
ted receipts of all the contractors, but notwithstanding, ín one in- 
-Stance, an extension of time was granted by the Governor, the 
books have not been delivered in consequence of a mistake in the 
shipment, and the sickness, of the contractor. The Secretary is 
now.sending eut a fresh supply for those counties, and will hold 
the contractor responsible-—a portion of his pay having been re- 


served. : mE eai] a 
AUDITOR OF PUBLIC ACCOUNTS. . . 


Madison McAfee, Auditor, received in 1856, on account

For which he has the State Treasurer's receipt, ...... $1,798 55 

By the late Revenue bill, the lands are sold fortaxes—the deeds 
for which have been gent to the Probate. Clerks for redemption, 
and nothing has yet been realized from them, The levee tax 
received on redemption of land, the Auditor is required to hold and 
pay direct to Levee Treasurer. He hasreceipts from those who have 
drawn, and the balance on hand is still uncalled tor. 

This is the most important of all the State offices, and upon its 
preper management the S ate is deeply interested, for as all claims 
against the State have to be submitted to the Auditor, and by his 
warrant the money drawn from the Treasury, you will see at once 
that without proper caution—a proper system of book:keeping— 
and a knowledge of.the various laws in force, the State might be 
wronged of thousands of dollars. Again, all the various sheriffs, 
tax collectors, and other officers, who collect money for the State, 
have their accounts adjusted in this office—the Treasurer only 
receiving the amount directed. by the Auditor—requiring-much 
labor, care and accuracy in the accounts and books to prevent the 
State from being wronged of thousands of dollars; so that in 
receiving, as well as paying out money, the: State is liableito be 
wronged by a careless or intompetent officer. In addition to this, 
the taxes of non-residents, and of persons owning property in dis- 
tant counties, are receivable by the Auditor until the last day of ` 
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February, in each year, amounting toa considerable sum. He 
also receives the money for the sale of lands heretofore forfeited 
to the State, with all accruing taxes and dámages thereon—the 
books and accounts for which require labor, skill and accuracy, to 
be properly kept for the protection of titles and the interest of the 
State—all showing that it requires two-fold qualifications in this 
office, capacity as well as honesty. . But the people knowing the 
‘the deep interest they have in it, may continue to select a good 
and'competent Auditor, and yet the. Legislature; by a * pennywise 
and pound foolish” policy. in not allowing a sufficient number of 
clerks to perforni'the nédessary duties of the office, which is in- 
creasing every year, máy cause'annually the loss of 10 or 20 times 
the cost of employing the clerks necessary to keep the books and 
accounts properly pested up and balanced. The people may select 
the best Auditorin the State, and he must necessarily be dependent 
on his clerks, because he éannot da all the business himself. The 
Auditor may also employ thé best -elerks jn the State; and yet, if 
they are limited in number, and a vist variety of business pressed 
upon them—and that business increasing étery year asthe wealth 
and population of the State: incréases—so that (ier cannot: have: 
time to keep their books posted up daily, they aré constantly liable 
to commit errors. ` Fhe late éhief” clerk,*ivhó made the oversight 
in the Internal Improvement fund by which an over draft was per. 
mitted, is an excellent-clerk and accountant, and: his süccesáor is 
one of the best'in thé State, but they cannot be expected to keep 
their own books fully posted, when daily called upo to assist in 
other and various duties iri the office. ‘The Deputy Auditor is also 
one of the best clerks in’ the State, and his services are invaluable 
in the office—having been engaged in it for years, and’ familiar 
with every book, paper:or transaction—besides being familiar with 
‘every law, charge, or alteration, but notwithstanding his skill; vigi- 
lance and.perfect familiarity with all the duties of the office, itcan- 
not be expected that he should keep the state of every account in 
the office, when he has a variety ef current duties to perform, and 
still have to keep à set of books equal in amount of labor to any 
other clerk in the State. -His very obliging and accommodating 
disposition, and his great désire to keep all the Revenue accounts 
of the State correct, have impósed on him a large amount of extra 
labor, in statitig and making out accourits for sheriffs and tax col. 
lectors, who come to Jackson ‘with a mass’ of claims—frequeiitly 
3 to 500 from a county—wittiess, jurors, sheriffs, jailors, clerks, 
` constables, coroners, physicians, &c., all of various dates; each of 
which has to be examined particularly whether it is legal, or has 
not already been paid. We have dwelt on these facts for the pur- 
pose of: impressing, through you, upon the Legislature, the impor: 
tance of having in this office a sufficient number of clerks to have 
all the books, the journals, ledgers, (individual ‘and general,) 
receipt and disbursement books, ‘tax sales, internal improvement, 
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Chickasaw lands, and all others, properly posted up, as we are 
satisfied the interests, of the State require it, and that the Deputy 
Auditor and one clerk cannot do it whilst they have other and 
various duties to »erform. We therefore, recommend that at least 
one additional clerk be allowed, to keep the individual book, com- 
prising accounts of the various counties, showing every claim at 
each term of a Court, in each county, allowed against the State, 
and when paid—which operates as à check upon every officer in 
the State, o than 2,000 in number.) and detects and prevents 
the double allowance and payment of claims against the State; 
and this will give the Deputy: more time to devote to. the interests 
of the State in connection with the Revenue books, land and per- 
sonal ; ; Te-assessments. having been made.-this year, showing a 
great increase in consequence uf the immense sales of swamp, 
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internal improvement and Chickasaw lands, and the. gratifying - 


progress and probable. completion of the, magnificent, net-work of 
railroads which traverse the State. We also recommend that the 
roora ‘adjoining the Auditor’s office be connected, therewith. by a 
door way, and ‘appropriated. for the. despusiting of. the. hooks: and 
papers which are accumulating in that office. — ' , 

In the examination of the office a few clerical errors, E 
unavoidable in such an amount of business, were corrected ; and 
also several accounts of sheriffs allowed for too-much, the names 
and amounts having been handed to the Auditor, with. directions 
to charge their. aceounts to be paid back to the State. . We also 
found that road taxes paid on internal improvement. land in. Sun- 
flower county, $544 61 in 1856-8480 73 in 1857, had been 
charged to appropriations, because a special act of the Legislature 
authorized the tax to be levied and paid, when they should have 
been charged to the "internal. improvement fund; and we have 
directed the Auditor to charge that fund, that the amount may not 
be taken out of the taxes paid by the other counties to support their 
State Government. ; 

We have ro doubt but a patient and intelligent accountant, to 
givea thorough examination of the books and “vouchers; for years 
past, could reimburse the State Treasury thousands of dollars paid 
out in the same way, and charged to appropriations, according to 
g custom of thus charging everything in the appropriation bills, or 
in special acts of the Legislature, whew. the amount- should, have 
been charged. to the- accounts for which they wereallowed., There 
are claims allowed in a general approptiation_bill on account of 
the Legislative; J udiciary, Executive Mansion, and Executive Con- 
tingent Fund, Public Printing, Capitol Repairs, University, Lunatic 
Asylum, Blind, Deaf and Dumb, Penitentiary, and other depart- 
ments, which should properly be charged to.each, if for no other 
reason, at least in order that an intelligible a6count should be kept, 
to show the people howtheir money had been spent, and that the 
Legislature might at all times be able to ascertain how much each 
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public institution-and department had cost the State. But more 
particularly important is ¡t, when appropriations or acts óf the 
Legislature are passed, allowihg claims to’ be paid for the internal 
improvement lands, Chickasaw school lands, swamp land, Seminary 
land; sinking fund,,two per cent fund, three por cent. fünd., &c., all 
of. which are trust. funds, and the expenses of each are chargeable 
to the fund itsel£;. there being no. reason why the Státé should, in | 
receiving and acting as, Trustee for. a special fund appropriated to 
a special object, pay all the expenses of the trust out of the gstieral | 
taxes collected from the people to support their Goyernment. "We: 
have. called the. attention of the Auditor to this- erroneous custom," 
and it. will be changed, and each item charged under its” proper” 
head... The Legislature itself is frequently at fault in passing items . 
in the appropriation bills without. specifying-for what purpose: thé * 
claim is allowed, or the fund ;to which it is to be” charged—only ~ 
giving the claimant's name,and amount. “Take for example an 
item:ia.-&n-appropriation.bill + * Article 70, to John Jones, thé sum ` 
of one-hundred dollars,” - The account or bill on which this claim 
i$ founded is left in.committee room, or in the House of Kepresén. 
tatives. and not preserved-—and John Jones goes to the“ Auditot’s 
office and receipts to thé Auditor for warrant on the Treasury in 
full of article 70.in therapprobriation bill! ¿Can any one tell either" 
from the allowance. or his receipt what services Mr. Jones has 
rendered the- State ?. -What is to prevent Mr. Jones at thé next 
session, when a new set of members convene, from making out 
another account against the State and having it allowed again? - 
There are necessarilyaa large number, of persons having claims at ' 
each session and frequently one-man is allowed several separate | 
claims in the same appropriation bill, and Mr. Jones might properly 
claim that the.former allowance was for a different aceount, and ` 
the State could not show that his last account presented’ bad ever 
been, paid. The appropriation should express 'clearly- for what - 
purpose the claim was allowed. and when allowed the Clerk of: 
the House of Representatives should be required to transmit to the `

then charge-each department the ¿amount properly belonging to it, - 
as he.dues in all ether instances. , We discoyered in the examina- 
tion of the books, a claim against the Mobile and Ohio Railroad `

which by a special act of. the Legislature, can-be dischargéd by-: 
the -issue-to the State of that amount of capital stock, for the beéiefit ` 
of,.the internal improvement fund, and we trust you will tequire- 
the said road to issue (e stock, as we have not.found it in” the 
Treasury. «We have no doubt a proper examination of the books 
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for years past would exhibit large amounts paid out of the State 
Treasury for special purposes which ought to-be returned. The 
Levee fund stands charged, for advances out of the State Treasury, 
$123,758 09. The swamp lands also stands charged fór advances 
in locating the land and other necessary expenses in 1854, *55, 
256 and 757, the sum of $38,440 12, all of which ought to be re. 
turned to the State Treasury. ‘The advance for the levee fund 
was intended to be returned to the State by the 300,000 acres of 
swamp land scrip now lying in the State Treasury, reserved by 
the State for that purpose. We beg to call your attention to this 
matter that the Legislature may examine into it, and, if there be 
any more swamp land in the levee district unentered, to enquire 
into the propriety of reviving thís script, for the double purpose of 
reimbursing the State for the advances, and of having all the lands 
entered and put under cultivation. Te most of the swamp lands 
have been entered by speculators, who purchased the scrip issued 
to the counties at a low rate, but if the State should revive and 
offer the 300,000 aeres of scrip on hand, for sale, the settlers would 
no doubt create competition with them and make 1 bring a fair 
price—probably a sufficient amount to fully reimburse the State for 
the advances to the fund. . 

The amount charged to the swamp land fund—at least that 
portion of it for advances to commissioners for locating swamp 
lands—ought to be presented to the United States for payment, as 
it is an expense to be incurred by the General Government before 
the land vests in the State. 

The law authorizing the Auditor to hold in his hands all levee 
taxes collected on forfeited lands, and to pay directly to thé Levee 
Treasurers, is wrong ; all money received shoul? be paid into the 
State Treasury, and the amount due each county drawn outby war- 
rant when paid to Levee Treasurers. In some instances the State 
has already advanced to the counties this Levee Tax, and now, 
when she collects it from the owners of the land in redemption, or 
by sale of the land, the Auditor is required to pay it all directly 
over to the Levee ‘lreasurers, alfhough a portión of it may be due 
to the State. ‘I'he county thus receives ittwice; but if it had been 
paid into the Treasury, the State would have been reimbursed for 
the advance, and only that portion of it due each county could be 

n out, Be 
pe a the examination of this branch of -the business of the. 
Auditor's office, the superiority and the advántages to the State of 
the old law—commonly known as the forfeited land law of 1850 
—over the present system of selling land for taxes is manifest. 
The main objections to the former law were; the want of notice 
to remind delinquents, and the redemptien of the lands at Jackson, 
instead of the various county seats. The first was a valid objec- 
tion, but could easily have been remedied by an extension of time, 
and requiring the Auditor to give notice in some newspaperin the 
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county where the lands were situated, or posted at courthouse _ 
doors, where: there was no payer, of the-final day of its redemp- 
tion, after which the land would be subject to entry or-sale. The 
latter.objection never was a serious one ;. for whilst it is greatly to ` 
the advantage of the State to Jare (he Taxes paid directly into tha 
Treasury, it was more convenient to a majority of the delinquents 
themselves. At least seven-tenths of all lands forfeited to the 
State, or sold for taxes, belong to non-residents of the State, or ` 
non-residents of the county where the land is situated, and it is 
more convenient for them to redeem at the State Treasury than in 
distant counties, whilst the other three.tenths, residents, whose 
lands were forfeited, when they paid their annual taxes, or at any 
other time during the period allowed for redemption, could po tg 
their Sheriff and pay him the amount, and he could write to the 
Auditor to redeem the land, and charge his account kept in the 
Auditor's office, to be accounted for and paid when his annual 
spring settlement of all other taxes was made ; andthusthe whole 
process could be made plain and simple—suojecting none to in. 
couvenience,except those who wilfully neglected to pay theirtaxes, 
. and securing to the State the certainty of redemption in the sim- 
plest and least expensive manner. Most of the older ‘States of 
the:Union, after years of experience, have adopted the : forfeiture 
system in some form, ih preference to selling for taxes, aid for the 
obvious reasons that it is plain and simple in its form, cheaper in - 
its execution, both to the State and the delinquent; insures more 
certainty in the collection of the delinquent tax ; offers no tempta- 
tions to collectors to speculate on the State or land owners, and ` 
creates less conflict and litigation intitles to property ; all of which 
are strong argumenis in favor of its adoption. On the contrary, 
the present system has many faults and objectionable features. 
First—1t offers direct inducements to collectorsto speculate upon 
the.State and individuals, which none but the conscientious will 
resist ; for they make more money when the taxes are not paid 
than when they are. If a man pays one dollar tax, the Sheriff's 
commission would only be a few cents, whilst if he feiled to pay, 
the Sheriff gets five per cent. damages or commission, and one 
dollar for each deed, and the Clerk of Probate gets a fee for Sher. 
iff's acknowledgement of deed. If the land is valuable, or a prob. 
ability of its being redeemed, some friend of the Sheriff can buy 
and make the speculation, for the owner pays a heavy damage bé. ` 
sides fees and cost; but if it is of no válue, and ‘private specula. 
tors wont buy it, then the Sheriff can: bid the refuse off in the ^ 
name. of the State, and the State has:to advance all county, road, 
and other. special taxes on it, as well às the Sheriff's commissions 
and fees, and Clerk’s fees; whereas, under the forfeiture system, 
if the tax is not paid gall the land is forfeited to the State, ‘without 
sale or expense, except the taxes on it—the Sheriff making noth. 
ing by the operation—the State only lying out of the taxes on it,

he.comes to redeem, has nothing to pay but the taxes,.and a .rea.

^. Becond—The present system is not only expensive to dis State, . 
but cumbered with formstending to create confusion and uncertáinty,. 
for after sale made to the State, it then comes to the Auditors of- 
fice and is registered —then by the Probate Glerk registered again:

until at last, when ready for redemption, the State Ze not only “out .

it; and yet the collector can receive the very-same taxes from the

In the examination of the Treasury. department we find a prac- 
tice prevailing of drawing.out ofthe ‘Treasury large appropria- 
tions at once and in advance of any necessity for its use—a prac- 
tice not warranted by a strict, construction of the law, nor by a. 
prudent regard for the public interests, and certainly not contem- 
plated by the Legislature when making large appropriations for 
two years in advance, for the support of the public institutions . 
and various departments of the Government ;. and we are gratified 
to find that,you. have set a good example, in only drawing a por- 
tion of the. Executive contingent fund, leaving the balance in the: 
State Treasury until it is needed for the purposes for which it is: 
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appropriated. The Legislature very properly provided in the last 
. as»propriation for the Penitentiary, that it should only be drawn 
Som the Treasury as it was needed; and this wholesome proviso 
asald be added to all other appropriations hereafter, so as to have 
Sera drawn quarterly, as the pay of all public officers are drawn, 
esas needed for the appropriation.

None of these bonds given for principal and interest specify 

where they are payable, except the income bonds of the Mobile 
and Ohio Railroad, which are, with the coupons, payable in Mo. 

The act ought to have stipulated that the bonds and interest 
should be paid at the State Treasury. The State has made itself 
chargeable with the interest, which now amounts to upwards of 
$55,000 pex annum, payable Ist May and Ist of November, and 
should hold the roads to strict accountability, or it will be a bur- 
den on the Treasury. The roads have, so far, paid the interest in 
the State Treasury promptly, and we hope they will continue to 
be prompt, but it is the duty of the representatives of the people 
to keep watchful care over a matter so important to tne interests of

ADDRESS — . 


Mn. PRESIDENT, AND GENTLEMEN: lam invited here to 
deliver the annual address before the Agricultural Bureau 
and State Society for the promotion of “ Agricultural and 
Mechanic Science.” 

Leaving to others, more conversant:with their practical 
detail, to enlighten you in the various departments which. 
these annual exhibitions are intended to advance, I shall 
address myself to the discussion of measures of State policy, 
deemed vital to the security of our domestic industry, and 
social independence as a people. , 

To secure the happiness, and promote the varied inter-- 
ests of ‘its citizens should be the great business of Govern-- 
ment everywhere ; to establish equality of political rights, 
equality of protection, equality of benefits and blessings, so 
far as they depend upon the operation of wholesome laws, 
is the peculiar design of our American State Governments y. 
to foster and encourage equally the industry of all classes, 
against the competition, combinations, or contrivances of 
other States or Governments, is a policy no less wise than 
natural and ` just. Indeed, to guard languishing labor: 
against the overshadowing influences which hinder, obstruct, 
appropriate or diminish its just remuneration ; to protect 
the weak energies of incipient industry in every department 
against the voracious avarice that would consume it; to 
restrain the more powerful, wealthy and influential mem- 
bers of society from their natural tendency to impoverish and 
degrade the weaker and poorer, are lessons of duty, to be 
gathered: no less from the teachings of nature around us, 
than from our own reason, and the experience of the past. 

It has been said by an eminent statesman—" Whatever 
else may benefit particular portions of society, whatever 
else may assist capital, whatever else may favor sharp- 
sighted commercial enterprise, professional skill, or: éxtra- 
ordinary individual sagacity or good fortune, he assured, 
that nothing can advance the mass of society in prosperity 
and happiness, nothing can uphold the substantial interest 
and steadily improve the general condition and character of 
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n whole, but this one thing—compensating rewards for 
abor." . ; ANE 

To accomplish this desirable.result, this important object, 
in agricultural and mechanical pursuits, is the great busi- 
ness of this associated intelligence. 

That” much may be done by voluntary effort, I do not 
doubt; that this Bureau, originating in the most exalted 
patriotism and wisdom, and kindly ushered into being by 
the Legislature, will greatly contribute to the diffusion of 
useful, practical knowledge, in the departments assigned to 
: its guardian care, I am ready to admit. Indeed, it may be 

regarded as the public storehouse, in which will be gar- 
nered the ripe fruits and rich harvests of individual and 
associated experience. , : 

But, my friends, how feeble will be the effort if your Le 
gislature stops here! How fruitless your labors! How 
profitless, both the science and art you may acquire, if by 
the action of other States, or nations, or even by your own 
folly, ignorance, or misfortune, the products of your labor 
fail to yield you compensating rewards. yos m 

To illustrate—your .great staple commodity is cotton. 
The reward of your labor in its production, when the price 
is adequate and stationary, and there is no discriminating 
legislation elsewhere, imposing restrictions on your trade, 
willof course depend on ihe quantity you produce. In 
other words, wheu let alone, remuneration for your labor 
in making cotton will mainly depend upon your own 
knowledge, skill and industry in its production. 

But suppose that, by the legislation of the States or na- 
tions into which your cotton is carried for consumption or 
manufacture, a duty equal to its value in marketis imposed; 
or rather suppose that its introduction is prohibited alto- 
gether. Without some protection, some retaliatory legisla- 
tion on the part of the Government under which you live, ' 
ihe value of your labor would thus bereduced or destroyed, 
and your cotton, without fault of yours, would céase to 
yield you compensating reward; or suppose, in the absence 
of a commercial marine of your own, exorbitant freights 
should be demanded, again, without any agency of yours, - 
you would be subjected to the mercy of capitalists engaged 
in other branches of industry, and without the fostering 
care of your Government, would be compelled to see your 
. hard earnings transferred to their pockets, until the tempta- 

tions of.your helplessness should induce others to compete 
for the benefits of your substance, thus transferred to car- 
riers. 
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But again—suppose that tempted by the promise of in- 
creased reward for your labor, which the high price of 
cotton sometimes holds out, you suspend all other employ- 
ments, and raise cotton alone ; supposé that the whole cot- 
ton growing region, stimulated by the same desire, actuated . 
by the same motive of gain, also cease to raise grain and 
all necessary supplies at home, and all turn their attention 
to raising cotton, and thereby the quantity is doubled ; the' 
law of demand and supply, which, because the demand was 
ereat and the supply small, enbanced cotton to such a tempt- 
ing price, now that the condition of things is reversed, and 
the supply become great, and the demand small in compari- 


son, will also reverse the State of the market, reduce" ` 


the price in à correspondent ratio, and transfer the profits 
of yaür labor to the manufacturer and consumer of other 
` States.and Nations, and this too as the result of your own 
folly in the over production of a single article for market, 
Your necessary supplies in the meantime, having’ become 
scarce, and the demand universal in your region, that same 
inexorable master of trade, will again lay his heavy hands, 
upon you and punish you in high prices for meat and bread, 
in proportion to its scarcity. Hence the necessity of a gov- 
ernment—of wise rulers—whose business 1t is to guard you 
not only against improper and unjust legislation dnd inter 
ferencefrom abroad, but to save you from your own folly 
and weakness at home. : i 
There must be then some governing principle, some dir- 
ecting power, to control the industry and energy of our peo- 
ple, and avert the difficulties which through the arts of 
trade, and scheming chapmen, ever beset the path of honest. 


industry ; or else you will find our laboring classes not only ' 


retarded in their advancement by those who live without 
work, but wasting their energies and reducing the rewards 
of labor, by competing with and opposing eachother. This 


is the great business of your Legislators whom you have se- *' 


lected to guard your interests, to watch the progress of events 
in society and Government, and so to guide and direct them 
by wise Legislation as to foster all industry, preserve equali- 
ty, and secure the prosperity and happiness of all conditions 
and classes of our citizens. 

It is the business of the legislator to understand the laws 
of governmental motion ; the science of political economy; 
the best mode of administering the revenues of the State, 
of managing and regulating its resources, its productive 
property and labor, so as to promote the public good, by en 


a 
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couraging individual industry and'enterprisei It is his busi-. 
ness to anticipate and ward off the obstructions which would; . 
hinder success in all departments of industry; and to know `: 
and make.smooth the rude hindrances which. disturb’ the. 
early progress of labor, in Agriculture; Commerceand Manu- ` 
factures. -You need such men in your Legislature, whose 
minds are: storéd. with. knowledge and experience, whose 
thoughts are. deeply concerned for the good of the State that .. 
has.lionóred them: with her trust and confidence; whose : 
days and nights are devoted to her service, and .their.own 
improvement; and not to the tipling shop, or gaming table : 
who know something more than how. to vote witli-their par- 
iy, and do the honors at “Spenglers.” And many such I am 
proud fa find. in your Legislative: Halls to-day." Hence. the 
origin of this Agricultural Bureau. Hence (e aetion of; 
your last-Legislature,.looking.to the collection of reliable 
information upon whieh to found.a wise system of State. - 
poliey for the protection and advancement. of domestic in- 
dustry, and the security.of home indépendences- . o. > 

It is a wise step. taken in the right direction, entitling its 
author to the lasting gratitude, not only. of every poor de-.. 

endant struggling son of Mississippi, who feels and knows ` 

that he has labored without just reward or aid which might ` 
have been afforded him, but also. to the gratitude of every 
capitalist and philanthropist who sees the dawn of a better 
day, that shall afford.him profitable inyestment and employ- . 
ment for his means and his energy without the necessity of | 
oppressing his poorer laboring neighbor by an unequal com- 
petition, which büt euds in injury to the one, and ruin to the 
other. SE 

It seems to me then to be the duty of dur Legislature,by 
a judicious system of discriminations in our revenue system, 
in favor of our own industry of every character that needs 
it, and against the depressing competition and combinations . 
of capitalists at home, or abroad, to encourage Home labor . 
and enterprise. " 

In his brief reply to the address on behalf of the Me- 
chanies and Manufacturers at Buffalo, Mr. Webster said :. 

“Our political institutions place power in the hands of 
all the people; and to make the exercise of this: power in 
such hands salutary, it -is indispensable, that all the people 
should enjoy, first the means of education ; and second the 
reasonable certainty of procuring a competent livelihood by 
industry and labor. These institutions, are neither designed 
for, nor suited to, a nation of ignorant paupers. 
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To disseminate knowledge then, universally, and to se- 
cure to labor and industry their just rewards, is the duty both 
of the General and State Government, each in the exercise of 
its appropriate powers. To be free, the people must be in- 
telligently free; to be substantially independent, they must 
be able to secure themselves against want by sobriety and 
industry. To be safe depositories of political power, they 
must be able to comprehend and understand the general in- 
terests of the community, and must have a stake themselves 
in the welfare of that community. The interest of labor 
therefore, has an importance in our system beyond what 
belongs to itas a mere question of political economy. It 
is connected with our forms of Government, and our whole 


social system." 
And again in his more elaborate address at Pittsburg Mr, 


Webster said. 

“The actual character of the Government can never be 
better than the general moral and intellectual character of 
the community. It would be the wildest of human imagina- 
tions to expect a poor vicious and ignorant people to main- 
tain a good popular government. Education and knowl- 
edge, (which as is obvious, can be generally attained by the 
people only where there are adequate rewards for labor and 
industry, and some share in the publie interest, some stake 
in community) would seem indispensably necessary in those 
who have the power of appointing all publie agents passing 
all laws, and even of making and unmaking Constitutions 
at their pleasure." 

“Hence the truth of the trite maxim, that knowledge 
and virtue are the only foundation of republics; butit is to 
be added, and to be always remembered, that there never 
was, and nevercan bean intelligent and virtuous people who 
at the same time are a poor and idle people, badly employed 
and badly paid. Who would be safe in a community where 
politieal power is in the hands of the many, and property 
in the hands of the few? Indeed, such an unnatural state 
of things could no where long exist." 

And centuries before the “God-like Webster," ever felt 
the pains, or knew the power of deep laborious thought, a 
greater than he quaintly said, 

“Let States that aim at greatness, take heed how their 
nobility and gentlemen do multiply too fast, for that maketh 
the common subject, grow to be a peasant, and base swain, 
driven outof heart, and in effect, but tho gentlemans laborer.’ 


And again— 
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Above all things, good policy is to be used, that the treas- 
ures.and monies in a State, be not gathered into few hands, 
for otherwise a State may have a great stock and yet:starve, 
and monéy like muck. is not good, unless it be spread.” 

And still another scarcély less eminent as a scholar, a 
writer and a stateman, in his dissertation on parties, has 
sald that—  . o : l i 

“ Immense wealth of particular men, is a cireumstance 
_ which always attends national poverty, and is, in a great 
measure, the cause of it." 

Ineed not, however thus fortify,by the authority of great 
names, proposition which findsits demonstration and illus- 
tration in nature, in every forest and every field, in every ot- 
chard and every garden, which surrounds the habitations of 
men-that in government as in husbandry, the weaker and Jess 
flourishing, must be protected against, the encroachments of 
the overshadowing or noxious growth, that would otherwise 
naturally impoverish and exhaust it. 

Looking then to the good of the many, Legislative discrim- 
ination in favor of industrial pursuits that require its fos- 
tering care, commends itself to our favor, first, for the 
immediate and direct enhancement of the rewards of labor, 
which it induces; and asa direct consequence, individual in- 
dependence, the means of intelligence, the ability to trans- 
mit from father to son, not only the boasted institutions we 
hold in trust for generations to come, but increased intelli- 
gence and knowledge, to appreciate, conduct and improve 
them. 

Our Legislature recognising this great principle of free 
government, early foresaw that to make liberty real we must 
have a free people; not a free government—free in its forms 
and promises alone,—but free citizens, individually free 
every where, free in the cultivation and exertion of enlight- 
ened thoughtand intellect ; free in the unawed, unrestrained 
power of doing and saying whatever it is right for free-men 
to do or say ; free in the unsubdued exercise of their law- 
ful will in civil and political affairs ; freein the means and 
power of enlightening, cultivating and preparing their own 
and their chiidrens understandings for the great work of 
self-government, committed to their care. 

Our fathers early saw and knew that it can only be affirm- 
ed of enlightened imformed man, that he is capable of wise 
self-government: That the barbarian, without knowledge, 
without the spirit or even desire of freedom, is capable of 
self-government will scarcely be affirmed by the wildest en- 
thusiast.

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Hence, in our State Constitution it is asserted that “re- 
ligion, morality and knowledge, being necessary to good 
government, the preservation of liberty, and the happiness 
of mankind, schools and the means of education shall forever 
be encouraged in this State.” 

Hence, The magnificent appointments for the attainment 
of knowledge, provided in your University at Oxford, both 
honoring our State and people. and serving hér and them in 
that greatest of all temporal blessings. 


Hence too the streams of light and knowledge, morality - 


and religion in other. portions of the State blessing the 
people who afford, and the children who receive, and gen- 
-erations unborn who shall hereafter enjoy, the ripe fruits of 
this constitutional command. _ 

“School and the means of education shall forever be cn- 
couraged.” 

But my friends, does it not occur to you, while luxuria- 
ting in the rich prospect which lies before the youth of our 
State who are so fortunate as to command the “means of 
education.” that there are thousands, whose voices will be 
just as potent at the ballotbox, who will necessarily be 
called to dischage the important duties of Citizen, Parent, 
Freeman, who arewholly without “the means of education:” 
who, if they each had a College, with all its high advanta- 
ges at their door, would still be denied an entrance there 
by an inexorable law—the law of their necessity —labor with- 
out “the means of education.” 

How important then that our State should see to it by all 
just means in her power, that /abor, in all its departments, 
should yield just remuneration. 

Already has she taken bold steps in this commendable 
work of encouraging “the means of education.” Want—the 
squalid poverty, and utter destitution, which have so afflicted 
some of the nations of the old world, and which in ourown 
country, constitute the slavery of the “free states,"—thank 
God! no where exists in our State. Inher munificence she 
has made provision, not only for the blind, the deaf and 


dumb, the insane, but also for the poor. She has but done ` 


justice to the hearts of her people, when she lias thus hon- 
ored herself in her liberality and benevolence to the untor- 
tunate. But the accidental cases of disabled misfortune, 
occasionally to befound in our poor-houses, stand as a living 
monument, not only to the benevolence of our system, which 
makes this provision, but also to the wisdom, that by statutory 
exempts laws has saved our free citizens from the slavery of 
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abject dependence, which wherever it exists, forges for its 
wretched victim the most'degrading fetters. Fetters the 
proud intellect and manly form of the old father, who finds 
no adequate reward for his daily toil ;—fetters for the broken 
heart and feéble limbs of the hapless mother, whose needle 
nó longer securesthe means of subsistence, often binding in 
their strong embrace, the living offspring with the dead par- 
ent who gave it being, in a land that boasts of freedom.— 
The fetters of eternal,disgrace and ruin, for the ignorant, 
helpless young maiden, who.under a móre propitious, Gov- 
ernment might have blessed and exalted the State that en- 
couraged “the means” of her better nurture and education; 
Fetters! for the free-born lad “spem gregis," born to equality 
of legal rights, governmental protection, lawful liberty, with 
the Highest born in the land, and. yet br `" poverty and want 
—want of “the means of education”—consignéd to the most 
degrading slavery. a MM 

From my earnest, gratified grateful heart, I thank God, 
that my day has been cast in an age, and my lot in a land, 
where the Stateforbids that Father, Mother, Sister, or Broth- 
er should be stripped of the last remnant of property, "the 
means of education," of honor and virtue, of liberty itself, 
by the skinny fingers of every heartless vendor, or pedlar 
of worthless trumpery from abolition land, who gambles 
his good away on the chance of having to enslave a whole 
family of freedoms children, that he may reap the gains of 
his avaricious venture. . I pray God, I beseech the liberty 
loving people ot Mississippi, that they may pursue and ex- 
tend a system that so gloriously holds out "the means of 
educs.tion,” the chances for distinction, the more than golden 
rewards of publie favor, to the humblest mill-bóy or tailor- 
boy, or plough-boy in the land, who will be moved, by vir- 
tuous incentives to persvering Labor. 

That it will immediately enhance the price of domestic 
produce, and thus repay the exertions of enterprising indus- 
try, equalize the rewards of labor, infuse general prosperity 
and independence into all vocations, and expel the deadliest 
foe to freedom—abject want—from all classes of our people, 
will warmly commend the policy of discrimination in favor 
of home industry, to Legislative sanction. 

But again—it will establish the political independence of 
our State, by inducing her people to live at home, to make 
what they consume, to retain in our limits what wenow pay 
not only for the necessaries of life, but waste for useless 
luxuries. 
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Agriculture, manufactors and carriage,victure or commerce, 
are the three great sources of national wealth; and that 
State, which so directs the energies and capital of her citi- 
zens,'as to diversify their labor, and secure the blessings of 
increased production at home, in all these pursuits, without 
stimulating, or allowing, destructive competition in either, 
has attained the great end of political philosophy. 

Tt was an ancient theory in politica] economy, that the 
increase of the wealth of a State must come from abroad ; 
: That whatever is gained by one State, in the exchange or 
sale of its productions, is lost by another. Both maxims, 
though now rejected, are yet partially true. It is true of 
Manufacturng and Commercial States alone, that their 
wealth comes from abroad ; Since but for the excess pro- 
duced by foreign States, the machinery of the one, and the 
shipping of the other would rust or rot in idleness. : 

It is also true of mere luxuries, or things not needful for 
a State, that whatever is gained by one State in the exchange 
or sale of such productions, is lost to the “purchaser or con- 
sumer: Butin no sense are these maxims necessarily appli- 
cable to a State engaged in all these pursuits; since she 
generates wealth, Ist, out of the earth by labor ; 2nd, by the 
enhancement of the exchangable value of the raw material 
thus produced by her manufactures ; and 3rd, by her com- 
mercial marine in obtaining the still greater exchangable 
value cf these productions in foreign markets, Her wealth 
then in no sense comes from abroad, but from her indepen- 
dent resources at home, from her generous soil, from the labor 
industry, skill and enterprise of her own citizens. 

No State can be regarded as independent whose very food 
and raiment come from abroad; and it is true of States 
as of individuals, that whoever produces cotton alone, and 
depends on others for every othernecessary of business and 
of life, will live and die poor ; while he who produces at 
home what he consumes, husbanding the profits of his little 
surplus generally grows rich. 

1 know it is said by some, who are looking alone to its 
national effects, without regard to State policy, that labor: 
and trade should be permitted to regulate themselves, with- 
out interference from government; that—“dependence on 
foreign nations only amounts to this, that by exchanging our 

roduets with them, weget what we want cheaper ; by being 
independent, we get what we want dearer." ! 

“This dependence, which rests upon the idea of getting 
the best bargains, (say they) cannot be very injurious; and 
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that independence which consists d buying at the highest 
prices, is not very. attractive”... . . " 

This is what is termined in thé pedantry of the day, the 
"laissez nous faire,” or-the “let alone” policy ; orin more com- 
prehensive phrase, the policy of letting all error, all wrong, 
all crime, all evil, work out their own:punishment and cure. 
without governmental aid or interference. It is the same ` 
poliey that would persuade you.to patronize the itinerant 
pedlar, or auctioneer in preference to your regular merchant; 
the transient abolitionist, who with a handful of stolen goods, 
squats in your midst to-day, and is gone to-morrow, in pre- 
ference to tlie honest citizen, who, while he does not pre- 
tend to complete with the pedlar or the Jew, or the abolit- : 
ion thief, yet.in the “long run” will best subserve your in- 
terest and your wants. 

It is the utilitarian idea, so prevalent in our day of redu- 
cing all things valuable in science, in government, in morals, 
in religion even, to the standard of present money value ;— 
The “eat, drink and be merry" policy of present good ; as 
though money alone, were the great end of government and 
of life; as though no ultimate, permanent good, could com- 
pensate for the temporary bargains of to-day; as though 
peace and friensnip, and good will among States and nations 
could never be disturbed ; as though nothing were lost, when - 
our people grow in wealth. and stand still in science, art, 
enterprise, and all the benefits and blessings to be derived ` 
from the advancement of the age, in knowledge and intel--- ` 
lectual pursuits. ` 

“The great doctrine of free exchange “say they” rests on 
this simple proposition that there are two modes of obtain- 
ing an article; Ist to makeit, and 2nd to make something 
to give in exchange for it; and thatis the best way, which 
attains the desired article, with the least labor."— 

In other words—“make cotton—let others do as they may, 
we will make cotton"— What if other States and Nations 
do excel us in al other pursuits ; in Commerce, in Manufac- 
tures, and all the branches of Agriculture and Science? 

Whatif they do explore the rich fields of moral, intel- 
lectual and physieal culture, developement and wealth, which 
constitute the true grandeur and nobility of States, and 
Nations. “What if our people are wholly ignorant of science 
and its application to the arts; to manufactures, commerce, 
navigation ; to Agricultural and Mechanical pursuits? We 
can make cotton, with less labor, and buy the fruits of science 
and intellectual “greatness. 
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Abolish your institutions of learning and make cotton. 
If you cannot read or write, it will afford you the means, 
to purchase, at a much cheaper rate, the skill of some Yan- 
kee, Englishman, Irishman, Frenchman or German, who can 
. do both. 

Whatif you have no Mechanics, no Shoemakers, no Black- 
smiths, no Carpenters, no Factories, no men skilled in the 
various branches of industry, which are indispensable at 
home, in time of war, or when othér nations driven to war 
among themselves, can no longer supply us with the things 
we need, and cannot make at home, for want of knowledge, 
science, art? Whatif you have no Statesmen, no sholars, 
no philosophers, no men of letters, on teachers, no profes- 
sors? Make cotton, and buy them— "That is the best way 
which obtains the desired article, with the least labor"—so 
say these public instructors. 

I am no enemy to the doctrine of free-trade, as sought to 
be applied to our national government ; indeed I regard nat- 
ional free-trade, as the only safety of the South, against par- 
tial oppressive and unjust legislation. It is to the reasoning 
just referred to that I object. Home protection, State dis- 
crimination, State independence, State reliance against the 
world——in the Union so long as it is suflerable—out- of if, 
when we must, has long been my motto, as applicable to 
state policy. 

A judicious discrimination in our revenue system a$ a state 
will tend to discourage {the universal devotion to money 
which is consuming the moral and intellectual spirit of our 
people. It will tend to prevent luxury and idleness,—the 
corruption of the old, the ruin and degradation of the young. 
^» Was it Mr. Wesley, who said, that “the idle man’s brain 
is the devils work-shop.”? No matter who said it, no matter 
who uttered the homely phrase—though perhaps not a modal, 
it is truthful-—though not rhetorically, it was wisely spoken. 
Every days experience painfully exhibits the curses on So- 
ciety, almost universally attendant on that condition, which 
substitutes luxury and idleness, for prudent economy and 
labor, 

Perhaps the greatest hindrance to the advancement of 
our State and nation in science and the arts,—in all the nobler 
pursuits, whether intellectual, moral or physieal, is the uni- 
versal idolatry to wealth, which is heathenizing our people; 
the worship of money—-of monied men—admiration for the 
splendor that dazzles in the palace, in the court, the 
gaudy livery and equipage, that glitter in the sunshine ; the 
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costly luxuries and adornments by which the splendid nabob, 
though a fool, seeks to distinguished himself, and to measure 
the value of others. : d sg i 
` “Populus me sibilat 
At mihi plaudo." 

"Let theeworld hiss, Ising my own praise.” True, I have 
cultivated no virtues of the heart, that entitle me to the ad- 
miration of good men, or commend me to the favor of 
Heaven; True, I have neglected all intellectual culture, 
that might have blessed my own age, and generations to 
come ; true, I have been mainly intent upon the good bar- 
gains of trade, by which I have oppressed the poor to ac- 
cumulate wealth; True, I have.been guilty of fraud, deceit 
and all moral guilt, that seemed to promise speedy or great 
gain; I have stood behind the counter of the tipling shop, 
and dealt *damnation round the land,” until the whole neigh- 
borhood became vocal with the cries of suffering, want and 
wretchedness, until drunkeness, riot and murder, became 
my every day companions, and ministers to my success ; true 
I have erected haunts of vice, immorality and idleness, 
where the young have been nurtured in dissipation, and 
trained to habits of error, to mental and moral degradation ; 
where father and son, meet to waste their precious hours in 
idle amusement, and to unfit their hearts and minds, for the 
high duties, which await them in life; where the gambler,’ 
the drunkard, the blackguard,. and the representatives of 
every debasing passion, are their constant companions; 
where the laws of God and Man find no advocates. 

What of it? Whatif good men do deride me? lam 
independent. Whatif the pulpit and the forum, the mor- 
alist and the man of letters, all combine, to admonish me 
of my iniquity ? I roll in splendor, while they grovel in 
the humble habiliments of the poor. 

“At mihi plaudo”—and unfortunately for the good of the 
State, the world ceases to hiss, when fortune has crowned 
the mean career ; when splendor surrounds the guilty wretch 
who has fattened on human woe, the world seems to forget 
and forgive the past. From the very altar of God to the 
high places of earth, where humility is no virtue, learning, 
intellect, age, piety, publié service, and all else that is des- 
irable for life, or in death, by common consent must stand 
back, nay more, must be rudely thrust out, to make way for 
the man, who has thus “bullied contempt, and usurped res- 
pectability.” d 

“He who would have been ashamed to participate in fraud 
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` orto yield to corruption, may begin to think the fault venial, 
when he sees men who were far below, rise above him, by 
fraud and corruption ; when he sees them maintain them- 
seves by these means, in an elevation, which they could not 
have acquired by the contrary virtues, if they had them. 

“Thus may the great thieves of the nation, do mose, and 
less repairable mischief, by the practices they introduce and 
the example they set, than by the actual robberies they com- 
mit—“Plusque exemplo quam peceato nocent.” So wrote 
Lord Bolingbroke, nearly two centuries ago, and time has 
only demonstrated the truth of his reflections. 

No wonder, that the gentler and better sex, pious mothers 
and angelic daughters, learn to tolerate the drunken de- 
bauchee, and the holiest of all relations, the marriage 
state, is valued chiefly for its “free-trade” gains—the wealth 
it brings ; no wonder that the happiness of married life is 
regarded as dependant on the smiles or frowns of this God 
of public adoration, when no blessing isso coveted as 
wealth, no curse so deprecated as manual or mental labor ;. 
and still less wonder, that wretched lives, divorces, suicides 
and all the miseries of unhappy homes, should curse the 
land, that the same devotion to honest labor would bless, 
beautify and adorn. SE. - 

But one of the worst of its consequences to the State, of 
this idolatry to wealth, is its tendency to degrade labor, in 
all pursuits,—Labor! a necessity imposed by God "on all 
the states of men”—and yetnot without its blessing. From 
childhood's earliest memory, to the most advanced age in 
life, I doubt not it is the concurring sentiment of those who 
hear me, that they have never been so tranquilly happy, as 
when in the daily and hourly habit, of laborious employ- 
ment. 


t The curse on the sons of men in all their states is labor, 
Nevertheless, to the diligent, Jabor bringeth blessing, 

The thought of duty sweeteneth toil, and travail is as pleasure ; 
And time spent in doing, hath a comfort that is not for the idle, 
The hardship is transmuted into joy by the dear alehimy of mercy." 


The poet has not said it my friends, but the chief ingredi- 
ent of that “Alchimy” is ample reward for honest industrious 
Labor : Gods curse, as it is Gods blessing to erring man ; 
His solvent for almost universal ill; and that State, or that 
subject who rebels against this law of his being, will find 
its penalties, poverty and want, or crime, or both, sooner or 
later overwhelming their victim. Labor may be without its 
just reward, and often is, but there is no reward without 
labor “No gain but by its price.” 
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Yet how few there are of our young men, who come within 
the influence of fortune, who can consent. to work, of who +' 
regard labor ‘a8 réspectable;--even mental labor, study, 
constant application to learning--to: -professional pursuits-— 
without which success 18 impossible, -has become unfashionable, 
from the school-room to the court-room, from boyhood to 
old age. Hence the frequency of early despondency idle- 
ness, ‘drunkeness, gaming and all their attendant ills. 

Take for example, the legal profession said to be “in its 
nature the noblest and most beneficial to mankind, in its 
abuse and debasement the most sordid and pernicious. There 
have been lawyers that were Orators, Philosophers, Histor- 
ians ; there have been Bacons, and Clarendons. There will 
be none such any more, tillin some better age, true ambit- 
ion, or love of fame, prevails over avarice. and until men 
find leisure and encouragement to prepare themselves for 
the exercise of this profession, by climbing the vantage 
ground of science, instead of groveling all their lives below 
in a mean but gainful application to all the arts of chicane.” 

Or, to borrow still further the thoughts of another, who 
now rests from labor, that made him and them authorative. 
"study is truly the grand requisite for a Lawyer. Men may 
be born Poets, and leap from their cradle Painters. Nature 
may have made them músicians, and called on them to ezer- 
cise, not acquire ability. Butlawisartificial; It isa human 
science, to be learned; not inspired." 

“Let there be a genius for whom nature has done so much 
as apparently to to have left nothing for application, yet to 
make 2 Lawyer, application must do as much, asif nature 
had done nothing. The evil i; that an accursed thirst for 
money, violates everything. We cannot study because we 
must pettifog; we learh the law resources of attorneyism; 
when weshould learn the conceptions, the reasonings and 
the opinions of Cicero and Murray. The love of fame is 
extinguished ; every ardent wish for knowledge repressed ; 
conscience put in jeopardy, and the best feelings of the heart 
indurated by the money catching, abominable practices, 
which cover with disgrace a part of the modern practition- 
ers of the law.” 

“The love of money, is the ruling passion of this country. 
It has taken root deeply, and, [fear will never be eradicated. 
Whilst this holds everything in its gripe, America, will pro- 
duce few great characters, We have no patronage for 
genius, no reward for merit; The liberal professions are 
resorted to, not to gain reputation and consequence, but to 
get rich. Money is the chief good; every eye is on it, 
every heart sighs for it.” 
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The whole philosophy of riches may be happily summed 
up in in a few word, in the language of Lord Bacon. 

“Seek not proud riches, but such as thou mayest get justly ` 
use soberly, distribute cheerfully, and leave contentedly.” 

Yet, have no abstract or friarly contempt of them.” 

“Competency of treasure is better than surfeit, and a 
great state left to an heir, is a lure to all the birds of. prey 
round about to seize on him, if he be not the better estab- 
lished in years and judgment.” . 

Sirive then to make labor a necessity, whether in the field 
or in the closet; whether in the sacred desk, or at the 
speaking anvil; whether in the forum or the work-shop ; 
whether staying the hand of the destroyer at the patients 
bedside, by the triumphs of intellectual labor, or ministering 
to the vanity of living or inanimate dust, from that same 
bedside, to its last resting place. as an industrious, but honest 
undertaker ; strive to make labor not only profitable and 
honorable, but a necessity, by making its opposite—idleness 
and indolence—a disgrace ; strive to keep the plough, the 
hammer, the axe, in the hands of the owner, no matter how 
independent ; strive to enforce God's law of labor, on all the 
sons of men, and you shall see the fruits and blessings of its 
observance, as universal as was his curse for original sin. 

A system of revenue, judiciously discriminating in favor 
of our own productions, against the productions of States 
inimical to our institutions, will enable us to strengthen the 
bonds of Constitutional Union, by enlightening them as to 
their interest in this great confederation of States. It will 
teach them our mutual dependence, and mutual interest, in 
Union under our constitution. 

We have only to look around us, and survey almost any 
object upon which the eye may rest. to know how greatly we 
contribute to other States and Nations for most of the luxu- 
ries, and many of the necessaries of life. Indeed we produce 
but a single article of general production for export. This 
entire dependence, for all the conveniences which surround 
our homes, renders us important customers to the States who 
supply our wants. We thereby afford employment to the 
diversity of pursuits which characterise manufacturing and 
commercial States. They cannot produce our great South- 
ern staple, and are therefore driven to employ their capital 
and labor in commerce and manufactures. While the laws 
of climate and soil thus restrict them, the whole field is open 
to us. That we confine our attention to a single branch of 
agriculture, the growth of cotton, as an article of export, 
isa matter of choice with us. No good reason exists why 
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we cannot engage in commerce and manufactures, to supply ` 
our own wants at least, as well as to pay others to do it- for 
us. Indeed to manufacture our own cotton goods, make 
our own hats, boots, shoes, clothing, furniture, tools, carrigaes, 
wagons and harness; to raise our own pork and stock of 
every kind; to do our own carrying trade, conveying our 
own produce in our own ships, to.the markets of the world, 
independent of any other consideration of policy, would 
seem to be dictated by a prudent economy at any time, or 
under any circumstances. l i 

Such has been the policy of our National Government 
towards our Northern sisters, such the ardent aspiration of 
some of her wisest statesman. And the same policy, for 
much more cogent reasons, and without constitutional ob- 
jection; commends itself to the Southern cotton growing 
States, as independent sovréigntics. l - 

We have long been advised by the action .of the North, ` 
that the unity of government, to which we have fraternally - 
looked in the past, as an unity of mutual interest, mutual 
respect, mutual confidence and mutual affection, was likely 
to become what was never: designed be our Fathers. Con- 
solidationists, Federalists, Abolitionists, Socialists, Free 
Lovers, and Free Negroes, seem determined to employ it to 
destroy that natural and political equality and independence 
in the Union, which climate, soil, aad a just constitution had 
promised us. t 

It is certainly time we had learned lessons of wisdom on. 
this subject, even from our enemies. Ifit were a mere matter 
of State policy, looking to the advancement of our people 
in knowledge, and the power of using it,—in science, and 
the art of applying it, or to its effect upon our intellectual 
improvement alone, it would strenuously commend itself to 
favorable consideration. But, when we are daily and hourly 
warned by the continued disregard of our wants, our rights, 
and their constitutional obligations ; when the voices of half 
the States of this Union, with a large outside sympathy 
where we should least expect it, are heard in concert, threat- 
ning the institution of slavery, and a dissolution of the 
Union ; when corruption, faction, discontent and civil dis- 
cord, are all ready to combine, under any name or pretence, 
to precipitate measures, for the passage of which, even the 
most timorous have threatened disunion in advance ; when 
conventions of Free-negroes are openly permitted and 
countenanced in sister States, defying the constitution and 
laws of the land, and advising treason, rebellion and murder, 
the importance of State action looking to independence at 
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¿home as a measure of safety, becomes immeasurably 
enhaneed. . > 3 

With not a factory for the means of defence, or the absolute 
necessities, which rebellion or invasion would impose. de- 
pending as you are, on these very States and foreign nations, 
for a large portion of the necessarics you annually consume; 
exposed.to an extensive sea coast on the South, wholly un- 
protected ; and your whole. Western border, washed by a 
common highway, at all times open to your enemies ; without 
even arespectable commercial marine that could be converted 
into the means of temporary defence, in what condition do 
youstand to mect the threatened invasion of your rights ? 

Waiving all this however, and regarding it only as a 
measure of retaliation against those States, who are unjustly 
depriving us of our rights in the Union, it is wise, itis just; 
it will strike home to the interests of the toiling laborer who 
works for the support it gives ; who cannot live without his 
patrons favor, and whose patron cannot employ him without 
your trade, 

Stop your merchants from filling your State with the use- 
less trumpery of Yankee land, alone, by prohibitory taxation, . 
and you would stop many a mouth, and many a vote, that 
_ now rejoices in the benefits of your extravagance, but to smite 
the hand that nourishes it. 

I know the power of the State, thus to discriminate has 
been denied: this however is not now an open question.— 
It has been so often the subject of adjudication, in both the 
State and National Courts, that it would be a trespass on 
your time and patience to discuss it here. «You have the 
power—the unlimited power of taxation—over all persons, 
and allproperty, within your limits, as soon as it loses its 
impost character. It was so understood by the framers of 
vour federal Constitution ; it has been so held from the 
days of Marshallto Taney, by your highest judicial tribunal ; 
it has been so held upon full consideration by your own 
Supreme Court. 

What say you then, Legislators, to whom is committed 
the interest and the destiny of the gallant, battle-tried sons, 
who have honored you with their confidence, and your state 
with renown on foreign fields? Whatdo you propose for 
the safety and happiness of Mississippi ? 

What say the honored sons of old Adams, upon whose 
ears have fallen for the last time the stern voice of their 
old commander, breathing to the last, the defieut sentiments 
of a heart that knew no compromise purchased by the sac- 
rifice of a single principle committed to his trust ? 
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/ In hisname Mississippians, let.me invoke -you-to gather 
experience from the past; instruction. from the present ; 


.. wisdom from every source, for the unknown future. ` 


“hear the voice of wisdom, : 

"Whether she speaketh to thy soul in the.full chords of revelation, 
In the teaching earth, or air, or sea ; in the still melodies of thought 
Or haply in the humbler strains, that would detain thee here.” ` 


Another idea, allow me te suggest connected with the 


. subject of State action, as tending to establish. equality of 
- Jawful liberty, by fostering all important pursuits requiring 
‘protection. - 


- As compensation for labor, whether in science or art; 
whether in. professional.or other.pursuits is the great motor 
of human action, that system, which gives or takes away 
this incentive to labor or energy, must be regarded as res- 
ponsible for its advancement or decline. 

In the present mania for the rapid acquisition of fortune, 
it is not wonderful that all industry, which by slow, though 
sure and honest means, promises only moderate gain, should 
languish : Commanding as it does, only the attention of the 
less ambitious, and less enterprising class of our citizens, 
it is not wonderful that the higher and nobler ambition, 
which signalized the Patriots and Statesmen and men of 
letters of other ages and countries, even in this advanced 
age of enlightenment, in this land of mental and spiritual 
freedom, should be neglected and despised, and its ragged 
votaries even pitied by the ignorance and depravity which 
too often worship at the shrine of wealth. 

Devotion to this idolof public adoration, is the first lesson 
that greets the new-born infant, as it opens its admiring eyes 
to behold the splendor that surrounds it ; as it is the last sad 
memento of the poor remnant of undistinguished mortality, 
which is thus made to glitter at the grave, where “dust unto 
dust” sounds its oblivious end. 

_ From the most solemn places of earth, to its lowest rev- 
elry; from the house of mourning and prayer, to the city 
masquerade, this fiend of gilded impudence and corruption 
as of old, seeks to bribe the most exalted piety, and virtue 
and intellegence, to fall down and worship it; and the great 
misfortune is, that the spirit of piety, of virtue, of patr iot- 
ism, of intelligence, is not strong enough to say, “get thee 
hence, Satan.” ` 

Your Schools, your Academies and Colleges, the press, 
that great lever of public eulightenment in a free country, 
your places of high trust and confideuce, are in great dan- 
ger of being rapidly filled by inferior unworthy arrogant 
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men, because you offer no motive, no incentiveto talent and 
learning, to integrity and ability, to seek them. Indeed, 
by your legislation, by the unsufficiency of the salaries and 
compensation you award theni, you offer a premium to the 
ignorant and arrogant—who can afford the means—to assume 
the control of Government ; while you excludethe peor and 
worthy, from all participation, in the honors, offices, and 
high places of the land. Necessity, which tolerates no am- 
bition that does not supply her demands; which stifles all 
patriotism, all emulation, all public aspiration, that does not 
promise reasonable remuneration for diligent labor ; That 
necessity, which ever subdues the needy, however exalted ` 
in merit, has already driven, and will continue to banish 
from your service, some of the ablest and best men in your 
State, under the system of Legislative starvation, which 
demagogues and timid politicians, looking to their own ad- 
vancement, would fix upon the country. : 

It cannot be, that our people desire to commit their inter- 
est and the destinies of unborn generations to come, to the 
hands of inferior, unworthy or incapable men. It cannot 
be—in their name I deny the gross slander—that onr people 
desired to avail themselves, of the services of any worthy 
son of Mississippi, for less than he reasonably deserves to 
have. for the honorable service they require at his hands— 
Our State desires, to make her service honorable, noble, 
worthy of the great and enterprising people, who inhabit 
her rich soil, her unequalled valleys, who adorn her fertile 
praries and undulating hich-lands. hy the evidences of their 
taste and intelligence : who fringe the borders of her mag- 
nificent Rivers by the beauty of their improvments, and the 
renumerating luxuriance of the harvests which reward the 
industry of the hushandman. ; ; 

While the farmer, the mechanic, the merchant after a few 
years of diligent labor and economy in the vocation of his 
choice. attains at least ease and comfort, often wealth and 
luxury.—how is it with your public servants, among them 
some of the noblest specimens of moral aud intellectual 
greatness the world has produced ? 

Surelv no just and honest citizen, can desire, that our 
publie servants, the men whom we have chosen to honor, 
whose merits, and learning, and high qualifications—the 
fruits of laborious toil, of a well spent life—have peculiarly 
fitted them for the public service, shall labor assiduously, 
spend their nights and' days in patriotie devotion for the 
good of the State to the neglect of their families, their chil- 
dren, their own personal ease and comfort, and when worn 
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down by age and toil, be at last discharged as old beasts of 
burden, to die neglected on the very soil they have:so largely 
contributed to bless and improve. The politician, who so 
underates his own service, and the integrity of the people, 

is guilty of triple injustice, first to himself, nextto his fellows 
and lastsly the greatest. injustice to.the- intelligence, the in- 
tegrity, the honesty of the people he professes to represent. 

“That many good men seek the public service and are thus 
sacrificed, instead of rewarded for their labor is no justif- 
cation or excuse, for a policy anda practice, as cruel and 
inhuman, as-it is unwise and unjust. The State should scorn 
to go out in the market, to speculate upon the necessities 
or misfortunes of her worthy sons+-to cheapen the value of 
learning, intelligence and integrity, by putting her offices 
of trust and honor, to the lowest bidder. . 

I thank God, that I have never learned to fear the people. 
Identified with them, by the laws of nature and -destiny, 
from my cradle to old age, I have never feared to do what 
conscience bade me do: always ‘believing that if right, I 
should find my justification in thesame eternal laws of 
heart and mind, of pones andintelligence, which are com- 
mon to us all. 

If the public agent is worthy to serve his constituents, it 
is because he studies to know and understand their interest 
committed to his care, it is becanse, knowing the right, his 
own duty and their interest, he dares to do it, without stop- 
ping to take the bearings of the demag gogues, who ever sit 
like evil spirits on the pathway of rectitude, to ensnare it; 
it is because he dares stand before honest men or knaves, at 
all times ready to maintian the integrity of his acts. 

Temporary failure may sometimes be the fate of honest 
integrity, even when right; but that public justice, will ul- 
timately award public ‘honor to unyiclding integrity, will 
be proudly felt and remémbered by Mississippians, as long 
as they remember the eu) of her lamented, incorrruptible 
QUITMAN. 

Let it be a pr sale then of your Legislative policy, as 
it is a principle of common honesty, in all the departments 
of publie service, to extend not only just, but. liberal com- 
pensation, ample remuneration, for ihe labor you require. 
Discourage the devices, artifices and tricks by which the 
wealthy few, seek to subject the toiling million, to their ser- 
vice, without just reward. 

Divert as far as possible labor, intelligence and capital, 
from the geinding pursuits of the chapman and the usurer, 
to the nobler vocations of learning, of Agriculture, of 
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Manufactures, of Commerce, and .you will be more than 
blessed in the rich harvest of Universal plenty, which shall 
make you independent and happy at home: 

See to it, that the humblelaborer by the arts of trade and 
capital, through legislative aid, or for the want of it, is not 
stripped of his hard earnings, and along with wide spread 
plenty, yon shall find a correspondent. advancement in pub- 
lic virtue and elevated purity of heart, as far above sordid 
idolatry to "the almighty dollar,” as the mountain air and 
gushing fountains of your rural homes, are purer than the 
foul miasma and stagnant marshes that desolate the great 
City, which in spite of God and natures laws, still revelsin 
their midst. 

Whether consulting the greatest good of our moral nature 
or ministering to terrestrial good alone; whether seeking 
to dignify and ennoble our race, by the cultivation of those 
aris and sciences which tend to elevate us above the temp- 
tations of depraved humanity, or grovelling in the utilitar- 
ian schemes of worldly advancement ;—for the greatest 
goodof the greatest number, we should inculcate a return 
with our children from cities, the crowded haunts of vice, 
wretchedness and moral ruin, to the purity of rural life.— 
We should stimulate advancement and improvement in 
that science. which while it avoid the temptations that ever 
beset integrity, in the pursuit of trade, and actively cultivates 
the endearing virtues and relations which cluster around a 
country home, at the same time generates independence 
and comfort out of our own soil by our own labor. 

So thought the immortal Jefferson, perhaps the greatest 
- exponent of republican simplicitly and orthodoxy, that the 
world has produced ; “Sic cogitavit Frances de Verulam.” 
The father of practical philosophy ; the great teacher of 
the method of discovering new and useful truth ; The illus- 
trious author of "novum organum” and in the sweet melody 
of harmonious verse, so sung the gifted Goldsmith. 


UL fares the land, to hast’ning ills a prey, 

Where wealth accumulates, and men decay : 
Princes and Lords may flouzish or may may fade: 
A breath ean mrke them, as a breath has made : 
But a bold peasantry, their eountry's pride, 
When once destroy’d, ean never be supplied.” 


“Ye friends to truth, ye statesmen who survey

To understand the power of Southern agriculture, the power of 
Southern labor, let us cease to raise our three millions of bales of 
cotton, and a night of gloom would óverspread the land of fanati- 
cism;' a wail of sorrow would be heard across the mighty deep, 
followed by the intelligence that anarchy was, triumphant in the 
Old World, and that the thrones of ages had been trampled in the 
dust. Yes, reduce the production of cotton to one'and a half.mill- 
lons of bales, by diverting the sfave labor of thé South to other 
pursuits, and New York and Boston, Liverpool and Manchester, 
would receive a blow, insthe effects of which, the sentiment men 
of Exeter Hall and the disciples of Sewardism could see, foreshad- 
owed, the general distress, want, shame and'death; that would 
follow the accomplistinient of their cherishéd hopes.

“Washington, at the-birth of our -Redublic, desired a RON 
plan which.would bring the-genius and intelligence of the Ameri- 
can-people.to bear in advancing the great: science of husbandry: 
Writing to Mr. Strickland; of England, ‘atanearly day, Washington 
said: el have endeavored both in a private and publie character, to 
éncourage the establishment of. Boards of Agriculture in this coun- 
tty; but hitherto in vain.’ * * “Since: the first establishment ot 
the National Board of Agriculture In Great, Britain, I have consid , 
ered it one of the most valuable institutions: of modern times.” 
Again in his last annual message to Congress; thé Father of his 
country, anxious: to impress upon Congress:the importance of agri« 
cultural- improvement, says: ‘ “It will not be doubted ‘that with 
reference to individual or national welfare, agriculture -is of prima: 
ry importance, In pr oportion as nations advance 1n population and 
other circumstances.of maturity; this truth:becomes more apparent, 
and réridérs:the cultivation ofthe. soil moreand:moré an object oi 
public.patronage; $. * *- : Atong t the means which have.been 
employed to this-end, hone have" beer ‘attended with greater suc:

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. Congress, treating with contempt these wise counsels for half a 
céntury, by. giving bounties to:promote the interests ‘of::the trading 
aud manufacturing classes at-thé expence‘of agriculture, has at:lnát 
made a feeble effort to collect and disseminate agricultural informa« 
tion through the -Patent Office; ,:But::why has our State. done 
nothing—-or the States:of the South and West? To their Legisla- 
tures it legitimately belongs, since a strict construction of. the 
Federal Compact, forbids any action om the part of Congress. "The 
cause of! non-action by our State Governments, is to be found in 
the fact that erroneous views prevail with the people on this sub- 
ject. Again, ours is a new country, the forests yet unsubdued, and 
the footprints of the savage yet uneffaced. With a virgin soil of 
unequaled fertility, and a climate adapted to the growth of every- 
thing desired by man, yielding its abundance after the simplest and 
most superficial cultivation, but little apparent necessity existed for 
improvement.£ZNow, however, when our worn out hills, our ex- 
hausted lands greet the eye in every direction, filled with gullies, 
and growing up in poverty grass, and the desert is encroaching 
upon us, the voice of our whole people is heard crying out in favor 
of change, a change demanded by our own best interests, and the 
spirit of progress that distiaguishes the age in which we live: ` 

One year ago, the Mississippi Legislature, in response to public 
sentiment, and its own enlightened sense ol the wants of the South, 
. established a “State Agricultural Bureau.” ‘The law was passed 
almost by acclamation, and meets every where the approval of our 
people. Let us for a moment glance at the provisions of this law, 
and see whether it is calculated to accomplish all we desire. This 
Board of Agriculture consists of the. Governor, (ex officio,) one 
member from each Congressional District, and one member from 
each County Society chartered in the State. The members. shall 
hold their offices for the term of two: years. The. Bureau shall 
meet biennially in the city of Jackson, after the meeting of the Leg- 
islature, and. as much ofiener as may be required. Thus constitu- 
ted, with Representatives from every portion of the State, it is 
emphatically, a council of plánters and mechanics, laboring to 
advance the great agricultural and mechanical interests -of the 
State. The most remote counties of the State having a voice in 
its councils, it will be free from that jealousy that generally existe 
towards the Capital of the State, and which has proved so fatal to 
voluntary associátions in our sister States, organized to accomplish 
the same great purpose. ; 

It is the duty of the Bureau to investigate ‘all subjects relatin g-to 
agricultural improvement in this-State, and to disseminate all the 
information collected by the Board, that is calculated to promote the 
general interests of husbandry. tis the duty of the Bureau to pro- 
vide for holding our State exhibitions, awarding premiums te 
articles of agricultural production, . improved agricultural imple- 
ments, also for such discoveries, experiments:or attainments in 
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scióntifñiear practical agriculture, -aa the: Board may think: worthy 
of iC: The oed, by its. Bette, shally. biennially, ::make.a 
réport‘of the action of the Bureau forthe: two years, with sch eg, 
gestions. und: recommendations as:the interests of. mechanics or 
agriculture require. It is the duty of the Bureau-to charter County 
Societies auxiliary to the State Bureau., . ee 

‘Thus [have given yon an outline ofthe layeof our organization. 
Tire and experience will doubtless show the necessity of great and 
important changes, = sO? M 

Our State, ' the first in'intelligence; the first in the production -of 
cotton, and second to none in the number and value of its laborers, 
looks with anxiety to the effects. of this law and will hold the mem. 
bers of this Bureau to a strict accountability. A council represent. 
ing such vast interests, composed of talented, scientific and expert: 
enced men, under the auspices of the State, receiving aid from the 
Treasury, must mark an epoch in the history of Southern progress. 
The voluntary Associations of our own and sister States have long 
indicated the necessity of some well organized, some well establish. 
ed.system in every slave Siate, for the promotion of Southern 
industry. A system by which the people of the South may fre: 
quently assemble through representatives, to leazn by consultation 
our interests, and adopt means for their advancement. We must 
increase the value of our labor by increasing the quantity and qual. 
ity of our productions, To do this, let us give to our labor increas- 
ed intelligence and more power, by stimulating the inventive genius 
of our people to discover new and improved agricultural machines 
for'the economy of labor. With Boards of Agriculture in every 
Southern State, assisted by auxiliary Societies in the counties, a 
new interest is awakened, a feeling of generous rivalry engendered 
among planters and mechanics, a spirit of investigation and exper- 
iment aroused, that must bring about the happiest results. 

Your annual exhibitions of County and State, willexcite increas- 
ed interest with each succeeding year. . These will be good schools 
by which to disseminate among our people a knowledge of the pro- 
gress and improvements. made from year to year, by the farmers 
and mechanics of our State.: Here new inventions and discoveries 
will come from onr sister Statesto arouse the genius and stimulate 
our mechanics to still higher and greater attainments. `- 

But after having perfected our organization in Mississippi, shall 
we stop? No With the world in arms.against the institution ef 
domestic slavery, we with our sister States ‘of the South have the 
same interests: tó advance, the same rights to defend; and the same 
future: awaits us, Together: we have near a ' million square miles 
of térritóry, with the most productive soibandthe.best climate...

Premiums have been awarded, British pride 
has been appealed to, and yet, to-day, four-fifths of. the cotton. they’ 
consüme is the production of Southern labor. What the. can- 
sumption of manufactured goods will be. by China, now openéd: 
tothe commerce df the world, the future must disclose. But 
when we reflect that between the years 1818 and 1856, the pro, 
deum increased from 450,000 to .3,000,000 bales, and that: we 
has» still boundless forests, yet to be subdued. and brought into 
cultivation, it is torbe hoped that the cotton States of the, South 
will still supply this great necessity to mankind. ‘To the slander of 
our Northern enemies—that the South is weakened and blasted 
by slavery-—we have only to reply, that the exports-ot the. Union 
amonnt to $297,000,000, exclusive of gold and. foreign merchan- 
dise re-exported. Of this amount $185,000,000. are the produc- 
tions of the South.

This science. teaches the value, nature, qualities and application of 
manures. The question of increasing or reducing the fertility of 
our soils is here involved. A periodical rénovation of thé soil is 
not only the base of agricultnral wealth, but in fact of all political 
economy. How greatthe difference between leaving the value of 
fertilizers to conjecture and making them the subject of analysis 
and actual demonstration. This generation of farmers should re- 
member. that they hold the earth in trust for the next, The ex- 
haustion ofour lands has been estimated at 10 cents per acre an- 
nually. There are about 120,000,000 acres of arable land in the 
United States. There we sustain a loss of $12,000,000 annually, 
and mostly for want of skill in the resuscitation of lands. ‘This 
exhaustion of our soil is a great error and sin. 

The science of Physiology opens a wide field of study and 
thought to the farmer, for.on the observance of its laws depend tbe 
life, health and growth, of all animal and vegetable nature. De- 
fiance to those laws is the bad luck of poor farmers; observance of 
them is the good luck of the opposite class." This science 
teaches that it is a law of growth, that like produces like, the 
best produces the best in vegetable life, and the soundest and most 
symmetrical of animals perpetuate like progeny.
